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THE  JURISDICTION  CONFERENCE 


Bigness  is  a quality  which  no  one  will  deny  is  usually  associated 
with  the  state  of  Texas.  But  bigness  in  size  was  eclipsed  by  bigness 
of  heart  when  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  Woman’s  Society  held 
its  annual  meeting  in  Houston  in  mid-February.  On  a big  scale  too 
was  the  spirit  of  friendliness  and  hospitality  which  Houston  Method- 
ism showered  upon  us.  It  was  appropriate  that  against  this  backdrop 
of  vastness,  the  sessions  of  the  meeting  should  have  been  held  in 
Houston’s  First  Methodist  Church,  the  largest  church  in  world  Metho- 
dism in  point  of  membership. 

Every  phase  of  the  program,  from  reports  to  inspirational  ad- 
dresses was  built  about  the  theme  of  the  meeting:  “Thy  Way”.  We 
were  made  conscious  that  Jesus  had  said,  “I  am  the  Way” — a road  to 
tiavel  in  a place  and  at  a time  when  transportation  and  communica- 
tion facilities  were  extrem.ely  limited.  In  such  a time  and  in  such 
a place,  Jesus  had  given  assurance  of  the  road  ahead.  Surely,  you 
feel  today,  as  the  people  of  Palestine  did  in  Jesus’  day,  and  as  we  did 
at  Houston,  the  need  to  hear  again,  with  postive  assurance,  the  words, 
“I  am  the  Way”  as  we  “Bid  for  the  Heart  of  the  World.” 

We  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  have  always  been  proud  of  the 
fact  that  we  gave  to  the  Jurisdiction  its  first  president;  so,  in  this 
year  of  Mrs.  Sexton’s  resignation  from  that  office,  we  took  a justifi- 
able pride  in  the  numerous  acts  and  words  of  praise  done  and  spoken 
in  her  behalf.  That  her  leadership  during  her  seven  years  in  office 
has  been  gregtly  appreciated  was  evidenced  by  the  gift  from  the 
Conferences.  It  was  an  emotion-filled  mLoment  when  our  own  Presi- 
dent, Virginia  Laskey,  speaking  for  all  the  conferences  presented  a 
gift  of  SIOOO  or  more,  with  v/hich  to  establish  - browsing  nook  in  the 
library  of  the  National  College  for  Christian  Workers  at  Kansas  City, 
to  be  known  as  the  Lucile  Sexton  Browsing  Nook.  Thus  will  the 
name  and  the  service  of  Lucile  Sexton  be  perpetuated  and  a contri- 
bution in  her  honor  made  to  the  happiness  and  training  of  the  hun- 
dreds of  youth  who,  in  years  to  come,  will  pass  through  the  halls  of 
the  National  College  and  leave  to  give  their  lives  in  service  to  the 
Christ,  that  His  Kingdom  may  become  a reality  in  the  hearts  of  men. 

Every  session  of  the  Conference  was  filled  with  tributes  to  Mrs. 
Sexton,  but  the  crowning  words  were  spoken  by  Dr.  Dawsoii,  her 
own  pastor,  who,  on  the  last  evening  of  the  conference,  rose  to  a 
point  of  personal  privilege  before  his  closing  address,  and  said  of  Mrs. 
Sexton:  “She  has  the  industry  of  Dorcas;  the  devotion  of  Ruth;  the 
enthusiasm  of  Martha;  and  the  heart  of  Mary.”  What  more  COULD 
be  said? 

Mrs.  C.  A.  Barr,  retiring  President  of  the  Southwest  Texas  Con- 
ference, was  elected  to  siicceed  Mrs.  Sexton.  Two  other  new  officers 
were  also  installed:  Mrs.  Sam  Evans,  of  the  Missouri  Conference,  as 
Promotion  Secretary,  and  Mrs.  Ralph  Dunn,  of  the  St.  Louis  Confer- 
ence, as  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
Activities. 

We  are  now  “Millionaires  for  Christ”.  A year  ago  the  financial 
goal  Tor  the  jurisdiction  was  set  at  $1,000,000,  with  the  slogan,  “A 
minimum  of  a million”.  It  was  a high  moment  when  the  treasurer 
announced  that  in  1947,  the  Methodist  women  of  the  South  Central 
Jurisdiction  had  contributed  $1,051,940.18.  Of  that  amount  the  Lou- 
isiana Conference  had  given  $65,628.41 — and  led  the  jurisdiction  in 
per  capita  giving — $7.49,  as  against  $3.38  average  for  the  jurisdiction. 
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Surely  this  should  be  the  cause  for  gratitude  rather  than  pride  and 
determination  to  exceed  our  own  goal  rather  than  complacency.  This 
year,  1948,  the  financial  goal  for  the  jurisdiction  has  been  set  at  a 
million  and  a quarter  dollars,  with  the  slogan,  “Faith  for  a Fourth 
More  for  Missions”. 

All  of  the  officers’  reports  showed  progress.  There  were  wear- 
nesses,  to  be  sure,  but  plans  for  advance  were  evident  in  each  depart- 
ment. Likewise  during  the  Presidents’  Hour  3nd  that  of  the  Promo- 
tion Secretaries,  these  officers,  though  limited  to  two  minutes,  spoke 
glowingly  of  their  conference  work  and  of  the  outstanding  achieve- 
ments of  each  conference.  The  Louisiana  Conference  was  able  to  re- 
port 19  new  societies,  17%  gain  in  new  members,  557  special  member- 
ships, 26%  gain  in  Week  of  Prayer  observance,  and  pledge  overpaid 
by  $19,000.  Texas  Conference  led  the  group  in  the  matter  of  report- 
ing with  a 98%  record;  Nebraska  Conference  reported  that  every  one 
of  its  457  societies  had  sent  fourth  quarter  and  annual  reports.  The 
Central  Texas  conference  reported  4 societies  with  every  woman  in 
the  Church  as  members  of  the  W.  S.  C.  S. 

It  is  impossible  to  reproduce  for  you  the  high  periods  of  inspira- 
tion and  challenge  which  came  to  those  in  attendance.  The  opening 
hours  of  devotion,  led  by  Dr.  Lester  Rumble,  brought  imusual  signi- 
ficance and  varied  interpretations  to  the  conference  theme  “Thy 
Way”.  To  dwell  on  one  address  would  be  to  limit  the  meaning  of 
the  conference;  so  I shall  attempt  to  give  you  flash  statements,  from 
several  of  the  speakers,  lifted  out  of  their  contexts,  but  holding  with- 
in themselves  such  truth  that  they  challenge  the  mind  to  creative 
thought. 

During  the  devotional  periods.  Dr.  Rumble  made  these  state- 
ments: “Life  is  geared  in  with  Jesus,  and  until  we  know  His  way, 
we  know  no  way”. 

“As  the  sun  blinds  us  to  all  else  when  we  look  into  it  with  un-; 
veiled  eyes;  so,  when  we  look  into  the  face  of  God,  getting  a larger 
and  larger  exposure,  we  become  “God-blinded”  and  see  only  God.” 

You  may  have  planned  the  way  you  were  going  to  live  for  God, 
but  are  you  able  to  capture  life’s  detours— life’s  changed  plans — ^for 
God? 

A few  years  ago  Dr.  Fosdich  looked  up  the  meaning  of  the  word 
“Uranium”.  He  found  this  definition:  “a  heavy  metallic  element, 
white,  not  of  much  value”.  But  now  scientists  have  released  the 
energy  in  uranium  and  we  have  the  atomic  bomb,  before,  whose 
power  all  the  world  stands  in  awe.  God’s  children  are  like  the  un- 
energized uranium— “not  of  much  value”,  that  is,  to  the  Kingdom  of 
God — until  God’s  power  is  released  in  them. 

Love  is  life’s  compelling  motive.  Frank  Laubach  says  when  he 
feels  God’s  constraining  love,  he  opens  the  windows  of  his  love  up  to 
God,  out  to  his  fellowmen,  but  especially  down  where  the  need  is. 

Robert  Frost  once  said,  “I  bid  you  come  to  a one-man  revolution”, 
referring  to  his  determination  to  really  follow  the  Chrfstian  way. 
The  consecration  we’ve  had  before  is  not  enough  for  this  day.  You 
are  invited  to  come  to  a one-person  revolution. 

“Where  sin  did  abound,  there  did  grace  much  more  abound”.  'The 
healing  forces  of  the  world  are  more  powerful  than  the  disruptive 
forces.  We  can  Disintegrate  an  atom,  but  we  can  INtegrate  a man.” 
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A slogan  adopted  for  Coca-Cola  was,  “The  product  in  arm’s 
length  of  desire”.  Apply  this  to  the  resources  of  God, 

Referring  to  the  present  plight  of  the  Navajo  Indians,  Dr.  W.  R. 
Daas,  Superintendent  of  the  Navajo  Methodist  Mission  School,  said: 
“The  Indian  situation  today  is  characterized  by:  more  diseases  and 
less  doctors;  more  ignorance  and  less  education;  more  experts  and 
less  experience;  more  government  surveys  and  less  government  ser- 
vice than  probably  any  other  minority  group. 

“I  am  a member  of  many  organizations,  but  I belong  to  the  Metho- 
dist Church.”  We  were  reminded  that  these  words  were  used  by 
Mrs.  Sexton  when  .she  accepted  the  presidency  of  the  jurisdiction 
seven  years  ago. 

During  the  installation  of  the  new  officers,  Mrs.  Landrum  Scdd: 
“Missions  was  not  born  in  any  of  us.  It  was  born  in  the  heart  of  God, 
and  He  has  the  ages  through  which  to  work”. 

Jesus’  words,  “I  am  the  way”  have  been  interpreted  by  Grace 
Noll  Crowell  in  a poem  which  she  has  called  “Thy  Way  Upon  the 
Earth”.  I close  with  that  poem. 

Lord,  God,  we  pray  thee  bless  us. 

And  cause  thy  face  to  shine 

Upon  us  as  we  labor 

In  this  great  work  of  thine; 

That  all  the  earth  may  know  thee, 

Thy  way,  thy  saving  health, 

And  may  the  people  praise  thee 

With  their  voices,  life,  and  wealth. 

God,  may  the  troubled  nations 
Rejoice  and  sing  again. 

Thy  judgment,  Lord,  is  righteous 
Among  the  ways  of  men. 

Be  thou  each  nation’s  Ruler 
And  help  us  all  unite 

In  praise  to  thee,  our  leader. 

Our  strength,  our  hope,  our  light. 

Then  shall  thy  blessings  follow, 

Earth’s  bounty  will  increase, 

And  hurt,  bewildered  mankind

TUESDAY  EVENING.  OCTOBER  21,  1947 

The  executive  Session  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  Woman’s  So- 
ciety of  Christian  Service  opened  its  Mid-year  meeting  on  October 
21  with  six  o’clock  dinner  served  by  the  Marie  Herr  Circle  at  the 
First  Methodist  Church  in  Natchitoches,  Louisiana.  Rev.  D.  W.  Poole, 
local  pastor,  gave  the  invocation.  Mrs.  A.  H.  Mitchell,  President  of 
the  Natchitoches  Society,  introduced  Mrs.  Poole  who  welcomed  those 
present.  Mrs.  Laskey  responded,  thanking  the  local  Society  for  the 
privlege  of  being  their  guests.  Following  the  dinner,  the  group  as- 
sembled for  the  opening  business  session. 

Mrs.  W.  E.  Trice  led  the  meditation,  setting  the  spiritual  tone  fcr 
the  meeting.  She  centered  her  thoughts  on  the  words,  “I  am  the 
light  of  the  world”.  She  said  in  part,  “We  must  channel  this  light  to 
all  women  and  have  a consuming  love  for  our  fellowmen,  so  that  to- 
gether we  may  make  new  conquests  for  God’s  Kingdom.”  The  period 
closed  with  prayer. 

The  roll  was  called  and  regret  was  expressed  over  the  absence  of 
a number  of  members.  Mrs.  Shaffer  and  Mrs.  Tidwell  were  asked 
to  send  telegrams  to  those  absent,  telling  them  they  were  missed. 

The  following  new  members  were  welcomd  by  Mrs.  Laskey:  the 
new  District  Presidents,  Mrs.  Dick  Watson,  Lake  Charles;  Mrs.  A.  W. 
Wilcox,  Shreveport;  Mrs.  Geo.  Powell,  Alexandria;  and  Mrs.  J.  C. 
Hutchins,  Promotion  Secretary  of  the  New  Orleans  District. 

Mrs.  Laskey  in  her  earnest  and  sincere  manner  said  that  she  felt 
it  was  a time  for  drawing  apart  in  a spirit  of  prayer  to  plan  for  the 
work  of  another  year. 

Mrs.  Laskey  then  reported  on  her  activities  since  Annual  Con- 
ference in  Lake  Charles.  She  stated  that  she  had  attended  five  Dis- 
trict meetings,  The  School  of  Missions  at  Mt.  Sequoyah,  also  the 
School  of  Missions  at  MacDonell,  Houma,  La.  She  stated  that  early 
in  September  she  attended  the  Area  meeting  called  by  Bishop  Mar- 
tin for  the  purpose  of  planning  the  last  phase  of  the  Crusade  for 
Christ — increasing  Church  School  attendance.  She  urged  that  we 
cooperate  to  make  this  last  phase  of  the  Crusade  a success. 
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A letter  from  Mrs.  Bragg  was  read  by  Mrs.  Laskey  requesting 
that  Church  women  cooperate  with  our  government  in  the  conserva- 
tion of  food  and  grain. 

Mrs.  LasKey  stated  that  due  to  the  removal  from  our  state  of 
Mrs.  Harry  Hendricks,  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Ser- 
vice, Mrs.  Sam  Dunbar  of  New  Orleans  had  been  appointed  by  the 
Administrative  Committee  to  fill  the  unexpired  term.  The  Executive 
Committee  ratified  the  appointment. 

Report  of  Vice-President; 

Mrs.  S.  J.  Fairchild  stated  that  more  interest  was  being  shown 
in  the  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women  and  a number  of  So- 
cieties had  responded  by  sending  their  contribution  of  one  penny  for 
each  member. 

She  reported  347  Life  Memberships,  amounting  to  $5..5i2.75,  also 
one  Honorary  Life  Patron  Membership  (by  Conference). 

Mrs.  Fairchild  stated  that  the  Societies  are  making  better  use  of 
the  program  material.  She  also  announced  that  the  local  Vice  Presi- 
dents would  be  required  to  send  quarterly  reports. 

Mrs.  Jackson,  Recording  Secretary,  reported  that  the  total  cost 
of  printing  1,000  copies  of  the  Minutes  amounted  lo  $506.86.  A discus- 
sion followed  as  to  the  number  to  be  printed  and  the  sale  of  extr^ 
copies  to  the  local  societies.  The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Finance 
Committee.  Mrs.  Dameron  recommended  that  copies  of  the  Minutes 
be  sent  to  all  our  conference  workers. 

Mrs.  E.  E.  Stewart  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  group  the  fact 
that  a file  of  the  minutes  of  the  former  Woman’s  Missionary  Society 
had  been  kept.  She  suggested  that  they  be  bound  and  placed  in 
Centenary  Library  for  safekeeping.  Mrs.  Laskey,  after  a discussion 
of  the  matter,  appointed  Mrs.  Manning  and  Mrs.  Stewart  to  investi- 
gate cost  of  binding  and  report  at  Spring  Conference. 

Report  of  Secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion: 

Mrs.  D.  M.  Campbell  gave  a most  interesting  report  of  her  work. 
She  reported  257  Societies  in  Louisiana  Conference  with  a total  mem- 
bership of  9,520,  showing  a net  gain  of  454  new  members.  There  are 
at  present  12  unorganized  charges,  but  Monroe  and  Ruston  Districts 
are  100%. 

There  are  55  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  with  a total  membership 
of  1,274. 

Mrs.  Campbell  stated  that  she  attended  the  School  of  Missions 
at  Houma,  La.;  and  13  Conference  and  District  Officers  attended  Mt. 
Sequoyah  School  of  Missions. 

Mrs.  Campbell  stated  that  $100  was  given  by  New  Orleans  Dis- 
trict to  send  Negro  to  the  Youth  Conference  in  C3slo,  Norway. 

Mrs.  Laskey  discussed  the  possibility  of  having  Mrs.  W.  B.  Land- 
rum, Field  Worker,  visit  the  Conference.  Upon  the  motion  of  Mrs. 
Tisdale,  it  was  voted  that  Mrs.  Landrum  be  invited  to  visit  the  Con- 
ference at  earliest  possible  date,  with  Mrs.  Campbell  and  the  District 
Promotion  Secretaries  working  out  the  itenary. 
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Children's  Work; 


In  the  absence  of  Mrs.  Barnwell,  Mrs.  Laskey  mentioned  the  fine 
work  that  Mrs.  Barnwell  as  Secretary  of  Children’s  Work  has  done 
through  the  year.  Mrs.  Laskey  recommended  that  the  children  and 
young  people  be  encouraged  to  send  boxes  of  gifts  to  children  in 
Europe  and  the  Orient,  especially  for  Christmas. 

Mrs.  Dameron  reported  the  work  of  Missionary  Personnel  in  the 
Jurisdiction,  suggesting  Christmas  Service  Seminars  for  Life  Service 
Volunteers. 

Mrs.  Laskey  asked  that  the  names  of  the  Life  Service  recruits  be 
sent  to  her  so  that  she  could  channel  them  to  the  new  Secretary  of 
Missionary  Personnel. 

Spiritual  Life: 

Mrs.  Shaffer  stated  that  reports  received  by  her  are  bothjiiscour- 
aging  and  encouraging.  She  reports  great  discrepancies  in  reports 
of  Fellowship  of  Intercession  and  explained  the  reason  for  misunder- 
standing. She  asked  prayer  for  those  having  places  of  responsibility 
in  the  United  Nations. 

She  stated  that  the  Jurisdiction  recommends  that  we  pray  especi- 
ally for  China  and  that  every  Conference  hold  a Retreat  in  1948. 


Institutions: 

Mrs.  Charles  F.  Goldthwait,  President  of  the  New  Orleans  Dis- 
trict, reported  on  St.  Mark’s  Community  Center  in  New  Orleans, 
stating  that  a new  heating  system  had  been  installed  which  also  in- 
cluded the  heating  of  the  swimming  pool  at  a total  cost  of  $5000. 

She  stated  representatives  from  the  Board  and  Workers  at  St. 
Mark’s  were  sent  to  Scarritt  in  the  summer  for  intensive  training  in 
running  a Community  House. 

There  is  an  average  attendance  of  165  daily,  and  there  is  a great 
need  for  the  raising  of  workers’  salaries.  She  expressed  gratitude 
for  the  supplies  sent  St.  Mark’s. 

People's  Community  Center:  Mrs.  Dunbar  reporting. 

A letter  from  Mrs.  Carter,  Head  Resident,  was  read  by  Mrs.  Dun- 
bar, stating  that  a new  building  was  their  greatest  need.  The  present 
building  being  entirely  inadequate.  There  is  also  need  for  new  equip- 
ment in  each  department. 

Mrs.  Tidwell  moved  that  we  recommend  to  the  Woman’s  Division 
that  People’s  Community  Center  receive  a part  of  the  Week  of  Prayer 
Offering  in  1948.  Motion  carried. 

A motion  was  made  by  Mrs.  Pomeroy  that  supply  money  coming 
in  ear-marked  for  definite  institutions  be  allocated  as  directed  and 
that  coming  in  ear-marked  for  Dulac  Building  Fund  be  transferred 
to  People’s  Community  Building  Fund  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

Motion  lost. 

Meeting  adjourned. 
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WEDNESDAY  MORNING.  OCTOBER  22.  1947 


The  morning  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  opened 
with  a devotional  by  Mrs.  D.  C.  Metcalf  and  the  singing  of  the  hymn, 
“Take  Time  To  Be  Holy”.  The  scripture  was  from  Phillippians  4:4. 
Mrs.  Metcalf  spoke  of  those  in  our  day  living  under  a strain  and  hurry. 
She  said  that  the  machinery  of  life  can  be  so  oiled  by  God  that  it  can 
move  without  friction  and  that  the  power  of  God  must  be  free  to 
move  among  us  and  have  an  unhindered  channel  in  our  lives.  She 
closed  with  prayer. 

There  was  a discussion  as  to  the  selection  of  delegates  for  the 
Jurisdictional  Conference.  A proposed  change  in  the  by-laws  was 
submitted  to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  Committee  for  study. 

Mimeographed  copies  of  the  Report  on  Rural  Work  from  Miss 
Elizabeth  Thompson  were  passed.  Mrs.  Laskey  gave  a resume  of 
Miss  Thompson’s  work  for  the  past  year,  and  stated  that  Miss  Thomp- 
son had  been  invited  to  three  National  Conferences,  among  them  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Woman’s  Division  at  Buck  Hill  Falls,  Pennsyl- 
vania to  present  Rural  Work  in  Louisiana.  Mrs.  Laskey  was  very 
complim.entary  of  work  done  by  Miss  Thompson. 

It  was  moved  by  Mrs.  J.  J.  Davidson  that  Conference  workers  be 
required  to  report  that  they  have  taken  one  day  a week  or  four  ac- 
cumulated days  a month  off  for  i-est.  Motion  carried. 

Mrs.  Laskey  submitted  to  the  Finance  Committee  for  considera- 
tion the  possibility  of  getting  an  additional  Rural  Worker  for  Louisi- 
ana to  assist  Miss  Thompson.  The  funds  for  such  work  to  come  from 
the  increase  in  pledge  for  1948. 

Mrs.  Campbell  was  authorized  to  have  stationery  printed  for  Dis- 
trict Officers. 

Treasurer's  Report: 

Mrs.  Kilpatrick  submitted  a detailed  report  for  the  past  three 
quarters  of  1947.  She  reported  the  amount  of  pledges  received  up  to 
date  to  be  $46,596.58  for  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service. 
The  amount  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  to  be  $4,115.57,  the  sum 
total  being  $50,712.15. 

The  total  for  supplies  for  home  and  fo.reign  for  both  W.  S.  C.  S. 
and  W.  S.  G.— $5,544.73. 

Mrs.  Pomeroy  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  quite  a sum  of 
money  was  paid  out  for  meals  for  both  conference  officers  and  work- 
ers who  failed  to  cancel  reservations  when  they  were  unable  to  at- 
tend. a luncheon  or  dinner. 

Mrs.  Stewart  moved  that  the  hostess  society  at  Louisiana  Confer- 
ence make  reservations  ONLY  for  those  Conference  Officers  and 
Workers  who  made  reservations  and  who  express  their  intention  of 
attending. 

Motion  carried. 

Following  a discussion  as  to  the  advisibility  of  the  use  of  the 
budget  plan,  Mrs.  Campbell  moved  that  it  be  continued.  Motion  car- 
ried. 
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Mrs.  Kilpatrick  recommended  the  solicitation  of  “large  gifts”,  as 
advocated  by  the  Woman’s  Division,  from  individuals  outside  of  so- 
cieties. She  also  explained  the  difference  between  “Educational”  and 
“Scholarship”  grants. 

Mrs.  D.  M.  Campbell  moved  that  the  interest  from  the  Hayes 
Scholarship  be  put  in  the  Division  pool  for  the  education  of  girls. 

Motion  carried. 

Mrs.  P.  D.  Lambert  gave  a report  as  Delegate  to  the  Rural  Life 
Conference  in  Lincoln,  Nebraka.  She  stated  there  is  a need  for  the 
allocation  of  funds  to  help  sustain  the  Rural  Pastors. 


Missionary  Education  and  Service: 

Mrs.  Sam  Dunbar,  the  new  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education 
and  Services,  reported  progress  all  along  the  way,  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  societies  from  230  to  250,  also  an  increase  in  study  classes. 
She  noted  with  satisfaction  the  results  growing  out  of  study  classes, 
attitudes  have  been  changed  and  postive  action  taken  as  an  out 
growth  of  these  study  classes. 

She  stated  the  weakest  point  in  Missionary  Education  to  be  in 
the  lack  of  study  classes  in  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  Also  that 
there  has  been  a decrea.se  in  attendance  at  Seminars  and  a decrease 
in  offering  from  $225.35  last  year  to  $162.45  this  year. 

Discussion  ensued  regarding  manner  of  improving  Seminars,  many 
valuable  suggestions  being  made  to  Mrs.  Dunbar. 

Mrs.  Davidson  suggested  that  Conference  Officers  write  their 
District  Officers  and  designate  which  officers  are  expected  to  attend 
the  Seminars. 

Mrs.  Pomeroy  reported  on  School  of  Missions  at  Houma.  She 
stated  there  were  23  in  attendance  and  reported  a high  type  of  work 
done  throughout  the  school. 

The  following  coiirses  to  be  considered  for  Pastors’  School  for 
1948  were  annouiiced  by  Mrs.  Dunbar: 

“China” 

“The  Bible  and  Human  Rights” 

“Prayer” 

“America’s  Geographical  Frontiers” 

Mrs.  Metcalf  recommended  that  the  Study  and  Action  Commit- 
tee make  the  selection  of  courses. 


Christian  Social  Relations: 

A letter  was  read,  signed  by  Mesdames  Bragg,  Stevens,  Stewart 
and  Reynolds,  concerning  the  work  being  done  by  the  Woman’s  Di- 
vision at  the  Tubercular  Sanitarium  at  Seward,  Alaska,  in  which 
they  stated  that  the  Government  Funds  toward  the  operation  of  this 
institution  had  been  withdrawn,  and  that  the  work  was  seriously 
threatened,  as  there  were  not  sufficient  funds  to  operate  without  the 
Federal  appropriation. 
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Mrs.  Pomeroy  moved  that  a committee  be  appointed  to  go  to  Al- 
exandria for  a personal  interview  with  Senator  Overton  regarding 
this  matter.  Motion  carried. 

Mrs.  Pomeroy  asked  that  each  Local  Woman’s  Society  of  Christ- 
ian Service  secure  a copy  of  the  program  of  the  Louisiana  Moral  and 
Civic  Foundation  so  that  they  would  be  informed  and  ready  to  give 
assistance  when  called  upon. 

She  urged  that  coupons  from  Octagon  products  and  Luzianne 
coffee  be  collected  and  sent  to  Memorial  Mercy  Home.  She  stated 
that  if  20,000  coupons  be  sent  in  by  January  31,  1948,  we  will  help  the 
home  to  get  a bonus  offer. 

Every  Methodist  woman  a registered  voter,  was  urged  by  Mrs. 
Pomeroy. 

The  following  committee  appointments  were  made  by  Mrs. 
Laskey:  Finance:  Mesdames  Kilpatrick,  Tidwell,  Jackson  and  the 

District  Treasurers. 

Organization  and  Promotion:  Mrs.  D.  M.  Campbell,  the  District 
Promotion  Secretaries,  and  the  District  Presidents. 

Constitution  and  By-Laws:  Mesdames  Stewart  and  Pomeroy. 

Conference  Program:  Mesdames  Davidson,  Trice,  Dunbar,  Gold- 
thwait,  Pomeroy,  Ira  Campbell,  Dameron. 

Resolutions:  Mesdames  Sartor  and  Shaffer. 

Meeting  adjourned.  '

of  the  Nakatosh  Hotel  with  the  Emma  Cunningham  Circle  as  hostess. 

Mrs.  Laskey  in  a few  well  chosen  words  expressed  her  thanks  to 
the  circle  for  its  gracious  hospitality.  She  introduced  Mrs.  H.  L.  Barr 
who  presented  a former  Conference  Officer  of  the  Woman’s  Mission- 
ary Society,  Mrs.  Emma  Cunningham,  one  who  has  never  lost  her 
love  for  the  Woman’s  Work  and  continues  to  be  an  inspiration  to  all 
who  know  her. 


WEDNESDAY  AFTERNOON.  OCTOBER  22,  1947 
Status  of  Women:  Mrs.  Ira  Campbell  reporting. 

Mrs.  Campbell  stated  she  was  happy  to  announce  that  Status  of 
Women’s  work  is  growing.  There  have  been  62  Secretaries  elected 
this  year.  She  feels  the  great  need  yet  is  to  stress  the  importance  of 
this  work.  Survey  cards  printed  for  the  use  of  this  office  have  been 
of  much  help  in  the  districts. 

Mrs.  Campbell  requested  that  local  Promotion  Secretaries  help 
in  planning  the  work  of  this  office.  She  placed  emphasis  upon  the 
importance  of  women  recognizing  their  rightful  place  and  referred 
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to  instances  in  the  Bible  where  women  played  an  important  part. 

A letter  was  read  by  Mrs.  Ira  Campbell  which  said  in  part:  “Be- 
cause the  Findings”  from  DePauw  Seminar  on  the  “Status  and  Re- 
sponsibility of  Women  in  the  Church  and  World  Today”  have  such 
valuable  material,  we  recommend: 

1 . That  these  Findings  be  publicized  in  every  way  possible. 

2.  That  they  be  used  for  Circle  study  or  informal  study  and  a 

; sheet  of  suggestions  as  to  how  they  might  be  used  gotten  out. 

3.  That  a copy  of  Findings  be  sent  to  each  delegate  to  General 
Conference  with  a letter  referring  to  certain  sections. 

4.  That  each  Conference  and  District  Officer  study  the  Findings 
and  seek  ways  of  promoting  their  use  as  they  relate  to  her 
work. 

Recommendations  from  Findings  at  DePauw  were  read  by  Mrs. 
Campbell,  who  then  moved  that  these  recommendations  be  accepted. 
Motion  carried. 

Mrs.  Ira  Campbell  moved  that  copies  of  The  Status  of  Women 
Calendar  be  made  available  to  every  society  in  the  Conference.  Mo- 
tion carried. 

She  asked  that  every  effort  be  made  to  have  qualified  women 
elected  to  General  Conference  and  recommended  that  same  Truest 
be  made  to  pastors  in  calling  their  attention  to  No.  172  in  Discipline 
that  states  that  the  President  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Services  be  elected  to  General  Conference. 

Youth  Work: 

Mrs.  Sartor  reported  that  there  has  been  an  increase  in  Metho- 
dist Youth  Fellowships  organized,  an  increase  in  the  number  of  World 
friendship  Commissions,  an  increase  in  giving  to  the  Methodist 
Youh  Fund,  also  an  increase  in  attendance  in  Leadership  School  and 
camps  held  for  Young  people. 

There  are  33  Joint  Committees  functioning. 

Mrs.  Dameron  called  attention  to  the  wide  variety  of  material 
available  for  use  in  local  churches,  but  stated  in  many  instances  the 
churches  have  not  taken  advantage  of  this  source  of  valuable  in- 
formation. 

The  meeting  adjourned.

After  an  apprizing  supper  the  committee  reassembled  for  the 
evening  session.  The  following  reports  were  given: 


Student  Work: 


. Mrs.  Trice  reported  on  LSU.  She  passed  copies  of  Student  Sec- 
retaries Calendar  of  Activities  and  stated  that  student  work  is  grow- 
ing in  the  Louisiana  Conference  and  mentioned  the  fine  work  done 
rough  local  secretaries  adjacent  to  the  various  campuses.  She 
sressed  the  importance  of  selecting  the  right  woman  for  the  office 
of  Secretary  of  Student  Work  in  churches. 

Mrs.  Trice  urged  the  pushing  of  the  $5  plan  more  than  ever.  She 
^played  a pamphlet  explaining  the  plan  and  urged  cooperation, 
i f money  can  be  sent  by  churches  through  their  budgets  or  as  pro- 
jects through  the  W.  S.  C.  S.,  but  not  counted  on  pledge  or  supplies. 

j Trice  mentioned  the  very  fine  work  being  done  in  the  Stu- 

dent  Centers  of  Louisiana,  that  of  Rev.  Eddie  Brock,  new  Director  of 
Student  Work  at  Southeastern  College  in  Hammond,  Louisiana: 
Pearlye  Maye  Kelly,  Lafayette;  Lucille  Pierce,  Northwestern  and  Rev. 
Norman  Preston,  Louisiana  Tech. 


Recommendations  have  come  from  headquarters  that  courses  be 
taught  in  Pastors  School  for  the  training  of  workers  with  young  peo- 
ple.  Mrs.  Trice  recommends  that  as  courses  are  taught  in  church 
schools,  they  be  selected  so  that  they  will  benefit  the  seniors  in  pre- 
paring  them  for  college.  ^ 

She  recommended  that  the  use  of  the  Periodical  “Motive”  would 
be  of  much  help  to  students. 

Mrs.  Trice  stated  that  Methodist  women  should  be  informed  of 
what  is  being  done  through  religious  training  at  the  Student  Centers. 


Louisiana  Tech: 

Mrs.  Manning  reported  750  Methodist  students  on  the  campus. 
There  were  three  students  from  Tech  to  go  on  Caravans,  five  who 
went  to  Junaluska.  Methodists  are  planning  a Religious  Emphasis 
Week  having  six  outstanding  speakers  and  work  as  a whole  is  pro- 
gressing. ^

has  gone  out  to  the  different  churches  in  the  District  with  teams  of 
ner  students  putting  on  evening  programs. 

Miss  Kelly  is  organizing  a Wesley  Foundation  at  Southeastern  in 
xiammond. 
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Literature  emd  Publications: 

Mrs.  J.  J.  Daviason  aisplayed  an  attractive  Handbook  for  Secre- 
taries of  Literature  and  Publications  that  she  had  edited.  A number 
of  ways  to  improve  the  work  was  suggested. 

There  are  21%  of  the  officers  who  subscribe  to  “The  Methodist 
Woman”. 

Mrs.  Davidson  reported  that  she  attended  Mt.  Sequoyah  School 
of  Missions  and  four  District  Seminars. 

Supplies: 

Mrs.  Lee  Tidwell  reporting  copies  of  the  “Supply-o-Gram”  which 
is  edited  by  the  Wom.an’s  Division  were  passed  arotmd. 

There  were  also  copies  distributed  to  each  officer  of  suggested 
articles  for  “Gift  Packages”  for  Ewha  Woman’s  College,  Sinchow, 
Seoul,  Korea — total  cash  for  home  supplies  for  the  three  quarters  is 
$6,620.61;  for  foreign  supplies  $3,027.27;  total  for  Home  and  Foreign 
Supplies  $9,647.88. 

Mrs.  Tidwell  suggests  a sacrificial  meal  or  a thank  offering  on 
Harvest  Day  for  Foreign  Supplies  for  the  4th  quarter. 

Mrs.  Laskey  asked  that  we  go  back  to  our  societies  and  urge  the 
women  to  contribute  to  foreign  supplies,  a much  neglected  area  of 
our  work. 

It  was  suggested  by  Mrs.  Metcalf  that  in  setting  up  the  local  bud- 
gets in  each  society  that  Foreign  Supplies  be  included. 

Mrs.  Tidwell  asked  that  news  be  sent  her  by  letter  or  leaflet  from 
the  institutions  twice  a year.  Information  concerning  the  institu- 
tions could  then  be  sent  to  all  local  societies. 

Mrs.  Campbell  asked  that  the  Visitation  Officers  instruct  the  lo- 
cal Supply  Secretaries  as  to  the  correct  designation  of  cash  supplies 
and  cash  valuation  of  boxes. 

Mrs.  Kilpatrick  suggested  a change  be  made  in  the  Standing  Rule 
No.  4 regarding  the  committee  to  visit  institutions.  She  moved  that 
a committee  consisting  of  the  District  President  and  Treasurer,  and 
Secretaries  of  Supplies  and  Promotion,  be  formed  in  Districts  where 
institutions  are  located. 

Mrs.  Dameron  gave  an  interesting  report  of  the  Jurisdictional 
mid-year  Executive  meeting  held  in  MacDonell  School  in  Houma  and 
was  very  complimentary  of  the  fine  work  being  done  at  MacDonell 
and  Dulac  Schools.  She  stated  that  MacDonell  School  will  be  one  of 
the  projects  of  the  Methodist  Youth  Fund  next  year. 


Wesleyan  Service  Guild:  Mrs.  Laskey  reporting  in  the  absence  of 
Miss  Lawson. 

Mrs.  Laskey  mentioned  that  one-third  of  all  Methodist  women 
are  employed  and  that  very  few  are  members  of  the  Guild.  It  was 
request^  that  the  President  of  each  Society  appoint  a committee  to 
work  with  the  Guilds  in  the  organization  of  new  units  and  in  increas- 
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ing  the  membership.  There  is  to  be  a state-wide  meeting  to  be  held 
in  Alexandria  for  the  planning  of  the  triple  membership  drive,  with 
the  theme  of  the  meeting  “Go  Forth”. 

She  stated  that  Miss  Lawson  attended  the  Seminar  at  DePauw 
and  that  Miss  Vera  Winfree  was  sent  as  a representative  of  the  Guild 
to  Mt.  Sequoyah. 

The  resignation  of  Mrs.  David  Tarver,  Secretary  of  Missionary 
Personnel  was  read  and  accepted  with  regret.  The  following  names 
were  presented  by  Mrs.  Metcalf  to  fill  this  office:  Mrs.  J.  B.  Entrikin 
of  Shreveport  and  Mrs.  George  Thomas  of  Lafayette.  Ballots  were 
distributed  and  a vote  taken. 

The  School  of  Missions  at  Mt.  Sequoyah  was  discussed.  Subsidies 
will  be  given  for  the  following  officers:  Secretary  of  Christian  So- 
cial Relations,  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Secretary  of 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  by  Woman’s  Division;  Recording  Secretary 
and  Secretary  of  Youth  Work  by  the  Jurisdiction. 

It  was  suggested  by  Mrs.  Dameron  that  the  alternates  be  District 
officers  following  the  same  line  of  work. 

The  tellers  reported  the  election  of  Mrs.  Thomas  and  Mrs.  David- 
son v'as  asked  to  inform  her  of  her  election. 

Recommendations  of  Organization  and  Promotion  Committee 
were  read,  discussed  and  adopted. 

1.  That  immediately  following  the  election  of  local  officers,  the 
visitation  program  be  started  so  that  it  might  be  completed  as  soon 
as  possible,  not  later  than  February,  and  that  every  society  be  visited 
by  one  or  more  District  or  Conference  officers. 

2.  That,  in  an  effort  to  enlist  every  church  woman  in  the  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service,  as  many  churches  as  possible  have  some 
type  of  social  meeting,  and  use  “The  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service  at  Work”,  the  Kodachrome  slides. 

3.  That  special  effort  be  made  by  the  Local  Promotion  Secretaries 
to  keep  before  the  Societies  the  Goals  in  an  attractive  manner. 

4.  There  are  only  12  unorganized  charges  in  the  Louisiana  Con- 
ference, so  we  are  urging  that  where  possible,  an  earnest  effort  be 
made  to  have  a 100%  organization.  An  established  society  near  each 
of  these  unorganized  charges  to  assume  the  role  of  “Big  Sister”  and 
help  them  along  the  way  to  self-support. 

5.  That  every  effort  be  made  to  help  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 
reach  their  goal  of  tripling  its  number  of  units  in  1948. 

6.  Since  so  many  groups  are  finding  so  helpful  the  “Officers’ 
Letter  File”,  Calendar  of  Activity,  Program  Calendar  of  1948,  and 
Goal  Chart,  we  feel  that  each  Society  be  asked  to  use  all  of  them. 

7.  That  each  member  cooperate  in  every  way  possible  to  the  last 
phase  in  the  Crusade  for  Christ. 

8.  That  we  raise  the  amount  paid  the  District  Promotion  Secretary 
to  $10  per  quarter  and  that  this  addiional  amount  to  be  made  up  from 
District  Cultivation  Fund.  This  recommendation  to  take  effect  im- 
mediately. . 
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Recommendations  of  the  Finance  Committee  were  read,  dis- 
cussed and  adopted. 

1.  That  we  provide  free  copies  of  the  “Report  of  the  Annual 
Meeting”  to  all  District  Officers,  Conference  Officers,  Workers  within 
the  Conference,  Louisiana  Workers  outside  the  Conference,  exchange 
Conferences,  Jurisdiction  Officers  residing  within  the  Conference, 
each  local  Society  and  Guild  President  and  each  Guild  District  Se- 
cretary, a total  of  approximately  550  copies.  At  Annual  conference 
and  at  each  District  meeting,  orders  shall  be  taken  for  addiftional 
coppies  for  local  officers  and  others  desiring  copies,  at  the  rate  of 
35  cents  per  copy,  the  additional  cost  to  be  paid  from  Conference 
cultivation  fund.  A minimum  of  1,000  copies  are  to  be  printed. 

2.  That  we  ask  for  another  rural  worker,  increasing  our  pledge 
the  amount  of  her  salary. 

3.  That  we  send  Mrs.  Laskey  to  Buck  Hill  Falls,  using  the  profit 
from  the  sale  of  the  Conference  automobile  to  pay  her  expehses. 

4.  That  we  make  the  Conference  Pledge  to  the  Division  $48,000, 
an  increase  of  $1,500,  and  the  District  pledges  to  Conference  be 
£53,233.50,  increasing  each  district’s  pledge  $210,  except  Shreveport 
District,  which  shall  be  increased  $240. 

5.  That  beginnilng  with  1948  we  place  half  of  the  W.  S.  G.  cul- 

tivation money  at  the  disposal  of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee 
for  Conference  and  District  Guild  Cultivation,  to  be  apportioned  by 
the  Conference  Guild  Committee.  ^ 

6.  That  the  money  left  over  from  Honorary  Memberships  be  sent 
to  the  Division,  to  apply  on  the  pledge  for  1947. 

7.  That  we  accept  the  plan  for  prorating  Travel  Expense  to 
Treasurer’s  meeting  on  a membership  and  average  cost  basis. 

8.  That  a committee  be  appointed  to  work  out  a budget  for  Con- 
ference Expense  for  1948. 

9.  That  we  urge  Societies  to  include  in  the  budgets  for  1948  an 
amount  for  the  building  fund  for  Peoples  Community  Center,  over 
and  above  their  regular  supply  giving,  and  that  this  pro.iect  be  pre- 
sented to  the  local  societies  through  the  officers  visitation  day. 

10.  That  we  include  the  rural  Deaconess  on  our  supply  list  for 
1948,  and  that  during  the  4th  quarter  of  1947  this  information  be 
channelled  through  the  District  Promotion  Secretary  and  the  Dis- 
trict Secretary  of  Supplies  to  the  local  societies,  so  that  an  amount 
might  be  included  in  the  local  budget  for  1948. 

Mrs.  Pomeroy  disked  that  Article  IV,  Sec.  2,  Page  91  which  has 
to  do  with  the  amount  of  money  allowed  Conference  Officers  for  ex- 
pense be  referred  to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  Committee  for 
change. 

A committee  consisting  of  Mesdames  D,  M.  Campbell,  P.  D.  Lam- 
bert, J.  J.  Davidson  was  appointee  to  study  the  matter  and  make  re- 
commendation as  to  the  amount  necessary  to  the  Constitution  and 
By-Laws  Committee. 

Mrs.  Davidson  reported  that  Mrs.  Thomas  was  unable  to  accept 
the  office  of  Secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel  and  the  names  of  the 
following  were  submitted  to  be  voted  upon;  Mesdames  C.  I.  Jones, 
New  Orleans;  Entrikin  of  Shreveport;  Aycock,  Ruston;  and  Mrs.  Cay- 
ard  of  New  Orleans.  Ballots  were  distributed  and  a vote  taken  and 
the  tellers  retired  to  count  the  vote. 
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The  tellers  reported  the  election  of  Mrs.  C.  1.  Jones  of  New  Or- 
leans. 

Mrs.  Metcalf  recommended  that  if  Mrs.  Jones  does  not  accept 
the  office  as  Secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel  that  the  Administra- 
tive Committee  fill  the  vacancy. 

Recommendations  of  the  Planning  Committee  for  the  Confer- 
ence Program  were  read,  discussed  and  adopted:

World”.  Speaker  to  be:  (1)  Madame  Pandit  of  India;  (2)  Mrs. 

Roosevelt;  (3)  Miss  Josephine  Schain;  (4)  Miss  Bettis  Brit- 

tingham. 

(b)  A Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Dinner. 

5.  That  the  theme  of  the  Christian  Social  Relations  Hour  be:  “The 
Church  Bidding  for  the  Heart  of  the  Community”,  using  a Panel  of 
Representatives  from  various  community  agencies  and  organizations, 
showing  how  the  Woman’s  Society  can  work  in  the  community. 

6.  That  the  Wednesday  Luncheon  be  a Fellowship  Luncheon  with 
no  special  theme. 

7.  That  the  theme  of  the  Wednesday  evening  program  be:  “The 
Heart  of  the  World  and  the  Church  of  Tomorrow”.  Possible  speakers: 
(1)  Walter  Judd,  Congressman  from  Minnesota;  (2)  Dr.  R.  Mott;  (3) 
Bishop  Oxnam;  (4)  E.  Stanley  Jones;  (5)  Dr.  Paul  Quillian;  (6)  Dr. 
Wm.  Wallace;  (7)  Dr.  Richard  Rains. 

8.  We  recommend  that: 

(a)  The  New  Orleans  Society  furnish  meals  as  follows: 
Luncheon  on  Wednesday;  Dinner  on  Tuesday;  others  to  be  eaten 
elsewhere. 

(b)  Officers  will  have  mimeographed  reports  and  recommen- 
dations ready  before  conference. 

(c)  Instead  of  Planning  Conferences  on  the  opening  day  the 
time  will  be  used  for  presenting  Conference  Officers  and  promiting 
the  work  of  each  officer. 

Mrs.  D.  M.  Campbell  closed  the  evening’s  meeting  with  prayer.

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MINUTES  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  MEETING 
held  during  Annual  Conference 
Shreveport,  Louisiana 
March  16,  17,  & 18.  1948 

Monday  Afternoon,  March  15 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service  met  at  the  First  Methodist  Church  in 
Shreveport,  Louisiana  at  4:30  P.  M.,  Monday,  March  15th,  v ith  the 
President,  Mrs.  Glenn  Laskey,  presiding. 

Mrs.  Laskey  graciously  welcomed  those  present  and  expressed 
pleasure  in  having  Mrs.  C.  I.  Jones,  the  new  Secretary  of  Missionary 
Personnel,  and  Mrs.  J.  W.  Patrick  of  Lake  Providence,  Louisiana, 
Promotion  Secretary  of  the  Monroe  District,  present. 

Mrs.  G.  W.  Pomeroy  led  the  meditation.  She  prepared  and  warm- 
ed our  hearts  using  for  her  theme,  “We  Woul^  See  Jesus”.  Mrs. 
David  Tarver  expressed  this  thought  very  beautifully  in  singing  the 
hymn,  “We  Would  See  Jesus”. 

Mrs.  Pomeroy  pictured  those  gathered  aroimd  the  tomb  on  the 
resurrection  morning  looking  for  their  Master  and  of  how  He  made 
Himself  known  to  them,  of  His  Ascension,  leaving  with  them  His 
blessings  and  peace.

Missionary  Education  and  Service,  Spiritual  Life  Cultivat^n,  Status 
of  Women  and  Missionary  Personnel  be  allowed  $12.50.  The  Promo- 
tion Secretary’s  remain  $12.50,  the  Treasurer  and  Secretary  of  Sup- 
plies $12.50  and  that  the  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publication  be 
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$15.00.  Postage  shall  be  allowed  all  Chairmen  of  Conference  Com- 
mittees and  $300  be  alloted  to  the  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Rela- 
tions. 

Mrs.  Campbell  stated  that  Mrs.  W.  B.  Landrum  will  be  itinerated 
for  the  district  meetings  and  seminars  for  1949. 

More  use  of  the  kodachrome  lectures  and  slides  by  the  districts 
was  urged  by  Mrs.  Campbell.

Mrs.  Campbell  stated  that  all  local  socities  were  in  favor  of  paying 
for  their  copies  of  the  Annual  Minutes. 

Missionary  Education  and  Service: 

Mrs.  Sam  Dunbar  reporting — copies  relating  to  the  Pastors’  School 
were  passed  about.  The  dates  for  the  school  to  be  held  from  August 
30th  through  September  3rd  at  Centenary  College  in  Shreveport. 

Topics  to  be  studied  are:

Dameron. 

(2)  The  Bible  and  Human  Rights,  taught  by  Mrs.  Howard  Car- 
ter. 

Workshops  on  the  different  lines  of  work  to  be  held  each  after- 
noon. The  total  cost  to  attend  will  be  $7.00  ($2.00  registration  and 
$5.00  meals). 

The  platform  speakers  to  be:  Dr.  G.  Ray  Jordan,  Professor  of  the

The  Executive  Committee  was  invited  by  Mrs.  E.  E.  Stewart  to 
the  dining  room  where  springtime  was  reflected  in  the  flowers  center- 
ing the  individual  tables  and  where  congenial  groups  sat  around. 

The  invocation  was  given  by  Mrs.  Ledbetter. 

Mrs.  A.  H.  Wilcox,  President  of  the  Shreveport  District,  introduc- 
ed the  officers  of  her  district  who  were  the  hostesses  for  the  evening’s 
dinner.

Following  the  dinner  business  was  resumed  in  the  Church  parlor. 

Report  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild: 

Mrs.  Laskey  presented  the  report  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 
in  the  absence  of  Miss  Grace  Lawson. 

Miss  Lawson  reported  having  held  the  first  Guild  weekend  meet- 
ing in  Aleandria  with  Mrs.  George  Dismukes,  Jurisdiction  Guild 
Secretary,  as  the  principal  speaker. 

At  the  fall  expansion  rally  held  in  Alexandria  the  principal 
speakers  were:  Mrs.  Glenn  Laskey,  Dr.  Joe  Mickle,  and  Rev.  Guy 
Hicks. 

The  second  annual  Guild  weekend  meeting  will  be  held  at  Camp 
Brewer  on  July  17-18,  with  Mrs.  Kilpatrick  and  Miss  Norris  as 
speakers. 

Mrs.  Ledbetter  reported  that  the  Woman’s  Division  has  appro- 
priated $1,000  per  month  for  nine  months  for  Guild  Cultivation. 

Report  on  Student  Work: 

Mrs.  W.  E.  Trice  stated  there  was  definitely  a more  constructive 
work  being  done  in  this  field  and  intestest  was  productive.  She 
stated  also  that  the  Methodist  Student  Movement  was  becoming 
more  aware  of  the  W.  S.  C.  S.  interest  in  them.  This  was  attributed 
to  the  personal  contact  of  the  student  secretaries  and  Mrs.  Trice  with 
the  students.  Mrs.  Trice  hopes  to  cultivate  group  meetings  over  the 
state  and  asked  each  secretary  to  bring  these  groups  together. 

It  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Pollard,  and  seconded,  that  Mrs.  Trice  be 
sent  to  the  Regional  Student  Conference  in  Norman,  Oklahoma,  and 
if  she  is  unable  to  attend  that  she  select  her  alternate  from  the 
student  secretaries.  Motion  carried. 

Children's  Work: 

Mrs.  W.  A.  Barnwell  reporting. 

Mrs.  Laskey  paid  tribute  to  Mrs.  Barnwell  for  the  fine  work  she 
has  done  as  secretary  of  Children’s  Work.  Mrs.  Barnwell,  in  turn, 
expressed  her  regret  in  finding  in  necessary  to  resign  her  office. 

Mrs.  Barnwell  stressed  Church  School  attendance  and  the  sharing 
of  letters  of  children  with  those  of  other  countries. 

Christian  Social  Relations: 

Mrs.  Pomeroy  presented  the  Financial  Report  of  Christian  Social 
Relations  (see  report  and  recommendations  of  C.  S.  R.  and  L.  C.  A.). 

Attention  was  called  to  Senate  Bill  2242  in  regards  to  displaced 
persons,  which  limits  the  number  of  persons  coming  into  the  U.  S.  to 
50,000.  Members  of  the  Executive  Committee  were  asked  to  write 
Senators  EUender  and  Overton  requesting  that  this  be  changed  to 
include  100,000  displaced  persons. 

It  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Pomeroy,  and  seconded,  that  the  Louisiana 
Conference  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  go  on  record  as 
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approving  the  raising  of  the  present  bill  from  50,000  displaced  persons 
to  100,000.  Motion  carried. 

Mrs.  Pomeroy  also  requested  that  in  relation  to  the  Civil  Service 
in  Louisiana  that  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  contact  their 
legislators  and  inform  them  that  the  Louisiana  Conference  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service  go  on  record  as  favoring  the  retention  of 
Civil  Service  in  Louisiana. 

She  mentioned  President  Truman’s  program  on  Civil  Rights.  She 
requested  that  this  be  studied. 

Mrs.  Pomeroy  stated  that  Mrs.  I.  E.  Lobrano  had  met  with  the 
Legislative  Council  concerning  juvenile  matters.  Mrs.  Pomeroy’ 
nominated  as  delegates  to  the  Legislative  Council  Mrs.  I.  E.  Lobrano, 
Mrs.  Harvey  Hall  and  the  new  Conference  Secretary  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  to  be  elected. 

Alternates  named  were  Mrs.  Laskey  and  Mrs.  Fairchild. 

Mrs.  Laskey  stated  that  Mrs.  McSween  had  interviewed  Senator 
Overton  in  regards  to  the  legislation  for  hospital  work  in  Seward, 
Alaska. 

Literature  and  Publications: 

Mrs.  J.  J.  Davidson,  Jr.,  reported  an  increase  of  61%  of  societies 
in  the  use  of  the  annual  report  and  those  participating  in  Children’s 
Work. 

She  stated  that  the  best  piece  of  work  done  was  the  editijng  of 
the  Literature  and  Publications  Handbook. 

The  cost  of  sample  literature  sent  to  each  district  secretary  a- 
mounted  to  $53.62. 

Mrs.  Davidson  moved,  and  it  was  seconded,  that  the  Conference 
pay  for  the  sample  literature  to  be  sent  to  the  District  Secretaries 
of  Literature  and  Publications. 

Motion  carried. 

A motion  was  made  by  Mrs.  Davidson,  and  it  was  seconded,  that 
after  district  secretaries  have  read  and  studied  the  literature  that  it 
be  sent  to  local  secretaries  in  he  same  lines  of  work.  Motion  carried. 

Youth  Work: 

Mrs.  E.  A.  Sartor  reporting. 

Mrs.  Sartor  announced  the  discontinuation  of  the  Joint  Commit- 
tee. 

It  was  suggested  by  Mrs.  Sartor  that  the  Secretary  of  Youth 
Work  be  nominated  by  the  youth  group  and  confirmed  by  the  youth 
council  after  election. 

Mrs.  Sartor  also  recommendedL  that  at  Pastors’  School  some  time 
be  used  for  ttie  cultivation  of  youth  work. 

She  stated  that  youth  work  is  progressing;  the  high  points  in 
youth  work  for  the  year  were  youth  night  held  in  Lake  Charles  and 
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the  National  Youth  Meeting  in  Cleveland. 

A new  name  has  been  given  to  “Girls’  Interest  Groups”  which 
is  “World  Friendship  Group”.  The  young  people  have  been  in- 
cluded in  41  schools  of  missions.  She  stated  that  there  had  been  an 
increase  in  the  Methodist  Youth  Fund. 

Status  of  Women: 

Mrs.  Ira  Campbell. 

Mrs.  Ford  E.  Stinson,  new  District  Secretary  of  Status  of  Women 
in  the  Shreveport  District,  was  introduced  by  Mrs.  Campbell. 

Mrs.  Campbell  urged  women  to  assume  offices  of  leadership. 
She  also  advocated  visitation.  Mrs.  Campbell  mentioned  the  fact 
that  there  are  too  few  Status  of  Women  Secretaries  elected. 

The  Guild  has  requested  that  the  Status  of  Women  compile  a 
list  of  young  employed  women  available  for  membership  in  the  Guild. 

Secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel: 

Mrs.  C.  I.  Jones  reporting. 

Mrs.  Laskey  welcomed  Mrs.  C.  I.  Jones  as  the  new  Secretary  of 
Missionary  Personnel  in  the  Conference. 

Mrs.  Jones  stated  that  in  her  office  there  is  a challenge  to  con- 
tact young  people  for  Missionary  work  and  that  the  Methodist  Board 
of  Missions  is  offering  to  young  people  valuable  opportunities  to 
prepare  them  for  this  service. 


Spiritual  Life: 

Mrs.  Clarence  Shaffer. 

Mrs.  Shaffer  reported  258  Societies  with  217  local  secretaries  of 
Spiritual  Life  but  only  116  active. 

Emphasis  this  year  will  be  on  personal  prayer  life  and  small 
prayer  groups. 

Mrs.  Shaffer  expressed  appreciation  for  the  privilege  of  serving 
as  Spiritual  Life  Secretary  and  regretted  that  her  time  in  office  had 
expired. 

Secretary  of  Supplies: 

Mrs.  Lee  Tidwell. 

Mrs.  Tidwell  mentioned  her  joy  in  servdng  in  the  capacity  of 
Secretary  of  Supplies.  She  reported  on  Iiaving  visited  the  institutions 
and  also  the  meeting  of  the  Conference  Workers  and  found  the  quality 
of  the  work  done  splendid.  Special  commendation  was  given  to 
People’s  Community  Center  and  Sager-Brown  School. 

A new  institution  was  reported  by  Mrs.  Tidwell  as  having  been 
added  to  the  Louisiana  Conference  Institutions  which  is  “Mothers’ 
Jewels  Home”,  York,  Nebraska.  A list  of  Louisiana  supply  askings 
was  read. 
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Louisiana  has  8 Institutions;  two  have  been  allocated  to  every 
district  for  each  quarter  of  the  year. 

A motion  was  made  by  Mrs.  Tidwell,  and  seconded,  that  as  the 
money  comes  in  ear-marked  for  the  car  to  be  bought  for  Mac  Donell 
School  that  this  money  be  held  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  instead 
of  sent  to  the  Division.  Motion  carried. 

Sacrificial  Meal  Services  were  urged  to  be  held  in  local  societies 
for  the  needs  of  the  world.  This  money  to  be  ear-marked  for  home 
and  foreign  supplies  and  the  amount  to  be  designated  for  each. 

A motion  was  offered  by  Mrs.  Tidwell,  and  seconded,  that  dis- 
trict meetings  be  used  to  promote  sacrificial  giving  in  the  form  of  a 
sacrificial  meal  in  local  societies.  Motion  carried. 

A motion  was  made  by  Mrs.  Tidwell,  and  seconded,  that  the 
Love  Offering  from  Conference  be  designated  for  foreign  supplies. 
Motion  carried. 

A letter  was  read  by  the  secretary  from  Rev.  and  Mrs.  G.  W. 
Carter  of  People’s  Community  Center  expressing  their  thanks  to  the 
Conference  Executive  Committee  for  the  request  to  the  Division  that 
People’s  Community  Center  be  included  in  t^  Week  of  Prayer  Offer- 
ing. She  also  thanked  them  for  toys  sent  them. 

Mrs.  Tidwell  suggested  that  local  societies  and  individuals  be 
given  an  opportunity  to  furnish  a room  in  Business  Girls’  Inn  and 
that  a copper  plate  be  placed  on  the  door  bearing  the  name  of  the 
donor. 

Mrs.  Dunbar  presented  the  following  recommendations  from  the 
Study  and  Action  Committee  and  moved  their  adoption: 

We  recommend  that  at  Pastors’  School  we  hold  four  departmental 
conferences  with  four  conference  officers  conducting  them.  That  the 
Conference  W.  S.  C.  S.  defray  expenses  of  same. 

That  each  district  be  asked  to  send  four  district  officers  and  pay 
expenses  of  same  with  a subsidy  from  the  conference  of  $15,  if  neces- 
sary, to  each  of  the  four  southern-most  districts  to  help  with  travel 
expenses. 

The  Conference  Executive  Committe  shall  designate  which  offi- 
cers shall  hold  Departmental  Conferences  and  the  districts  are  to 
send  corresponding  district  officers. 

In  the  event  that  the  designated  district  officers  cannot  attend, 
the  District  Executive  Committee  shall  choose  the  alternate.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  CONFERENCE  SESSIONS 
of  the 

Eighth  Annual  Meeting 
of  the 

WOMAN'S  SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 
Shreveport,  Louisiana 
March  16,  17,  18.  1948 

The  eighth  annual  meeting  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service  convened  in  the  First  Methodist  Church,  Shreveport,  Louis- 
iana, at  11:00  A.  M.  Tuesday,  March  16,  1948. 

An  inspiring  Retreat,  conducted  by  Bishop  Costen  J.  Harrell,  of 
Birmingham,  opened  the  first  session  of  the  Conference  with  the 
theme  of  the  Conference  being  “Bidding  for  the  Heart  of  the  World”. 
Bishop  Harrell  used  for  his  theme  in  conducting  the  Retreat  “Give 
Me  Thine  Heart”. 

Quiet  music  preceded  the  worship  service,  followed  with 
the  hymn  “Take  Time  to  be  Holy”. 

Bishop  Harrell  compared  a Retreat  with  the  custom  of  Jesus 
in  going  apart  at  different  times  with  his  disciples  to  draw  close  to 
God  in  order  that  He  could  speak  to  them.  Bishop  Harrell  divided 
the  Retreat  into  three  main  parts:  (1)  The  Yearning  Love  of  God; 
(2)  Searching  Our  Hearts;  (3)  Our  Venture  with  God.  He  reminded 
those  present  that  each  should  approach  the  yearning  love  of  God 
with  the  humility  of  the  poor  woman  who  touched  the  hem  of  His 
garment,  that  His  hands  are  ALWAYS  stretched  out  to  the  world  and 
that  He  came  to  seek  and  to  save  that  which  was  lost. 

In  searching  our  own  hearts  (1)  one  must  search  his  past — does 
anything  in  the  past  stand  between  me  and  the  yearning  love  of  God? 
(2)  What  are  one’s  unchristian  practices  and  attitude?  (3)  One’s  re- 
servations? Are  my  richest  and  sweetest  treasures  dedicated  to  Him? 
Bishop  Harrell  said  in  part,  “The  higher  one  advances  in  Christian 
living,  the  more  he  discovers  the  sins  in  his  own  life  that  he  did  not 
see  before.  The  higher  we  rise,  the  deeper  we  see.” 

He  closed  with  the  thought  that  if  one  has  a deep  and  overwhelm- 
ing sense  of  God’s  love,  and  if  he  yields  and  dedicates  his  recreant 
heart  to  Him,  he  is  ready  for  the  work  to  which  He  calls  him  and 
to  which  He  sends  him. 

The  congregation  joined  in  the  singing  of  the  hymn  “Jesus  Shall 
Reign”. 

Bishop  Harrell  pronounced  the  benediction.

Mrs.  J.  J.  Davidson,  Jr.,  presented  the  highlights  of  the  program 
for  the  coming  sessions.

Mrs.  E.  N.  Jackson,  Recording  Secretary,  read  the  recommenda- 
tions and  highlights  of  the  mid-year  executive  meeting  in  Natchito- 
ches, Louisiana,  also  the  recommendations  from  the  executive  meeting 
preceeding  conference. 

Mrs.  Campbell  announced  for  Mrs.  Laskey  there  would  be  an 
executive  meeting  after  the  evening’s  program. 

Conference  Officers’  Hour  was  given  over  to  a panel  discussion 
by  the  Conference  Officers  with  Mrs.  Ira  Campbell  presiding.

Mrs.  Sartor,  Secretary  of  Youth  Work,  bid  the  vitality  and  enthu- 
siasm of  youth  around  the  world  to  be  directed  in  the  right  channels.

She  stated  that  the  April  program 
would  be  on  rural  life. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Thompson  also  presented  Rural  Work,  stating 
that  Christian  World  Order  will  not  begin  in  large  groups  but  in 
the  hearts  of  individuals. 

A panel  discussion  on  “Bidding  for  the  Heart  of  the  Community” 
was  directed  by  Mrs.  Pomeroy.  She  introduced  the  following  who 
took  part  on  the  program:  Miss  Marion  Taylor  from  the  Parish 
Library  in  Minden  and  also  representing  the  State  Library;  Miss 
Thompson  represented  the  farm  bureau  of  Louisiana  designed  for 
the  benefit  of  the  farmers  over  the  state;  Miss  Agnes  Brice,  Senior 
Supervisor  of  Department  of  Public  Welfare;  Mrs.  Frances  Lauter, 
Visiting  Teacher  in  the  Caddo  Parish  Schools;  and  Dr.  W.  J.  Sandidge, 
Director  of  Caddo  Health  Unit. 

Miss  Taylor  requested  that  Methodist  women  support  the  tax 
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levied  for  the  maintenance  of  libraries.  She  stated  that  the  Feder- 
ated Clubs  of  Louisiana  are  presenting  a resolution  to  the  Legislature 
for  a building  in  Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana,  for  a state  library. 

Miss  Thompson,  representing  the  farm  bureau,  stated  that  the 
Woman’s  Society  can  cooperate  with  the  farm  bureau  in  that  it  can 
be  a source  of  leadership,  and  help  to  supply  this  type  of  leadership 
through  Christian  Social  Relations  and  other  agencies. 

Miss  Agnes  Brice,  Senior  Supervisor  of  Public  Welfare,  stated 
that  assistance  is  given  to  all  people  who  meet  the  requirements, 
regardless  of  race  or  color. 

The  service  for  children  includes  placement  of  children  in 
foster  homes  and  the  adoption  of  children. 

The  W.  S.  C.  S.  can  cooperate  with  the  Department  of  Public 
Welfare  in  helping  to  provide  dentures,  artificial  limbs,  eye  glasses. 
She  requested  that  women  go  out  and  find  foster  homes  for  the 
underprivileged  children  and  that  women  form  study  groups  to  study 
laws  and  the  program  of  the  public  welfare  and  also  to  work  for 
a good  legislature  program. 

Mrs.  Fannie  Lauter  was  presented  as  a visiting  teacher  in  the 
Caddo  Parish  Schools.  Her  duty  is  to  enforce  the  law  regarding 
the  attendance  of  children  in  school. 

Dr.  W.  J.  Sandidge,  Director  of  the  Caddo  Health  Unit,  explained 
that  the  unit  was  a group  of  trained  public  workers,  such  as  gra- 
duate nurses,  to  work  in  the  public  health  department.  This  unit 
controls  contagious  community  disesases  such  as  tubercular  and 
venereal  diseases. 

Mrs.  Pomeroy  requested  that  all  people  be  informed  and  educat- 
ed concerning  the  health  program  and  all  these  other  agencies  under 
the  welfare  program. 

She  stated  that  she  had  received  a report  from  the  Juvenile 
Commission  on  the  Legislative  Council  which  is  making  specific 
recommendations  for  juvenile  problems. 

'The  report  of  the  Distributing  Tellers  was  given  and  the 
following  officers  were  elected:  Mrs.  S.  J.  Fairchild,  Vice-President; 
Mrs.  D.  M.  Campbell,  Promotion  Secretary;  Mrs.  C.  F.  Goldthwait, 
Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations;  Mrs.  Glen  Nordyke,  Se- 
cretary of  Literature  and  Publications;  Mrs.  A.  M.  Freeman,  Secre- 
tary of  Children’s  Work  and  Mrs.  Guy  Hicks,  Secretary  of  Spiritual 
Life. 

Mrs.  J.  B.  Pollard  was  in  charge  of  the  courtesies  and  graciously 
presented  a large  group  of  past  officers,  distinguished  visitors,  jur- 
isdictional officers,  and  visiting  ministers  and  their  wives  as  they 
stood  about  the  chacel. 

The  “Quiet  Hour’’  followed,  directed  by  Bishop  Harrell,  using 
for  his  theme  “I  Am  The  Door’’. 

The  hymn  “Above  the  Hills  of  Time  the  Cross  Is  Gleaming” 
was  sung  by  the  congregation.  A beautiful  solo,  “I’ve  Found  a 
Friend,  O Such  a Friend”,  was  sung  by  Mrs.  William  BracMord. 

Bishop  Harrell  expressed  his  gratitude  for  the  support  given 
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him  in  Tuesday  morning’s  Retreat  by  the  Conference  body. 

He  opened  the  Quiet  Hour_with  reading  of  the  scripture  from 
the  10th  chapter  of  St.  John. 

He  asked  that  everyone  present  make  Christ  the  center  of 
their  hopes,  faith  and  hearts.  He  commended  the  reading  of  the 
text  book  “Man  Does  Not  Stand  Alone”. 

"Christ  is  the  door  of  forgiveness,  we  can  find  forgiveness ' only 
when  in  the  presence  of  Christ,  also  he  is  one’s  security  for  it  is  in. 
Christ  that  one  learns  that  love  is  continued  and  if  one  cultivates 
the  love  of  Christ,  lie  can  enter  into  the  place  of  security,”  said 
Bishop  Harrell. 

Bishop  Harrell  stated  that  the  door  is  Christ  with  the  Heavenly 
Father  standing  in  it  and,  with  him,  one  enters  into  all  the  blessings 
of  life.  Knowing  Him,  one  knows  ail  things.  Assured  in  Him,  one 
is  assured  of  all  things  and  by  Him,  through  all  things  one  finds 
security. 

The  benediction  was  pronounced  by  Bishop  Harrell. 

LUNCHEON 

A luncheon  was  given  in  the  Crystal  Room  of  the  Washington- 
Youree  with  a large  attendance. 

Spring  flowers  adorned  the  tables. 

The  invocation  was  given  by  Dr.  A.  M.  Freeman.  A note  of 
informality  and  delightful  fellowship  was  evident.  Pleasant  con- 
servation and  music  contributed  to  the  enjoyable  occasion. 

Mrs.  Laskey  announced  that  it  was  a very  happy  occasion  in 
that  a little  bird  had  told  her  that  it  was  Mrs.  Dana  Dawson’s 
birthday.  The  entire  group  then  Joined  in  singing  “Happy  Birthday” 
to  Mrs.  Dawson. 

Mrs.  Fairchild,  with  charm  and  grace,  presided  over  the  re- 
mainder of  the  program.  She  stated  that  the  women  of  Louisiana 
have  walked  the  path  of  Christianity  with  four  conference  officers 
who  were  retiring.  She  expressed  love  and  appreciation  for  all  the 
Methodist  Women  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  for  the  services 
rendered  by  these  efficient  and  faithful  officers. 

Mrs.  Ledbetter  was  asked  by  Mrs.  Fairchild  to  present  Honorary 
Life  Memberships  from  the  Conference  to  the  following  retiring 
officers:  Mrs.  Clarence  Shaffer,  Mrs.  G.  W.  Pomeroy,  Mrs.  W.  A. 
Barnwell  and  Mrs.  J.  J.  Davidson,  Jr.  Each  expressed,  in  her  own 
way,  her  thanks  for  the  honor  bestowed  upon  her. 

Mrs.  Laskey  presented  Mr.s.  Norvelle  Earl  who  entertained  with 
lovely  music  throughout  the  luncheon. 

Mrs.  J.  S.  Goff  was  given  recognition  and  introduction  as  chair- 
man of  the  flower  committee.

Wednesday  Afternoon,  March  17,  1948 

The  afternoon  session  opened  with  an  organ  prelude  by  Mrs. 
James  Koelmay  followed  by  the  congregation  singing  the  hymn 
“Christ  for  the  World  We  Sing”. 

Mrs.  David  Tarver  read  the  scripture,  selecting  a passage  from 
St.  Matthew,  and  led  in  prayer. 

Mrs.  Laskey  stated  that  this  being  the  end  of  the  quadrennium 
it  was  necessary  to  elect  six  jurisdictional  delegates,  3 to  be  elected 
by  offices  (including  the  president)  and  3 by  name. 

Mrs.  Jackson  again  read  the  names  of  the  distributing  and 
counting  tellers. 

Ballots  were  distributed  and  the  vote  taken.  Tellers  retired 
to  count  the  votes. 

Mrs.  Trice,  in  presenting  student  work,  spoke  briefly  on  the 
subject  “To  Christ  Our  Students  We  Bring”.  She  mentioned  the 
sacrifices  made  by  the  youth  of  today  on  the  various  campuses 
and  she  offered  challenging  ways  for  students  to  follow. 

The  three  state  student  workers  were  presented  from  the  plat- 
form by  Mrs.  Trice  who  expressed  appreciation  for  the  cooperation 
shown  her. 

She  presented  Rev.  Norman  Preston,  Jr.,  of  Louisiana  Tech, 
Miss  Lucille  Pierce  of  Northwestern  College  and  Miss  Pearly 
Mae  Kelly  from  Souther  western  Institute  who  spoke  on  “How  We 
Bid  for  the  Hearts  of  Our  Students”. 

She  stated  that  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  developing  of 
Christian  attitudes  in  the  students  and  gave  concrete  examples  of 
religious  experiences  of  the  students.  “We  are  bidding  for  the  hearts 
of  our  students  through  prayer,  service  and  giving,”  said  Miss  Kelly. 

“Our  Institutions  and  Workers”  was  presented  by  Mrs.  Lee 
Tidwell. 

She  stated  that  the  Institutions  under  the  Louisiana  Conference 
were  carrying  on  a splendid  piece  of  work. 

Miss  Ella  K.  Hooper  of  Mac  Donell  French  Mission  School  was 
introduced  and  gave  an  interesting  report  of  the  activities  and 
progress  made  by  the  children  and  young  people  attending  the 
school.  She  mentioned  that  one  outstanding  and  far  reaching  work 
that  had  been  done  was  going  out  into  the  isolated  places  and 
bringing  the  people  in  to  the  church  services  which  provided  op- 
portunities for  those  in  the  community  as  well  as  those  in  the  school. 

Mrs.  Tidwell  read  a letter  from  Mrs.  Evelyn  Thomas  of  Sager- 
Brown  School  in  Baldwin,  Louisiana,  stating  that  she  would  be 
unable  to  attend  the  Conference. 

Mrs.  Thomas  listed  the  needs  of  Sager -Brown  as  bedding,  kitchen 
utensiles,  needles,  pins  and  thread. 

Mrs.  Allen  Porter  moved,  and  it  was  seconded,  that  an  emergency 
offering  be  taken  fer  Sager-Brown  School.  Motion  carried.  Rfcs. 
Tidwell  asked  that  those  not  prepared  to  give  send  an  offering 
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upon  their  return  home.  The  offering  taken  amounted  to  $157.46. 
People's  Community  Center: 

Mrs.  G.  W.  Carter  presented  the  work  at  People’s  Community 
Center  in  which  she  stated  that  foremost  emphasis  is  placed  upon 
the  striving  Christian  character  of  the  negroes  attending  he  Co- 
munity  Center.  She  reported  having  had  3,150  children  and  1,200 
adults  attending  the  past  year.  Mrs.  Carter  pictured  the  many 
needed  improvements  that  should  be  made  possible  as  the  building 
has  been  condemned,  the  children  have  to  be  moved  from  room  to 
room  during  a hard  rain.  The  Center  is  in  dire  need  of  cots,  beds, 
small  mattresses  for  baby  beds  and  cribs,  sheets,  and  other  linens, 
kindergarten  supplies,  fire  escapes,  mimeograph  machine,  piano 
and  clothing  for  the  children.  Mrs.  Carter  expressed  gratitude  to 
the  W.  S.  C.  S.  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  who  has  made  it  pos- 
sible through  this  Center  that  her  race  may  be  known  upon  the 
earth. 

St.  Mark's  Community  Center: 

Mrs.  Mike  Willis  presented  this  work  and  mentioned  that  the 
oustanding  piece  of  work  done  in  the  past  year  has  been  the  im- 
provement of  buildings  in  being  given  new  coats  of  paint  and  rede- 
corating of  the  various  rooms,  especially  the  room  which  serves  as 
the  child  care  center.  Also  another  improvement  was  that  of  instal- 
ling a new  gas  furnace  to  heat  the  buildings  and  swimming  pool. 

Mrs.  Willis  closed  by  saying  the  most  important  work  done 
was  that  given  to  helping  the  girls,  boys,  men  and  women  attending 
the  Center  to  a better  -way  of  life.  She  asked  that  prayers  be 
continued  for  St.  Mark’s. 

Peck  Hall,  in  New  Orleans,  was  one  of  the  latest  additions 
of  Institutions  to  the  Louisiana  Conference  and  was  not  represented 
but  Miss  Dorothy  Lamb  stated  in  a letter  the  need  for  the  following 
articles:  bed  linen,  water  glasses,  clothes  for  girls,  tables  and  floor 
lamps. 

The  Chairman  of  Tellers  reported  no  election  due  to  the  large 
number  of  spoiled  ballots. 

Business  Girls'  Inn: 

Mrs.  W.  M.  Ledbetter,  president  of  the  City  Mission  Board, 
presented  Business  Girls’  Inn.  She  stated  that  Business  Girls’  Inn 
has  preserved  its  God-like  power  and  has  attained  the  ideals  of 
its  founders  up  to  the  present  time.  On  February  26th  ground  was 
broken  for  a new  building  which  will  be  the  first  cooperation  home 
to  be  built  since  unification.  The  Woman's  Division  has  given 
|75,000  towards  the  new  home.  The  sale  of  the  present  home  for 
$25,000  gives  a total  of  $100,000  on  hand.  The  cost  of  the  new 
home  to  be  built  is  $188,500.  The  home  has  been  maintained  by 
local  support.  Mrs.  Freeman,  matron  of  the  home,  has  saved  $4,000 
from  the  money  paid  for  board  by  the  girls  in  the  home,  which 
will  be  applied  on  the  new  building. 

Mrs.  Ledbetter  paid  a lovely  tribute  to  the  memory  of  Mrs. 
"Veneable  and  Mrs.  Peevy  in  their  contribution  to  the  home  through 
the  years. 

The  benediction  was  pronounced  by  Dr.  Dana  Dawson.

Wednesday  Evening,  March  17,  1948 

The  evening’s  meeting  began  with  an  organ  prelude  by  Mrs. 
Harold  Booth.  The  congregation  joined  in  the  singing  of  the  beauti- 
ful old  hymn  “O  Zion,  Haste”. 

Dr.  Dana  Dawson,  pastor-host,  read  the  scripture  from  St. 
Matthew  followed  with  prayer  by  Rev.  Virgil  Morris. 

Special  music  by  the  Centenary  College  Choir,  imder  the  direc- 
tion of  Mr.  A.  C.  Voran,  was  one  of  the  highlights  of  the  Conference. 
The  following  numbers  were  rendered  by  the  choir:  “There  Is  a Balm 
in  Gilead”  arranged  by  William  Dawson,  with  the  soloist  Jack  Pat- 
terson; “Now  Thank  We  All  Our  God”,  Cruger-Mueller. 

After  an  offering  was  taken  an  illustrated  address  on  “China 
and  the  World  Today”  was  given  by  Dr.  W.  W.  Wallace  which  climax- 
ed the  evening.  Dr.  Wallace  brought  greetings  to  the  Louisiana 
Conference  from  the  East  and  West  Oklahoma  Woman’s  Societies 
of  Christian  Service. 

Dr.  Wallace  had  just  returned  from  an  extensive  tour  of  China 
and  his  knowledge  of  the  people  and  situations  was  evident  from 
his  lecture.  Dr.  Wallace  stated  that  the  Chinese  people  are  very 
artistic.  He  gave  China’s  population  as  460,000,000  people.  Scenes 
of  Shanghai,  See-Chow,  and  Peiping  were  shown. 

He  stated  that  the  prevailing  religion  of  China  is  Buddahism. 
All  animals  have  been  killed  during  the  war.  The  Chinese  people 
bear  their  own  burdens. 

Dr.  Wallace  mentioned  the  great  need  for  library  books  in 
China.  “China  is  in  dire  need  of  a friend,”  said  Dr.  Wallace.  He 
plead  that  Methodist  women  not  let  the  missionaries  down. 

He  closed  his  address  with  a heart-rendering  plea  that  each 
woman  go  back  to  her  own  home  and  pray  for  China.  He  then 
led  in  a closing  prayer.

Thursday  Morning,  March  18,  1948 

The  beautiful  hymn  “Breathe  On  Me  the  Breath  of  God”  opened 
the  final  session  of  Conference. 

Mrs.  Sam  Dunbar,  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Ser- 
vice, gave  the  scripture  reading. 

In  an,  extremely  novel  and  original  manner  she  portrayed  Jesus 
as  the  light  of  the  world  through  a worship  center  of  a map  of  the 
world  from  which  had  been  cut  the  shape  of  a heart  showing  a 
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background  of  black  or  darkness.  Mrs.  Dunbar  removed  the  black 
paper  in  the  background  from  over  a lighted  world  globe  signifying 
that  when  the  dark  curtain  of  sin  is  withdrawn  from  our  lives  that 
God’s  light  will  shine  through  the  world. 

Mrs.  Dunbar  closed  with  a prayer  that  each  one  keep  within 
her  heart  God’s  shining  light. 

A hymn  solo  was  beautifully  sung  by  Mrs.  Dana  Dawson. 

Mrs.  Larkin  Brantley  reported  that  the  committee  on  Journal 
had  examined  the  minutes  and  found  them  to  be  correct. 

Election  of  delegates  to  Jurisdictional  Society  followed. 

Mrs.  Dawson  moved,  and  it  was  seconded,  that  the  secretary 
cast  the  ballot  for  the  President  as  a delegate  to  the  jurisdiction, 
and  this  was  done.  Motion  carried. 

Mrs.  Jackson  read  again  the  names  of  the  Distributing  and 
Counting  Tellers.  Ballots  were  distributed  and  the  vote  taken.  The 
Tellers  retired  to  make  the  count. 

"The  Districts  at  Work": 

Mrs.  D.  M.  Campbell,  Conference  Secretary  of  Organization 
and  Promotion,  and  the  seven  district  secretaries,  presented  a re- 
sume of  the  work  of  the  organization  as  seen  through  the  eyes  of 
the  district.  Mrs.  Campbell  presented  the  district  secretaries  who 
gave  the  high  points  of  the  work  in  the  seven  districts. 

Alexandria — Miss  Mollye  Stewart  reporting  that  effective  work 
has  been  done  through  the  zone  meetings  combining  them  with  the 
training  of  officers;  one  newly  organized  society — 36  societies  in  the 
Alexandria  District,  each  charge  organized. 

Baton  Rouge — Mrs.  N.  B.  Riddle  reported  4 new  societies,  4 
unorganized  charges.  The  adopted  slogan  for  the  district  being 
“Each  W.  S.  C.  S.  member  an  evangelist’’. 

Lake  Charles — Mrs.  P.  D.  Lambert  renorted  388  new  hearts 
this  year,  59  from  the  Guild,  5 unorganized  charges.  Four  new 
societies  have  been  organized  and  one  Guild. 

Ruston — Mrs.  Deas  reported  all  charges  organized,  2 new  organ- 
izations, increase  in  membership  of  196  and  reported  8 Guilds  in 
the  district. 

New  Orleans — Mrs.  Goldthwait  reported  196  new  members,  2 
charges  unorganized,  one  new  society  in  a new  church. 

Monroe — Mrs.  J.  W.  Patrick  reported  one  new  Guild,  161  new 
members.  She  asked  that  women  use  their  originality  in  presenting 
the  study  “Committed  Unto  Us’’. 

Shreveport — Mrs.  E.  E.  Stewart  reported  12  new  societies,  one 
Guild.  She  stated  a net  gain  of  74  in  the  W.  S.  C.  S.  and  10%  gain, 
in  the  Guild,  4 unorganized  charges  and  17  unorganized  churches. 

An  increase  in  pledges,  supplies  and  special  memberships  was 
reported  by  the  districts. 
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Mrs.  Campbell  gave  a summary  of  accomplishments  and  pro- 
gress of  all  districts  and  reported  19  new  societies  in  1947,  258 
total  number  of  societies  in  the  Louisiana  Conference,  v/ith  a mem- 
bership of  9,707;  67  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  with  a total  member- 
ship of  1,308.  Pledge  overpaid  by  $19,000,  43  achieved  all  goals. 

Mrs.  Campbell  closed  with  asking  Methodist  women  to  pray 
that  God  the  Father  may  make  His  way  known  and  all  W.  S.  C.  S. 
members  rededicate  their  lives  so  that  all  may  come  to  know  his 
saving  grace. 

Mrs.  Laskey  made  a special  request  that  all  districts  have  every 
charge  organized  by  the  coming  year. 

The  conference  ratified  the  action  of  the  Executive  Committee 
in  the  appointment  of  Mrs.  C.  I.  Jones  as  Conference  Secretary  of 
Missionary  Personnel. 

The  report  was  given  by  the  Counting  Tellers  and  no  one  re- 
ceived a majority. 

Mrs.  Dameron  moved,  and  it  was  seconded,  that  as  there  was 
no  election  that  nominations  be  made  from  the  floor  for  the  remainder 
of  the  ballots  and  in  the  next  ballot  the  three  highest  for  Promotion 
Secretary,  Vice-President  and  Treasurer  be  voted  on.  Motion  carried. 

Ballots  were  distributed. 

Mrs.  Laskey  declared  the  ballots  closed.  Tellers  retired  to 
make  the  count. 

The  congregation  joined  in  the  singing  of  the  hymn  “God  of 
Grace  and  God  of  Glory”. 

Mrs.  C.  F.  Goldthwait  read  the  “Program  of  Advance”  which 
was  recommendations  from  each  officer. 

PROGRAM  OF  ADVANCE  - 1948 
To  Make  His  Name  Known  Upon  Earth, 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  because  of  the  desperate  need  for  divine  guidance  in  our 
world  today,  and  because  we  believe  “prayer  changes  things”;  and 
because  religious  history  shows  that  every  spiritual  awakening  has 
come  about  after  small  groups  of  Christians  have  prayed  definitely 
and  specifically  for  an  outpouring  of  God’s  power;  therefore  we  urge 
that  the  local  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  Cultivation  and  her  com- 
mittee redouble  their  efforts  in  seeking  to  interest  the  women  in 
forming  new  prayer  groups  and  to  strengthen  and  make  more  help- 
ful those  already  functioning. 

2.  That  in  each  church  the  proportion  of  women  members  of 
the  church  who  are  members  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service  and  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  be  determined;  that  every 
effort  be  made  to  enlist  the  possible  one-third  or  more  who  are 
not  now  members  of  the  Society  or  of  the  Guild,  with  the  ultimate 
aim  of  securing  every  woman  of  the  church  as  a member  of  the 
Society  or  Guild;  and  that  the  Secretary  of  Status  of  Women  take 
the  initiative  in  a program  of  visitation  to  that  end. 
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3.  The  promotion  of  Bride’s  and  Young  Mothers  Circles  within 
the  Society,  with  the  suggestion  that  as  soon  as  home  conditions 
permit  these  young  women  become  members  of  other  circles  of 
the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

4.  That  a request  be  made  of  the  pastors  of  local  churches  to 
have  one  Sunday  service  during  the  year  set  apart  for  the  presenta- 
tion of  the  work  of  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian  Service.  Such 
presentation  might  take  the  form  of  a Thank  Offering  Service. 

5.  That  all  Methodist  women  pledge  themselves  to  a concerted 
effort  to  combat  the  talk  of  war,  to  halt  the  menacing  cynicism, 
fear  and  suspicion  evident  in  our  press  and  increasingly  prevalent 
in  our  people. 

6.  That  Woman’s  Society  members  help  prevent  the  passage  of 
local  and  state  legislation  which  would  infringe  upon  the  civil  rights 
of  any  group  or  individual. 

7.  That  we  visit  polling  places  during  elections  to  discover 
whether  or  not  all  citizens  are  able  to  exercise  their  right  to  vote 
without  intimidation  or  molestation. 

8.  That  District  and  Local  Secretaries  of  Missionary  Education 
and  Service  place  emphasis  on 

(a)  The  formation  of  more  Reading  Circles  and  Libraries. 

(b)  The  stimulation  of  more  interest  in  Joint  Studies. 

(c)  Study  classes  in  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  units  with  accurate 
reporting  of  the  same. 

(d)  Leadership  Training  for  Conference,  District  and  Local  Offi- 
cers in  Jurisdiction  School  of  Missions,  Pastor’s  School,  and  the 
Educational  Seminars. 

9.  That  District  Secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  use  avail- 
able missionaries  and  home  workers  with  all  age  groups,  making 
use.  of  all  opportunities  to  acquaint  local  societies  with  the  work 
of  the  Home  Department  institutions. 

10.  That  District  Secretaries  of  Missionary  Personnel  be  elected 
in  all  Districts  of  the  Conference,  w'hose  duties  shall  be  to  create 
an  awareness  of  personnel  needs,  and  to  channel  names  to  the  Con- 
ference Secretary.  They  shall  especially  cultivate  the  young  people 
of  High  School  age,  and  set  up  a card  index  system  in  order  to 
keep  more  accurate  records. 

11.  That  District  Secretaries  work  through  the  Missionary  Per- 
sonnel Committee  in  the  local  church,  which  committee  shall  be 
composed  of  Youth  Secretary  as  Chairman,  Student  Secretary,  Pre- 
sident of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  President  of  the  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service  and  the  Pastor. 

12.  The  use  of  the  Calendar  of  Activities  by  every  Secretary 
of  Youth  work  in  order  that  each  month  the  definite  objectives  may 
be  reached. 

13.  A functioning  Commission  on  Missions  and  World  Friend- 
ship with  a World  Friendship  Group  of  Girls  using  the  study  packet 
for  this  group. 
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14.  Participation  of  the  young  people  in  every  local  School  of 
Missions. 

15.  That  the  major  emphasis  of  the  student  program  this  year 
be  on  our  students  from  other  countries. 

16.  That  the  Conference  Secretary  and  District  Student  Secre- 
taries arrange  for  a m.eeting  with  the  Student  Secretaries  at  Campus 
churches,  and  the  Directors  of  Religion  at  Church  Schools  within 
the  Conference. 

17.  That  every  local  Student  Secretary  promote  a Student  Re- 
cognition Day,  College  Day,  Race  Relations  Day,  Good  Friday  Fasts, 
and  Summer  Service  Projects. 

18.  That  continued  cooperation  with  all  groups  in  the  Methodist 
Church  be  given  to  reach  the  Crusade  for  Christ  objectives  of  in- 
creased Church  School  enrollment  and  attendance. 

19.  That  more  careful  provision  be  made  for  the  missionary 
education  of  children  within  the  regular  program  of  the  church. 

20.  That,  since  the  suffering  of  the  World  continues  unabated 
and  dangerous  misunderstandings  between  peoples  exist,  we  expres 
our  “sisterhood  of  service”  around  the  world  by  promotion  of  the 
World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women;  showing  friendship  and 
hospitality  to  students  and  others  in  our  communities  from  other 
countries,  and  sending  clothing  and  food  to  distressed  persons  a- 
broad  through  the  regular  church  channels. 

21.  That  the  goal  for  special  memberships  be  at  least  one  from 
EACH  church  Society. 

22.  That  every  society  make  use  of  the  Sacrificial  Meal  Service, 
and  send  in  its  contribution  for  cash  supplies  marked  as  such. 

23.  That  societies  be  encouraged  to  send  more  relief  packages 
to  institutions  and  workers  under  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian 
Service  in  foreign  fields. 

24.  That  more  publicity  be  given  to  supply  work  and  the  insti- 
tutions and  pieces  of  work  thus  benefited. 

25.  That  every  officer  be  urged  to  use  all  materials  for  her 
office,  and  that  we  have  a wider  distribution  and  use  of  both  Field 
Literature  and  literature  for  the  Christian  Social  Relations  Depart- 
ment. 

26.  That  we  have  a 20%  increase  in  subscriptions  to  Methodist 
Woman  and  World  Outlook. 

27.  That  the  Committee  on  Status  of  Women  urge  the  women 
to  accept  places  on  church  boards  and  as  representatives,  and  to 
keep  the  women  informed  as  to  the  duties  of  these  offices. 

28.  That  the  Secretary  of  Status  of  Women  compile  a list  of 
girls  or  women  who  are  employed  or  have  gone  into  emplosunent 
in  other  towns  or  cities,  and  that  these  names  be  sent  to  the  nearest 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

Mrs.  Sexton  suggested  that  the  Secretary  of  Supplies  contact 
the  Division  Secretary  to  inquire  if  the  postage  can  be  adjusted  on 
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packages  to  be  sent  as  foreign  supplies. 

A request  was  made  by  Mrs.. Tidwell  that  in  sending  food  to 
please  send  packages  that  were  LOW  in  WEIGHT  but  HIGH  in 
CALORIES. 

Mrs.  Tidwell  called  attention  to  the  leaflet  that  can  be  secured 
from  Literature  Headquarters  for  the  sacrificial  meal  and  the  money 
realized  from  this  be  sent  to  the  District  Treasurer  to  be  labeled  as 
foreign  supplies. 

A report  was  made  by  the  tellers  that  Mrs.  L.  B.  Kilpatrick  and 
Mrs.  D.  M.  Campbell  had  received  a majority  of  the  votes  cast  and 
had  been  elected  delegates  to  the  Jurisdictional  Conference. 

A ballot  was  taken  for  the  3 persons  to  be  voted  on  by  name.. 
The  names  of  Mesdames  C.  F.  Goldthwait,  E.  N.  Jackson,  Ira  Campbell, 
W.  E.  Trice,  S.  J.  Fairchild  and  Sam  Dunbar  were  nominated. 

Mrs.  P.  D.  Lambert  moved,  and  it  was  seconded,  that  the  nomin- 
ations come  to  a close.  Motion  carried. 

A motion  was  made  by  Mrs.  Dameron  and  it  was  seconded,  that 
the  three  highest  names  go  as  alternates.  Motion  carried. 

Mrs.  Laskey  declared  the  ballot  closed.  Ballots  were  distributed 
and  the  vote  taken.  The  tellers  retired  to  count  the  vote. 

Mrs.  Kilpatrick  read  the  Recommendations  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee. Approved. 

Mrs.  Sexton  recommended  a change  in  Number  VIII  of  Recom- 
mendations of  Finance  Committee  (see  recommendations  of  finance 
committee.) 

Mrs.  W.  M.  Ledbetter,  chairman  of  the  committee  on  Constitu- 
tion and  By-Laws,  read  the  proposed  changes  in  the  by-laws  concern- 
ing Article  IV,  Section  2 on  Funds,  also  under  Standing  Rules  for 
Local  Societies  of  Number  9 (see  constitution  and  by-laws).  Approved. 

Mrs.  Laskey  announced  that  the  retiring  conference  officers 
would  receive  this  quarter’s  reports. 

Mrs.  Laskey  graciously  presented  Miss  Mary  McSwain,  a Mis- 
sionary from  the  Methodist  Institute  in  Brazil,  who  gave  an  inspir- 
ational address  on  her  work  in  Brazil.  She  based  her  thoughts  for 
the  morning  on  the  scripture  “What  Time  I Am  Afraid,  I Will  Put 
My  Trust  in  Thee”. 

She  gave  glowing  reports  of  the  splendid  progress  of  Methodism 
is  Brazil,  Chile,  Peru  and  other  Latin  American  countries.  She 
mentioned  having  attended  a Pastor’s  School  in  Brazil  and  expressed 
her  gratitude  to  the  Conference  for  having  included  the  Methodist 
Insitute  of  Brazil  in  the  Week  of  Prayer  Offering. 

Miss  McSwain  listed  numerous  opportunities  that  had  opened 
up  to  young  women  serving  in  Brazil.  She  also  stated  there  are 
60,000  homeless  children  in  Brazil.  She  closed  her  address  by  asking 
each  to  recall  the  wonderful  promises  of  Christ  and  that  one  should 
have  no  fear  in  giving  her  life  to  service  for  Him. 

A report  was  given  by  the  chairman  of  tellers,  that  the  following 
three  received  a majority  of  votes  to  go  as  delegates  to  Jurisdiction 
by  name:  Mrs.  Sam  Dunbar,  Mrs.  W.  E.  Trice  and  Mrs.  Ira  Campbell. 

The  following  received  the  next  highest  number  of  votes:  Mrs. 
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S.  J.  Fairchild,  Mrs.  C.  F.  Goldthwait  and  Mrs.  E.  N.  Jackson,  and 
were  elected  alternates. 

Mrs.  Laskey  called  for  nominations  from  the  floor  for  three 
additional  alternates  and  Mrs.  C.  I.  Jones,  Mrs.  Guy  Hicks,  Mrs. 
Glen  Nordyke  and  Mrs.  Lee  Tidwell  were  nominated. 

Mrs.  Jackson  moved,  and  it  was  seconded,  that  the  nominations 
be  closed.  Motion  carried.  Ballots  were  distributed  and  the  tellers 
retired  to  make  the  count. 

Mrs.  Laskey  expressed  sincere  appreciation  to  the  hostess  society 
for  its  gracious  welcome  and  its  untiring  efforts  toward  making  this 
a successful  meeting  of  the  Conference.  Mrs.  Laskey  called  for 
Mrs.  Hal  Lewis,  President  of  the  Local  Society,  and  chairmen  of  the 
local  committees,  to  come  to  the  platform.  Mrs.  Lewis  introduced 
each  of  the  women,  saying  that  they  were  from  First  Church  and 
the  Shreveport  District  Officers  had  cooperated  in  entertaining  the 
Conference.  As  the  committee  stood  on  the  platform,  Mrs.  Vera 
See  read  the  Kesolutions  of  Appreciation,  a real  tribute  to  their 
graciousness  and  hospitality. 

Mrs.  Laskey  asked  if  there  were  invitations  for  a meeting  place 
for  the  1949  Conference.  Mrs.  George  E.  Powell,  of  Alexandria, 
extended  an  invitation  from  Alexandria  First  Methodist  Church 
which  was  accepted. 

There  was  a report  from  the  Tellers  on  the  second  group  of 
alternates  to  Jurisdiction.  Those  receiving  the  highest  number 
of  votes  were:  Mrs.  Guy  Hicks,  Mrs.  Lee  Tidwell  and  Mrs.  Q.  L 
Jones. 

A beautiful  and  inspiring  installation  service  for  the  new  officers 
was  conducted  by  Mrs.  W.  M.  Ledbetter.  The  newly  elected  officers 
pledged  their  sincere  efforts  to  their  individual  tasks  and  their 
services  to  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  knelt  as 
Mrs.  Ledbetter  led  in  prayer. 

A beautiful  vocal  trio.  “O  Savior  of  the  World”  by  Pears,  was 
sung  by  Mrs.  Dana  Dawson,  Mrs.  David  Tarver  and  Mrs.  A.  G.  Salmon 
as  a prelude  to  the  “Quiet  Hour”  conducted  by  Bishop  Costen  J. 
Harrell. 

Bishop  Harrell  took  this  opportunity  to  express  his  gratefulness 
in  having  had  the  association  with  and  cooperation  of  the  Louisiana 
Conference  Woman’s  Society. 

He  used  for  his  theme  for  the  Quiet  Hour  “Other  Sheep  I 
Have”  and  read  the  scripture  from  the  10th  Chapter  of  St.  John. 
Bishop  Harrell  vividly  portrayed  Christ  as  the  Good  Shepherd, 
giving  his  life  for  his  sheep  and  having  a missionary  passion  AL- 
WAYS for  his  OTHER  sheep. 

He  told  of  the  custom  of  the  Japanese  in  being  able  to  dwarf 
an  oak  tree,  making  it  to  grow  as  a potted  plant  to  which  he  com- 
pared with  people  in  that  they  use  the  same  methods  in  dwarfing 
the  gospel  of  Christ. 

Bishop  Harrell  said  in  part,  “Religion  cannot  be  floated  in  one’s 
own  back  yard,  it  takes  a world  concept  to  float  it  and  it  cannot 
be  confined  to  any  race  or  nation.” 

He  called  to  his  listeners’  attention  the  fact  that  the  religion  of 
the  apostles  was  a moving  religion,  a religion  of  the  road  and  that 
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it  could  not  be  hidden  away  or  it  would  lose  its  power. 

He  closed  these  beautiful  thoughts  in  saying  that  one  must  have 
a passion  for  all  mankind  and  that  there  is  no  isolationism  in  Christ- 
ianity. 

The  hymn  “Jesus,  the  Sinners’  Friend”  was  sung  by  the  congre- 
gation. 

It  seemed  fitting  and  appropriate  that  the  Holy  Communion 
should  be  served  at  the  conclusion  of  an  inspiring  address  such 
as  this. 

A gift  of  love  of  over  $1,000  for  the  world’s  needs  was  placed  on 
the  altar  from  each  local  society  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds. 

The  First  Methodist  Church  of  Baton  Rouge  sent  a memorial 
offering  of  $100.00  to  be  placed  on  the  altar  at  this  time  in  loving 
memory  of  their  pastor’s  wife,  Mrs.  Lewis  N.  Stuckey. 

Communion  was  administered  by  Dr.  Dana  Dawson,  Dr.  A. 
M.  Freeman  and  Rev.  D.  L.  Dykes,  Jr. 

The  Doxology  was  sung,  followed  with  the  Benediction,  pro- 
nounced by  Bishop  Harrell.

"HOW  WIDE  IS  YOUR  HEART?" 

President's  Message 
Mrs.  Glenn  Laskey 

Again  we  stand  at  the  end  of  a year — a year  in  which  it  has 
been  a happy  privilege  to  serve  as  your  President.  I suppose  the 
President’s  Message  is  a sort  of  stock-taking  effort — like  taking 
stock  in  a country  store.  Instead  of  measuring  yards  of  lace,  ging- 
ham, or  counting  pairs  of  shoes,  one  takes  stock  of  human  values, 
of  accomplishments  and  depth  of  spiritual  growth.  Let’s  see  whether 
we  are  on  the  red  or  black  side  of  the  ledger  of  values. 

I reread  last  year’s  message  in  the  Journal,  and  I might  have 
used  it,  but  changed  its  title  to  the  one  I have  chosen  this  year — 
“How  Wide  Is  Your  Heart?” 

There  is  nothing  particularly  new  this  year — some  new  statistics, 
new  figures,  based  on  the  same  ideals,  the  same  aspirations,  and  the 
same  profund  realities.  The  basic  qualities  of  the  Woman’s  Society 
are  NOT  new.  We  are  working  each  year  an  the  same  ideas,  the 
same  ideals,  trying  a little  harder,  with  a little  more  success,  to 
accomplish  the  great  goals  of  the  great  woman’s  organization. 

The  subject  for  my  message  is  chosen  from  that  well-known 
poem  of  Edna  St.  Vincent  Millay— -"Renascence": 

“The  World  stands  out  on  either  side. 

No  wider  than  the  heart  is  wide” — 

So,  I ask  you:  How  wide  is  your  heart  in  this  year  of  1948? 

The  world  today  is  even  in  a more  precarious  position  than  it 
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was  a year  ago  at  this  time.  Lines  are  more  rigidly  drawn  between 
Communism  and  Democracy;  between  Christianity  and  materialism. 
We  live  in  a world  torn  with  fear;  weakened  by  hunger  and  unrest; 
yet,  it  is  a world  groping  toward  stability,  security,  peace  and  faith. 
Until  man  and  nations  know  faith,  we  know  the  ominous  threat  of 
war  must  remain.  We  must  have  faith  in  the  United  Nations  or- 
ganization for  peace,  faith  in  the  possibilities  of  a peaceful  world, 
and  faith  in  mankind.  The  Church  has  the  responsibility  of  leadng 
out  in  witnessing  this  faith,  weighing  the  perplexing  problems  in 
the  light  of  the  teachings  of  Jesus,  courageously  aligning  ourselves 
with  every  effort  to  promote  the  principles  of  brotherhood  among 
men  and  nations. 

There  is  ample  evidence  to  show  that  this  faith,  this  richness 
of  living,  this  widening  of  the  heart  has  been  witnessed  in  the  daily 
lives  of  you  women  of  this  Louisiana  Conference.  It  has  shown 
through  your  work  in  Christian  Social  Relations. 

There  has  been  an  increase. in  your  local  church  activities,  and 
participation  in  programs  to  strengthen  Christian  forces  in  your 
various  communities.  You  have  become  more  keenly  aware  of  our 
responsibilities  to  remedy  existing  inequalities  and  injustices, 
and  a keener  realization  that  we  are  our  “brothers’  keepers”.  Your 
faith  and  efforts  have  resulted  in  attempts  to  combat  the  liquor 
problem;  it  has  gone  into  letters  to  your  representatives  and  con- 
gressmen in  support  of  legislation  to  raise  standards  of  living  in  our 
country.  Last  year,  you  contributed  $53,948  to  Christian  Social 
Relations,  thus  expressing  your  love  in  a tangible  manner. 

Your  faith  and  belief  in  the  work  of  the  W.  S.  C.  S.  has  been 
shown  in  finances.  You  responded  wonderfully  to  the  appeal  for  a 
penny-a-day  increase.  Our  pledge  was  overpaid  by  over  $19,000. 
We  have  the  highest  per  capita  giving  in  the  Jurisdiction — $7.49. 
We  paid  the  Woman’s  Division  last  year  $84,992 — this  amount  in- 
cludes the  wek  of  prayer,  special  membership,  and  cash  supplies. 
All  Conferences  paid  into  the  Woman’s  Division  an  amount  in  excess 
of  4%  million  dollars  for  Missions — a gain  of  10.19%  over  1946. 
During  1947,  our  Jurisdiction  had  a slogan — “A  Minimum  of  a Mil- 
lion” as  its  goal.  I am  happy  to  report  that  this  was  achieved.  This 
year,  the  slogan  is:  “Faith  for  a Fourth  More.” 

The  work  of  your  Promotion  Secretary  records  the  growth  of 
the  organization;  keeps  records,  measures  progress,  or  lack  of  it.  The 
Louisiana  Conference  is  one  of  the  Conferences  in  this  Jurisdiction 
which  attained  a 10%  increase  in  membership.  This  record  attests 
the  work  on  the  part  of  many  individuals,  in  interesting  new  women, 
young  mothers  and  employed  women.  We  record 

19  new  societies 
1,530  new  members 

68  Guilds 

with  a total  membership  of  11,015  (including  W.  S.  G.).  We  have 
third  place  in  the  Jurisdiction  in  special  memberships.  We  have 
cooperated  with  the  Guild  in  their  great  Program  of  Advance.  We 
are  poor  in  reporting — and  should  make  further  advances — in  mem- 
bership. We  still  have  far  too  many  unorganized  churches. 

We  are  proud  of  our  achievements  in  Missionary  Education. 
There  has  been  an  increase  in  study  courses  and  S.  J.  R.  credits. 
The  studies  have  caused  changed  attitudes,  and  awakened  a sense 
of  Christian  responsibility  growing  out  of  stewardship. 

Heartwarming  advances  have  been  made  in  the  work  with 
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Youth — children,  students,  and  Missionary  Personnel.  This  is  evi- 
denced by  increased  giving,  enlarged  contacts,  spiritual  growth. 
Children  have  been  educated  in  giving,  and  gifts  of  food,  clothing, 
toys,  books,  games,  kindergarten  supplies,  literature,  have  been  sent 
the  needy,  and  have  opened  their  hearts  to  the  starved  and  empty- 
handed. 

Great  missionary  opportunity  has  opened  up  with  the  20,000  over- 
seas students  at  school  here  in  America.  They  can  become  our  best 
missionaries.  To  those  of  you  who  live  in  college  towns,  let  me 
urge  you  to  open  your  homes  and  show  these  young  people,  from 
across  the  seas,  Christian  America  at  its  best.  Not  the  America 
Hollywood  shows  them.  Do  not  let  them  leave  America  empty 
hearted. 

Our  work  is  not  all  crowned  with  success.  We  failed  this  year 
to  open  our  hearts  sufficiently  wide  in  supply  giving.  We  fell  to 
fourth  place  in  the  Jurisdiction — v/here  for  so  long  we  held  first. 
The  Conference  in  first  place  did  not  attain  the  Standard  we  had 
relinquished.  Our  giving  was  over  $5,000  less  than  last  year.  May 
we  not  increase  our  giving  by  having  a sacrificial  meal?  Do  you 
realize  that  many  times  the  only  help  missionaries  receive  come 
from  us?  That  when  we  fail  to  respond  they  have  nothing? 

You  have  recently  received  supply  letters  with  names  of  mis- 
sionaries in  Japan,  Korea  and  China.  Won’t  you  see  to  it  that  your 
Society  sends  a box  of  supplies  when  you  go  home?  Send  your  old 
clothes,  easily  packed  food  and  bedding.  I am.  afraid  we  cannot 
say  we  have  given  sacrificially. 

Our  giving  makes  me  think  of  Georgia  Harkness’  poem,  “The 
Agony  of  God”: 

“I  listen  to  the  agony  of  God 
I who  am  fed 

Who  never  went  hungry  for  a day 
I see  the  dead 

I see  the  children  starved  by  head 
I see,  and  try  to  pray. 

I listen  to  the  agony  of  God 
I who  am  warm 

Who  never  yet  have  lack  a sheltering  home 
In  dull  alarm 

The  Dispossessed  of  hut  and  farm 
Aimless  and  transient  roam. 

I listen  to  the  agony  of  God 
But  know  full  well 
That  until  I share  their  bitter  cry 
(Earth’s  pain  and  hell) 

(Can  God  within  my  spirit  dwell)”. 

May  we  undergird  this  whole  undertaking  with  our  spiritual 
life  program — a true  commitment  of  self,  and  an  increase  in  prayer 
groups.  Unless  we  are  willing  to  make  ourselves  “Crusades  in 
Christ’s  Spirit”  our  program  will  not  go  forward. 

I wish  I had  time  to  enumerate  the  excellent  work  along  all 
lines,  because  it  has  been  much,  and  for  which  we  are  truly  grateful. 

Now  that  we  have  looked  at  ourselves  here  in  Louisiana  (per- 
haps with  justifiable  pride),  let  us  turn  and  look  at  the  world.  Needs 
are  so  great.  While  at  Buck  Hill  Falls,  I had  the  opportunity  of 
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hearing  reports  from  the  Home  and  Foreign  Departments,  as  the 
needs  of  the  words  were  set  forth.  I listened  as  the  appropriations 
were  made,  as  the  41/2  million  dollars  was  allocated — and  it  just 
wasn’t  enough;  I listened  as  Miss  Dorothy  McConnell  gave  her  re- 
port from  her  trip  around  the  world,  meeting  with  Woman’s  So- 
cieties in  every  corner  of  the  universe;  I listened  as  Miss  McKinnon 
told  of  the  great  continent  of  Africa;  I listened  as  Miss  Elizabeth 
Lee  told  of  the  opportunities  and  needs  in  Latin  America;  as  Miss 
Billingsley  told  of  Korea  and  the  Philippines;  as  Mrs.  Otis  Moore 
told  of  the  Orient;  Mr.  Reynolds  of  the  Home  Field.  What  did  I hear? 

1.  Great  need  for  workers. 

2.  Great  need  for  literature,  to  blot  out  illiteracy,  and  mal- 

nutrition of  minds. 

3.  Great  need  of  schools,  churches,  hospitals,  medicine,  phy- 

sical improvements. 

Miss  Martin  from  Arkansas — a young  woman  home  on  fur- 
lough from  Africa — said  the  saddest  day  in  her  life  was  the  opening 
of  school  each  year  in  Africa.  People  come  for  miles,  families  bring- 
ing children  camp  in  school  yard.  All  enrolled  that  can  be  accom- 
modated, then  those,  through  no  fault  of  their  own,  who  can’t  get 
in,  stand  outside  looking  in — wistfully,  longingly— waiting,  waiting 
— hoping  there  will  be  a vacancy.  Wait  four  or  five  days,  then 
finally  slip  away  to  villages  of  life  of  ignorance.  How  Wide  Is  Your 
Heart? 

Africa  has  the  fastest  growing  church  in  the  world — 60,000 
knocking  at  the  door  in  Angola.  Can’t  take  care  of  them.  No  work- 
ers— no  buildings — no  provisions  for  them. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Lee,  Executive  Secretary  of  Latin  America,  spoke 
enthusiastically  of  the  great  opportunity  in  the  countries  South  of  us. 

Fifty  or  sixty  million  outside  the  church — living  in  a vacuum. 
No  religion  of  any  kind — not  Catholics — just  nothing.  Protestant 
churches  have  remarkable  opportunity — need  56  new  missionaries. 
The  best  schools  in  all  of  Latin  America  are  our  Mission  Schools — 
crowded  and  lack  teachers  and  equipment.  She  told  of  one  father 
who  brought  his  daughter  to  school.  He  was  told  they  could  not 
take  her  because  there  was  no  desk.  He  left  and  returned  with  a 
shiny  new  desk  in  his  car,  and  asked  if  his  daughter  might  not  be 
allowed  the  privilege  of  just  sitting  in  a corner  and  listening,  so  that 
she  might  have  the  Christian  influence  of  the  school. 

Everywhere — whether  it  is  here  at  home  or  in  other  lands — the 
cry  is  “SEND  US  WORKERS”. 

I bowed  my  head  with  shame,  while  at  the  Jurisdiction,  when 
the  Conference  Presidents  told  of  young  women  in  their  Conference 
being  commissioned.  We  do  not  have  a young  woman  in  training. 
Why?  Where  have  you  and  I failed?  We  have  given  our  money,  but  not 
of  our  young  people. 

The  church  sees  the  needs  and  instead  of  saying:  “There  is  no- 
thing we  can  do  about  it” — a mighty  program  of  advance  is  being 
planned.  The  church  began  preparing  for  this  advance  when  the 
surveys  were  made  for  the  rehabilitation  program  for  the  Crusade 
for  Christ.  Surveys  were  made  both  for  the  Home  and  Foreign 
fields.  Further  plans  will  be  made  at  General  Conference.  Unless 
we  do  meet  these  needs,  and  go  forward  in  this  day  of  unparalleled 
opportimity,  it  will  be  twilight  or  dawn  in  China  and  Japan— £md 
other  countries  of  the  world.  Japan  alone  has  12,000  untouched 
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villages.  An  appeal  has  been  sent  out  for  40  or  5o  young  people  to 
go  to  Japan  for  three  years,  but  have  not  found  them.  The  Catholic 
church  has  met  and  gone  over  on  its  quota — are  there  not  40  or  50 
young  people  to  go  from  9 million  Methodists? 

There  is  a marvelous  opportunity  today  for  rural  work  in  Amer- 
ica. We  are  requesting  another  worker  to  assist  Miss  Elizabeth 
Thompson.  The  money  is  available,  but  the  workers  are  not. 

We  are  truly  living  ih  great  days.  It  is  no  time  for  smallness,  nor 
defect.  It  is  no  time  for  smugness  nor  self-satisfaction;  no  time  to 
stand  still  and  think  no  improvement  is  necessary.  We  must  cour- 
ageously move  forward  to  meet  the  challenging  opportunities  before 
us.  We  are  ending  a quadriennium  of  service — we  are  now  a pow- 
erful organization;  we  are  powerful  in  finances;  we  are  powerful 
in  numbers;  we  are  powerful  in  spirit. 

It  is  my  hope  that  we  shall  become  members  of  the  Fellowship 
of  the  Widened  Heart,  this  great  organization  with  its  2,246  mis- 
sionaries and  deaconesses,  with  1,875,000  women  in  27,321  Societies. 
Shall  we  not  consecrate  ourselves  anew?  Open  wide  our  hearts 
for  the  spirit  of  the  Master  to  enter  into?  Open  our  hearts  to  the 
opportunities  and  needs  about  us?  Let  us  serve  God  in  the  com- 
monplace, in  the  ordinary,  in  our  everyday  affairs — not  satisfied, 
but  striving  to  dedicate  ourselves  anew  to  this  thrilling  work  in 
which  we  are  engaged. 

In  March  of  last  year,  there  was  held  in  India  an  all-India 
Conference  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service.  The 
theme  of  the  meeting  was:  “Thus  Saith  the  Lord — ^So  Forward”. 
What  a thrilling  challenge!  May  that  be  the  dominant  note  for 
our  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  for  1949.  By  giving  all 
to  Him,  we  bid  for  the  heart  of  the  world! 

REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  SECRETARIES

Alexandria  District 

• The  women  of  the  Alexandria  District  have  gone  forward  in 
promoting  the  Spiritual  Life  of  members  of  the  Woman’s  Society 
of  Christian  Service  by  special  study,  observing  World  Day  of 
Prayer  with  programs,  offerings  and  prayer  groups. 

Through  Missionary  Education  and  Service  we  have  put  forth 
greater  effort  with  monthly  programs,  increased  in  approved  study 
courses,  general  study  and  therefore  become  more  concerned  about 
our  missions  and  the  call  to  full  time  service.  The  importance  of 
more  unified  and  definite  plans  to  include  the  children  and  youth 
in  study  of  missionary  work  through  the  Sunday  School,  extra  ses- 
sion that  they  may  become  vitally  concerned  in  developing  our  youth 
and  cultivating  desire  for  leadership,  which  is  the  hope  of  the  church.

The  Baton  Rouge  District  Evangelists  offer  as  their  bid  for  the 
heart  of  the  world  the  above  report,  upreaching  hands  in  prayer, 
outreaching  hands  in  compassion  and  for  information,  and  onreach- 
ing  hands  in  service  for  all. 

Report  of  Lake  Charles  District  for  1947 

Spiritually,  Mrs.  Carl  Curtis  reports  an  encouraging  growth 
with  all  Societies  having  a Spiritual  Life  Secretary,  and  31  had  a 
Week  of  Prayer  Service  with  Special  Offerings. 

Our  Membership  showed  a net  gain  of  137  members,  with  4 
new  Societies,  after  transferring  1 to  another  District,  leaving  38

The  District  Secretary  of 
Spiritual  Life  and  the  District  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Rela- 
tions were  privileged  to  attend  the  School  of  Missions  at  Mt.  Se- 
quoyah. Both  endeavored  to  bring  something  of  this  inspiration  to 
the  Seminar  as  they  presented  the  subject,  “Great  Prayers  of  the 
Bible”  and  “We,  The  Peoples”.

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Report  of  Shreveport  District 

Signs  of  Progress  in  the  Shreveport  District  include: 
Membership: 

There  was  a net  gain  in  membership  last  year,  though  small. 
The  Guild  showed  a gain  of  1*0%.  Two  new  societies  were  organized, 
and  two  were  dropped,  making  an  even  break.  There  are  4 unor- 
ganized charges,  and  17  unorganized  churches,  which  is  a wide  field 
for  expansion. 

Finances: 

Reports  show  an  advance  along  all  lines  financially.  The  total 
amount  raised  for  all  purposes  was  almost  $30,000.  This  was  about 
equally  divided  between  local  and  connectional  work.  Supply  giving 
increased  about  $800.00,  with  a total  of  $2,241.77.  There  were  four 
Memorials,  one  Honorary,  54  Adult,  3 junior,  and  41  baby  Special 
Memberships,  bringing  in  $1,885.00. 

The  Week  of  Prayer  was  observed  by  36  societies,  six  more  than 
last  year,  with  an  offering  of  $1,241.32. 

Officer  Training: 

Visitation  for  Officer  Training  was  far  superior  to  that  of  last 
year,  both  in  plan  and  results.  Using  a plan  similar  to  that  of  the 
District  Superintendent,  a schedule  was  set  up  covering  a period 
of  six  days,  between  Dec.  2 and  10.  The  societies  were  notified  as' 
to  day  and  hour.  Then  teams  of  two  composed  of  five  Conference 
officers,  eleven  District  officers,  three  Zone  chairmen,  and  six  mem- 
bers of  local  societies  made  the  visits.  All  societies  were  visited, 
and  both  visitors  and  those  visited  report  much  good  gained  by 
this  contact.  The  meetings  were  attended  by  383  women. 
Education: 

There  were  128  classes,  with  1,571  members  participating. 
Nineteen  societies  had  four  studies,  and  ten  classes  received  Juris- 
dictioii  recognition. 

Christian  Social  Relations: 

The  department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  reports  $14,269.00 
spent  on  local  church  and  community  activities.  Outstanding  in 
this  department  is  the  effort  made  by  the  CSR  committee  of  First 
Methodist  Church,  Shreveport,  in  setting  up  a Recreation  Center 
for  Negroes  in  a thickly  populated  negro  section  of  Shreveport. 

It  has  been  a joy  to  work  with  this  fine  group  of  womeji  the 
past  two  years.

REPORT  OF  THE  VICE-PRESIDENT 
Mrs.  S.  J.  Fairchild 

“To  make  Christ  known,”  the  purpose  of  the  World  Federation 
of  Methodist  Women,  becomes  increasingly  the  motivating  thought 
in  the  work  of  the  Vice-Presidents,  as  they  promote  the  Federation, 
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as  they  multiply  the  special  memberships  that  enlarge  the  resources 
for  the  spread  of  His  Kingdom. 

Last  summer,  for  the  first  time  since  organization,  the  con- 
ference Vice-Presidents  met  at  Mt.  Sequoyah  in  a seminar  on  then- 
work.  I was  unable  to  attend,  but  Mrs.  Hanson,  Jurisdiction  Vice- 
President,  was  kind  enough  to  give  me  a rather  detailed  report  of 
the  seminar.  The  use  of  the  report  blank,  decided  upon  at  that 
meeting,  has  been  helpful,  revealing  certain  trends  and  also  vital 
needs.  You  will  not  find  the  Vice-President’s  report  blanks  in  your 
“Report  and  Record  Book.”  They  are  furnished  to  you  by  your 
District  Vice-President. 


Perhaps  the  greatest  need  revealed  is  for  more  information  on 
World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women.  Much  of  this  may  be  ob- 
tained in  the  use  of  “Federation  Fuel”  in  the  “Federation  Five 
Minutes”  in  the  local  society.  “Federation  Fuel,”  as  you  know, 
may  be  found  in  THE  METHODIST  WOMAN  and  WORLD  OUT- 
LOOK. Many  report  the  use  of  the  Prayer  Card  and  expressions 
of  hospitality  to  those  of  other  countries.  May  I urge  each  locM 
Vice-President  to  place  in  the  hands  of  each  member  a Prayer  Card 
and  the  free  leaflet  “Linked  for  Service.” 


Reports  show  increased  interest  in  program  building,  and 
surely  much  of  the  interest  in  a local  society  depends  on  the  pro- 
gram and  how  well  it  is  presented.  Let  us  pledge  ourselves  this 
year  to  carry  down  to  every  local  society  a picture  of  the  world- 
wide task  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service,  and  how  each 
society  can  help  meet  that  need.  The  program  should  include  the 
whole  picture — worship,  fellowship,  and  action — as  well  as  informa- 
tion and  study. 

Special  memberships  continue  to  show  an  increase.  We  have 
more  than  doubled  the  recommendation  “An  average  of  one  mem- 
bership for  each  society.”  For  the  year  1947  we  recorded  in  IJe 
“Permanent  Membership  Roll  Book”  552  names  against  497  in  1946. 

May  we  glean  news  from  every  issue  of  the  WORLD  OUT- 
LOOK and  METHODIST  WOMAN;  and  train  our  women  to  re- 

cognize  the  fact  of  a world  sisterhood  of  Methodist  women,  all 
working  together  “To  Know  Him  and  to  make  Him  Known.” 


Vice-President — Recommendations 


I.  WORLD  FEDERATION 

1.  Realizing  that  the  greatest  need  in  World  Federation  promo- 
tion is  the  spread  of  information  concerning  it,  we  urge 

a.  That  the  new  leaflet,  “Linked  for  Service,”  and  the  prayer 
card,  “To  Know  Him  and  to  Make  Him  Known,”  be  dis- 
tributed and  used  in  each  local  society. 

b.  That  earnest  and  continued  effort  be  made  to  present  by 
report,  poster,  or  scrap-book,  the  excellent  “Federation 
Fuel”  (news)  in  THE  METHODIST  WOMAN  and  the 
WORLD  OUTLOOK,  using  a “Federation  Five  Minutes”  in 
the  society’s  program  as  frequently  as  possible. 

2.  Since  the  desperate  suffering  of  the  World  continues  unabat- 
ed, and  dangerous  misunderstandings  between  peoples  exist, 
we  recommend  the  continued  expression  of  our  “sisterhood  of 
service  around  the  world”  by 

a.  Sending  food  and  clothing  to  distressed  persons  abroad. 
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b.  Showing  friendship  and  hospitality  to  stxidents  and  others 
in  our  communities  from  other  countries. 

II.  PROGRAM  BUILDING 

1.  That  the  principles  of  program-building,  as  worked  out  in 
the  Jurisdictional  Program  Workshop  (Sequoyah  1947)  to  be 
used  by  every  local  vice  president  in  program  planning. 

2.  That  in  addition  to  the  preparation  of  a Year  Book,  based  on 
the  regular  program  material  for  the  year,  we  stress  the  de- 
velopment of  a “Program  Log  Book,”  containing  a helpful 
record  of  the  materials,  methods,  successes  or  failures  of  the 
above  program,  and  of  special  programs  during  the  year. 

III.  SPECIAL  MEMBERSHIPS 

1.  That  the  following  be  the  goal  for  Special  Memberships  this 
year: 

a.  A special  membership  from  each  society. 

IV.  REPORTING 

That  every  vice-president  make  quarterly  report  on  blanks 

supplied  to  her.

DEPARTMENT  OF  ORGANIZATION  AND  PROMOTION 
REPORT  OF  CONFERENCE  SECRETARY 

Again  it  is  time  to  mark  a mile  stone  in  the  life  of  the  Louisiana 
Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service.  As  we  come  to  make  an 
annual  report  we  are  reminded  that,  “A  Report  is  a Measure  of  Our 
Progress”  and  while  we  are  grateful  for  some  forward  steps  we  are 
not  satisfied  with  anything  short  of  the  best  and  will  work  again  in 
the  coming  months  with  renewed  energy  to  make  each  year’s  report 
better  than  the  last. 

Working  with  the  women  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  has  been 
a high  privilege  and  it  is  only  because  of  the  faithful  and  loving' 
loyalty  of  all  the  members  in  each  local  society  that  this  report  isi 
possible. 

We  are  happy  to  report  19  new  societies  for  1947.  However, 
there  are  always  a few  losses  to  report  and  so  we  can  only  boast  a 
net  gain  of  10  societies  and  553  members,  making  a total  of  258 
societies  and  9,707  members.  There  are  58  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds, 
4 of  which  were  new  in  1947,  reporting  233  new  members  and  a total 
membership  of  1,308.  The  grand  total  for  both  groups  being  11,015. 

It  made  our  hearts  glad  that  even  though  we  had  greatly  in- 
creased our  pledge  to  Jurisdiction  we  have  overpaid  it  $19,000. 

There  were  557  Special  Memberships  totaling  $9,602.75  and  the 
total  amount  sent  to  the  Division  Treasurer  amounted  to  $78,083.64. 

The  amount  spent  for  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activity  was  $53,949.22. 

One  hundred  and  seven  Societies  reported  using  the  goal  chart 
and  43  achieved  all  of  the  goals. 

There  were  173  societies  which  observed  the  Week  of  Prayer 
and  Self  Denial  with  an  offering  of  $6,099.78. 

Louisiana  Conference  reports  148  Student  Secretaries,  142  Se- 
cretaries of  Youth  Work,  31  girls  interest  groups,  173  Secretaries  of 
Children’s  V/ork.  75  church  schools  having  additional  sessions  for 
Missionary  Education  of  children  and  204  Spiritual  Life  Secretaries. 

There  are  39  societies  with  every  officer  a subscriber  to  Method- 
ist Woman  and  25  with  every  officer  a subscriber  to  World  Outlook. 

A most  successful  visitation  campaign  was  conducted  for  the 
first  time  and  practically  every  society  was  visited  by  a team  of 
either  Conference  or  District  Officers  and  all  were  loud  in  their 
praise  of  this  type  of  cultivation  and  the  results  it  produced. 
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Fine  District  Meetings  were  held  in  each  district  with  the  Dis- 
trict 'President  planning  and  conducting  the  meetings.  All  of  the 
Presidents  and  Promotion  Secretaries  have  given  of  themselves  with- 
out reserve,  as  have  the  other  district  officers,  and  in  the  three 
years  since  the  district  organization  the  work  has  steadily  gone  for- 
ward. 

Both  district  and  conference  officers  attended  our  first  “School 
ef  Missions”  held  at  MacDoneli  French  Mission  School  at  Houma. 

In  bringing  this  report  to  a close  we  pray  that  God  the  Father 
will  keep  us  ever  faithful  to  the  task  of  “Making  Thy  Way  Riiown 
Upon  Earth”  and  to  this  end  we  the  women  of  Louisiana  dedicate 
ourselves  in  the  hope  that  many  may  come  to  know  Thy  Saving 
Grace.

RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  PROMOTION 

Louisiana  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
Shreveport,  La.,  March  16-17-18,  1948 
Organization  and  Promotion 

1.  WE  RECOMMEND:  That  in  each  church  the  proportions  of 
women  members  of  the  church  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  and  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  be  determined:  that  every 
effort  be  made  to  enlist  the  possible  1/3  or  more  who  are  not  now 
members  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  or  of  the 
Guild  with  the  ultimate  aim  of  securing  every  woman  member  of 
the  church  as  a member  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service 
or  of  the  Guild. 

2.  WE  RECOMMEND:  The  promotion  of  Brides’  Circles  and 
Young  Mothers’  Circles  within  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service  with  the  suggestion  that  as  soon  as  home  condition  allow, 
these  young  mothers  become  members  of  other  circles  of  the  Wo- 
man’s Society. 

3.  WE  RECOMMEND;  That  the  visitation  plan  which  has  proved 
such  effective  means  of  cultivation  be  continued;  that  in  such  visita- 
tion priority  be  given  the  societies  needing  special  cultivation;  that 
careful  preparation  be  made  and  adequate  training  be  given  the  “visi- 
tors” so  that  they  may  be  able  to  present  clearly  all  phases  of  the  work. 

4.  WE  RECOMMEND;  'That  the  district  Promotion  Secretary 
confer  with  the  District  Superintendent  as  to  all  unorganized  churches 
and  charges  in  the  district  and  that  in  the  event  current  conditions 
prevent  organization  of  a Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  in 
any  such  church  or  charge,  a list  of  such  places  be  kept  for  periodic 
checking  and  cultivation. 

5.  According  to  a previous  ruling  of  the  Woman’s  Division  of 
Christian  Service,  an  organization  is  considered  a Woman’s  Society 
of  Christian  Service  when  (1)  It  takes  the  name,  (2)  Has  at  least 
five  officers,  (3)  Use  materials  recommended  by  the  Woman’s  Society 
of  Christian  Service,  (4)  Make  a money  contribution  through  the 
district  (or  conference)  treasurer  to  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Christ- 
ian Service.  (Minimum  requirements.)  If  a society  has  failed  to 
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meet  these  requirements  during  the  year, 

WE  RECOMMEND:  That  the  district  Promotion  Secretary  per- 
sonally cultivate  this  society  and  enlist  the  active  cooperation  of  the 
District  Superintendent  and  the  pastor  in  charge  to  make  it  an 
active  Woman’s  Division  of  the  Christian  Service.  Not  ofntil  this 
has  been  done  shall  the  name  of  the  society  be  removed  from  the 
list  and  then  upon  the  advice  of  the  District  Superintendent. 

6.  Recognizing  the  value  already  experienced  by  many  societies 
and  districts  from  specific  officers’  training, 

WE  RECOMMEND:  That  each  local  and  district  society  have  an 
officers’  training  day,  if  possible,  before  the  new  officers  assume 
their  duties. 

We  suggest  that  in  such  a Training  Day  outgoing  and  incoming 
officers  be  present  and  that  one  feature  of  the  day  be  the  passing 
on  of  materials  from  each  officer  going  out  of  office  to  her  successor. 

7.  WE  RECOMMEND:  That  constant  emphasis  be  given  to  the 
promotion  of  goals  and  the  Calendar  of  Activities  to  the  end  that 
we  may  “plan  our  work  and  work  our  plan.” 

8.  WE  RECOMMEND:  That  since  the  urgency  still  exists  in 
meeting  the  needs  for  Christian  service  in  all  fields,  at  home  and 
abroad,  the  “penny-a-day  more”  plan  be  continued  and  promoted. 

9.  WE  RECOMMEND:  That  a request  be  made  of  the  pastors 
of  local  churches  to  have  one  Sunday  service  during  the  year  set 
apart  for  the  presentation  of  the  work  of  the  Woman’s  Division  of 
Christian  Service,  such  presentation  might  take  the  form  of  a thank 
offering  service.

Do  you  remember  the  famous  two  headed 'dog,  Janus,  in  Greek 
Mythology?  With  one  face  he  looked  toward  the  past  with  its  ac- 
complishments and  mistakes,  and  with  the  other,  toward  the  future 
with  its  hopes,  its  dreams,  and  its  possibilities.  Surely,  today,  tliis 
department  stands  at  the  place  where  it  can  look  at  the  past  with 
a prayer  of  gratitude  for  those  things  which  have  been  accomplished, 
and  toward  the  future  with  renewed  dedication  to  the  fulfillment 
of  God’s  dream  for  His  children. 

Progress 

This  year’s  report  is  indicative  of  real  progress  in  Missionary 
Education,  but  there  is  still  much  cultivation  which  needs  to  be  done 
in  order  that  our  reports  shall  give  an  accurate  picture  of  our  pro- 
gram of  Missionary  Education.  There  v/ere  184  societies  reporting 
this  year,  compared  to  158  in  1946.  There  were  614  approved  study 
courses  in  1947  and  536  in  1946.  There  w'ere  11,667  members  in 
approved  classes  compared  to  10,694  in  1946.  More  libraries  were 
formed  this  year,  and  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Read- 
ing Circles.  More  societies  reported  having  meetings  of  their  Study 
and  Action  Committee.  Informal  classes  almost  doubled  the  num- 
ber held  in  1946,  and  there  were  more  Joint  Classes.  This  denotes 
real  progress. 

Seminars 

The  Educational  Seminars  were  most  helpful  and  in  some  dis- 
tricts, well  attended.  There  were  633  in  attendance  in  1947  as  com- 
pared to  846  in  1946,  but  we  are  glad  to  report  that  six  more  societies 
were  represented.  307  outlines  were  sold  in  1947  as  compared  to 
416  in  1946.  1,179  persons  attended  Educational  Conference  m 1947; 
2,151  members  participated  in  1946. 

Conference  School  ©f  Missions 

Our  first  School  of  Missions  was  ably  directed  by  Mrs.  Harry 
Hendrick.  It  was  held  in  Houma  at  MacDonell  French  Mission 
School  June  9-13,  1947.  23  were  registered  and  17  Board  of  Educa- 
tion Credits  were  given. 

There  was  a decrease  in  our  SJR’s  this  year — 69  credits  given 
compared  to  73  in  1946.  This  is  really  a poor  showing  for  a Con- 
ference with  254  Societies.  We  are  hopeful  that  more  of  our  societies 
will  have  a desire  to  give  more  time  to  study  this  year. 

Our  program  of  Study  and  Action  is  a vital  part  of  our  Christian 
experience.  Unless  we  widen  our  vision  through  study,  we  are  apt 
to  drift  with  many  others  who  are  indifferent.  We  must  concern 
ourselves  with  people  of  other  races  and  nations  if  we  are  to  try’ 
to  understand  the  world  we  live  in.  May  God  give  to  each  one  of 
us  the  inspiration  and  courage  that  we  need  to  promote  this  de- 
partment of  work,  that  we  may  be  “workmen  that  need  not  to  be- 
ashamed.”

China  in  the  Asia  of  Today 

2.  Tliat  District  Secretaries  stress  the  importance  of  local  secretaries 
securing  the  new  report  blanks  and  that  these  blanks  be  inter- 
preted at  every  opportunity. 

3.  That  District  and  Local  Secretaries  place  emphasis  on  the  following: 

(a)  Effective  functioning  of  the  local  secretary  on  the  Study  and 
Action,  Program,  and  Finance  Committees. 

(b)  That  more  Reading  Circles  and  Libraries  be  formed,  and  that 
more  interest  be  shown  in  Joint  Study  using  approved  materials 
in  Joint  Classes. 

(c)  Study  Classes  in  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Units  and  accurate 
reporting  of  same. 

(d)  Leadership  Training  for  Conference,  District  and  local  officers 
in  Jurisdiction  School  of  Missions,  Pastors’  School  which  will  be 
held  at  Centenary  College,  Shreveport,  August  30  through  Sep- 
tember 3,  and  that  Educational  Seminars  be  stressed  in  each  Dis- 
trict. 

4-  That  District  Secretaries  use  available  missionaries  and  home  work- 
ers with  all  age  groups,  using  all  opportunities  to  acquaint  local 
societies  with  the  work  of  the  Home  Department  Institutions, 
especially  those  within  our  own  Conference  and  those  to  which 
supplies  are  directed.

CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  RELATIONS 
AND  LOCAL  CHURCH  ACTIVITIES 

“Tomorrow  Is  Here’’  is  the  title  of  a new  book  by  Latourette  and 
Hogg  in  which  we  read,  “We  are  in  the  midst  of  a new  age.  For 
years  we  have  been  saying  that  we  are  living  in  the  twilight  of  a 
dying  world  and  that  the  new  world  is  about  to  be  born.  That 
tomorrow  has  come.  The  new  age  has  dawned.  We  may  not  like< 
this  new  age.  It  has  in  it  much  of  uncertainty  and  fear,  even  of 
terror.  These  are  among  its  outstanding  features,  yet  all  of  us  who 
are  now  living  must  face  this  tomorrow.  We  cannot  escape  it.” 

The  challenge  of  this  new  age  has  made  the  work  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  vital  to  every  society  during  the  past  year.  During 
1947  we  averaged  179  reports  each  quarter.  When  compared  with 
132  during  1945,  we  see  that  the  number  of  societies  reporting  regu- 
larly is  increasing.  These  reports  indicate  a growing  interest  in  all 
phases  of  the  program.  Women  continue  to  assume  a large  share 
in  the  work  of  the  local  church.  Pastors  find  willing  hands  and 
warm  hearts  as  the  members  of  the  Woman’s  Society  stand  ready 
to  cooperate  in  every  cause  of  their  Church.  Community  cooperation 
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has  been  emphasized  as  women  have  served  on  Community  Council, 
helped  the  Red  Cross,  P.  T.  A.,  Visiting  Teacher,  Health  Unit,  Crip- 
pled Children,  Moral  and  Civic  Foundation,  League  of  Women  Voters, 
T.  B.  Association,  Boy  Scouts,  etc.,  etc. 

The  interest  stimulated  by  the  study  of  “A  Christian  and  Race” 
has  found  expression  in  many,  many  interracial  projects  as  women 
have  sought  to  work  with  Negro  churches,  schools  and  community 
centers.  Money  has  been  given  to  send  Negro  women  to  training 
centers. 

“The  Christian  and  Beverage  Alcohol”  added  to  our  interest 
in  this  major  problem  of  American  life.  The  enforcement  of  local 
and  state  laws  has  been  stressed.  Total  abstinence,  as  a traditional 
Methodist  practice,  has  been  taught. 

Family  life  has  been  strengthened  by  makiing  the  church  the 
center  of  family  fellowship  in  social,  recreational  and  cultural  acti- 
vities. 

The  intricacies  of  World  Order  have  faced  us  every  day  of  the 
past  year.  Building  a world  is  so  much  more  difficult  than  shatter- 
ing one.  Patience,  knowledge,  understanding,  and  hard  v/ork  are 
necessary.  We  have  all  wanted  to  know  what  to  do,  so  we  studied 
“We  the  Peoples.”  We  have  followed  the  progress  of  the  United 
Nations  Organization  hopefully  and  prayerfully,  have  written  letters 
to  our  Congressmen  asking  that  America  do  everything  possible  to 
lead  in  building  a new  World  Order,  and  urged  funds  for  UNESCO, 
Renewal  of  Reciprocal  Trade  Agreements,  and  the  Admittance  of 
Displaced  Persons. 

To  prove  our  love  for  the  world,  every  week  has  found  some 
society  sending  food,  clothes,  or  money  for  Overseas  Relief  through 
some  agency  approved  by  the  Church. 

Miss  Susie  Batton  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  has  channeled 
materials  and  made  reports  of  Guilds  each  quarter.  An  amazing 
amount  of  work  has  been  carried  on  by  the  employed  women  of 
Louisiana.  They  help  in  the  local  church  program,  promote  in- 
terracial projects,  give  to  Overseas  Relief,  cooperate  with  Community 
agencies,  study  legislation,  interest  women  in  voting  and  the  use  of 
the  ballot,  and  have  studies  in  this  field.  Through  Miss  Batton’s 
fine  efforts  nearly  100%  of  the  Guilds  reported  the  last  quarter  of 
1947. 

The  District  Secretaries  deserve  the  credit  for  the  fine  report 
of  this  year.  They  have  been  diligent  in  study  and  self-improvement, 
in  cultivation  within  the  Districts  and  in  keeping  the  local  societies 
informed  and  inspired. 

Our  greatest  achievements  this  year  have  been  in  legislation, 
interracial  cooperation,  and  enlisting  women  to  register  to  vote. 
Many  societies  report  100%  of  their  membership  as  being  registered 
voters.  Our  Conference  is  a member  of  the  Legislative  Council  and 
cooperates  with  many  state  and  national  agencies. 

Yo’jt  Conference  Secretary  has  attended  local,  zone,  and  District 
meetings  to  present  the  work  of  Christian  Social  Relations.  She 
attended  five  Seminar  meetings  in  the  fall  and  taught  “We  the 
Peoples”  in  the  Louisiana  and  Central  Texas  Schools  of  Missions. 
She  attended  sessions  of  the  Louisiana  Legislative  Council  and  the 
meeting  of  the  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  of  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian  Service  in 
Buck  Hill  Falls,  Pennsylvania.  She  has  found  great  joy  and  blessing

RECOMMENDATIONS  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL 
RELATIONS  AND  LOCAL  CHURCH  ACTIVITIES  — 1948 

In  order  to  implement  the  “Activities  for  1948,”  as  suggested 
by  the  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
Activities,  we  recommend  the  following  as  a program  of  action  for 
the  Louisiana  Conference: 

I.  We  believe  that  the  time  has  come  for  a mobilization  of  the 
Christian  women  of  the  whole  world  in  a determined  crusade 
for  the  prevention  of  war.  We  recommend  that  all  Methodist 
women  pledge  themselves  to  a concerted  effort  to  combat  the 
talk  of  war,  to  halt  the  menacing  cynicism,  fear  and  suspision 
evident  in  our  press  and  increasingly  prevalent  among  our  people. 
As  a means  of  counteracting  these  disintegrating  forces  we  suggest: 

(1)  Emphasis  upon  the  accomplishments  of  the  United  Nations, 
as  opposed  to  criticism  of  its  progress. 

(2)  Faith  in  the  power  of  good  will  and  cooperation  instead  of  force 
in  the  settlement  of  international  problems. 

(3)  Study  and  exposure  of  propaganda  whether  in  the  press  or 
in  political  action. 

(4)  Cooperation  with  all  efforts  to  comply  with  the  pronounce- 
ments of  the  United  Nations  “against  false  reporting  and  inciting 
to  new  war.” 

II.  We  re-emphasize  the  continued  need  for  relief  through  church 
and  individual  channels,  using  such  facilities  as  the  Methodist 
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Committee  for  Overseas  Relief,  CARE,  Church  World  Service,  and 
the  International  Children’s  Emergency  Fund. 

III.  We  urge  that  Woman’s  Society  members  be  watchful  and  help 
to  prevent  the  passage  of  local  and  state  legislation  which  would 
infringe  upon  the  civil  rights  of  any  group  or  individual. 

IV.  (a)  That  we  continue  our  interest  in  legislation,  studying  all 
bills  carefully  and  urging  group  and  individual  action  when  it 
is  needed. 

(b)  In  accord  with  the  Woman’s  Division  we  urge: 

(1)  Congressional  approval  of  a three-year  extension  of  the 
Reciprocal  Trade  Agreement  Program  which  expires  June 
12,  1948. 

(2)  The  approval  of  the  International  Trade  Organization 
Charter. 

(3)  Appropriation  for  UNESCO 

(4)  Bills  S.  472  and  H.  R.  2953  for  Federal  Aid  to  Education. 

(5)  Opposition  to  a National  Program  of  Universal  Military 
Training. 

V.  That  we  visit  polling  places  during  elections  to  discover  whether 
or  not  all  citizens  are  able  to  exercise  their  right  to  vote  without 
intimidation  or  molestation. 

VI.  That  we  urge  the  cooperation  of  local  societies  in  the  enforce- 
ment of  existing  state  and  local  laws  relating  to  alcohol  and  gamb- 
ling. 

VII.  That  we  adopt  the  following  goals  for  1948: 

(1)  Every  society  reporting  every  quarter. 

(2)  Every  Methodist  Woman  a Registered  Voter. 

(3)  Every  society  sending  coupons  to  the  Memorial  Mercy  Home, 
815  Washington  Ave.,  New  Orleans,  La. 

(4)  Every  society  having  a Christian  Social  Relations  Committee. 

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF 
LITERATURE  AND  PUBLICATIONS 

The  literature  of  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian  Service  is 
designed  both  to  stimulate  wider  interest  in  Missions  and  to  offer 
guidance  to  the  women  in  their  duties  as  members  and  officers 
of  the  Woman’s  Society.  This  purpose  is  being  fulfilled  more  and 
more  through  the  many  new  and  stimulating  materials  constantly 
coming  off  the  press.  We  are  trying  in  our  Conference  to  help  the 
Division  reach  its  objective  through  a wider  dissemination  of  this 
literature.  Through  providing  the  Distrct  Secretaries  of  Literature 
and  Publications  with  sample  copies  of  all  literature  as  it  is  pub- 
lished, their  promotional  work  has  received  new  impetus  so  that 
the  societies  are  becoming  increasingly  conscious  of  the  value  of 
our  literature. 

During  1947,  increases  were  shown  in  the  percentage  of  societies 
reporting,  the  number  using  the  annual  Report  and  Materials  for 
Children’s  Work.  There  was  also  an  increase  in  the  numbers  using 
Literature  Headquarters,  page  32  of  the  Methodist  Woman,  and  who 
participated  in  subscription  campaigns. 

The  most  effective  promotional  work  done  by  your  secretary 
was  the  Handbook  which  she  prepared  for  the  local  secretaries  of 
Literature  and  Publications.  This  included  the  duties  of  the  se- 
cretary, the  purpose  of  the  office,  the  goals  for  the  year,  and  plans 
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for  special  activities  each  quarter.  At  the  request  of  the  Planning 
Conference  for  Literature  Secretaries  at  Mt.  Sequoyah,  copies  of 
the  Handbook  were  sent  to  all  Conference  Secretaries  of  Litera- 
ture in  the  Jurisdiction. 

Your  secretary  attended  the  School  of  Missions  at  Mt.  Sequoyah, 
and  participated  in  four  Study  Seminars  during  the  month  of  Sep- 
tember. 

The  “Conference  News”  was  published  once  during  1947.  Its 
publication  was  discontinued  by  the  Executive  Committee  at  its 
April  meeting. 

The  Book  Room  held  an  important  place  at  our  Annual  Con- 
ference in  Lake  Charles,  with  Mrs.  Ward  Anderson,  local  secretary 
of  Literature,  in  charge.  The  District  Secretaries  also  reported  having 
literature  for  display  and  sale  at  Seminars  and  District  meetings. 

The  Week  of  Prayer  literature  was  mailed  to  each  society  by 
your  Conference  Secretary.

4.  That  we  make  a 20%  increase  in  subscription  to  “The  Metho- 
dist Woman”  and  the  “World  Outlook”.

RECOMMENDATIONS  ON  CHILDREN'S  WORK 
In  Louisiana  Conference,  1948 

In  order  that  we  may  meet  our  responsibilities  in  the  realm  of 
Children’s  Work,  we  recommend: 

1.  That  continued  cooperation  with  all  groups  in  the  Methodist 
Church  be  given  to  reach  the  Crusade  for  Christ  objective  of  increased 
Church  School  enrollment  and  attendance. 

2.  That  the  local  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  help  re- 
cruit and  encourage  the  better  training  of  Church  School  teachers. 

3.  'That  an  experienced  person  in  teaching  children  in  Church 
School  be  elected  in  every  Society  as  Secretary  of  Children’s  Work. 

4.  That  more  careful  provision  be  made  for  the  missionary  edu- 
cation of  children  within  the  regular  program  of  the  church. 

5.  That  cooperation  with  social  agencies  for  the  welfare  of 
children  be  increased. 

6.  That  constant  endeavor  be  continued  through  the  regular 
channels  of  the  church  to  minister  to  the  tragic  needs  of  starving 
children  and  their  families  in  Europe  and  the  Far  East. 

7.  That  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Children’s  Work  and  the 
conference  Director  of  Children’s  Work  continue  sending  out  the 
quarterly  Children’s  Workers  Bulletin. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  YOUTH  WORK 

The  greatest  modern  discovery,  wise  men  have  said,  is  not  the 
atomic  bomb,  but  the  World  Church  that  survived  the  hatred  and 
cruelties  of  war  and  is  preaching  goodwill  more  forcefully  than  ever 
before. 

It  is  our  hope  that  Methodist  Youth  will  help  to  build  this  new 
world  “born  not  of  hate  but  of  love”, 

Progress  is  noted  in  practically  all  lines  of  Youth  Work.  The 
reports  show  an  increase  in  Methodist  Youth  Fellowships  set  up 
according  to  pattern,  in  both  Young  People’s  and  Intermediate 
groups.  Greater  interest  in  the  Missionai'y  enterprise  is  shown  by 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  boys’  and  girls’  groups  studying  the 
recommended  Missionary  units.  Young  people  have  been  included 
in  forty*one  Schools  of  Missions.  As  a result  of  study  there  has  been 
a decided  increase  in  giving  to  Missions  through  Methodist  Youth 
Fund.  This  is  a tangible  expression  of  the  concern  which  Methodist 
Youth  in  Louisiana  Conference  have  for  meeting  the  needs  around 
the  World. 

There  has  been  a decrease  in  the  number  of  Girls’  Interest 
groups  studying  the  work  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Ser- 
vice, although  the  material  prepared  for  this  group  has  been  uced 
by  other  groups.  An  increase  is  shown  in  the  number  of  Youth 
Secretaries  elected  although  the  goal,  an  active  secretary  of  Youth 
Work  in  every  Society,  still  remains  to  be  reached. 

An  increasing  number  of  our  young  people  have  attended  sum- 
mer camps,  institutes,  and  assemblies  while  others  joined  caravans 
in  other  conferences. 

Perhaps  the  most  outstanding  promotion  work  was  Youth  Night 
at  the  State  Conference  in  Lake  Charles  when  more  than  sixty 
young  people  were  guests  of  the  Conference  for  dinner  at  the  Char- 
leston Hotel  and  several  hundred  came  later  for  a special  Recruit- 
ment program  and  service  at  the  Church. 

An  outstanding  event  of  the  year  was  the  Methodist  Youth 
Conference  in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  from  December  30,  1947,  to  January 
2,  1948.  A large  number  of  Louisiana  delegates  attended  this  meet- 
ing bringing  back  most  inspiring  reports.  Surely  this  great  meeting 
will  live  long  in  the  hearts  of  our  young  people  and  only  the  future 
will  show  its  long  lasting  influence  on  their  lives.  The  kesmcte  for 
the  Missionary  theme  of  the  year  “World  Evangelism”  was  sounded 
in  an  unforgettable  way  at  this  great  meeting  of  Methodist  Youth. 

May  we  as  adult  leaders  help  the  Youth  of  our  local  churches 
to  find  their  place  and  responsibility  in  the  church,  and  may  we 
continue  to  emphasize  the  theme  “World  Brotherhood”. 

SUGGESTED  RECOMMENDATIONS  — 1948 

1.  Election  of  a secretary  of  Youth  Work  in  every  local  Woman’s  Soci- 
ety of  Christian  Service,  who  will  share  in  the  plan  for  youth  work. 

2.  A functioning  Commission  on  Missions  and  World  Friendship 
with  a World  Friendship  Group  of  girls  using  the  study  packet 
for  this  group. 

3.  Participation  of  the  young  people  in  every  local  School  of  Mis- 
sions. 

4.  Use  of  the  Calendar  of  Activities  by  every  secretary  of  Youth 
Work  in  order  that  each  month  definite  objectives  may  be  reached.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  STUDENT  WORK 

The  formative  years  of  student  work  under  the  Woman’s  Divi- 
sion were  colored  greatly  by  the  war  in  which  we  as  a nation  were 
engaged.  Much  of  the  efforts  of  the  student  secretaries  was  spent 
in  administering  to  young  men  and  women  in  uniform.  Long  range 
plans  were  an  impossibility.  Now,  after  two  years  of  peace,  we  are 
able  to  see  the  results  of  purposeful  planning. 

Throughout  the  Conference  the  same  women  who  served  our 
young  people  so  well  in  the  time  of  a war  emergency  are  now  ear- 
nestly seeking  to  challenge  them  to  the  call  of  God  for  building  a 
new  world  and  making  it  truly  His  Kingdom. 

One  of  the  best  examples  of  what  constant  cultivation  and  plan- 
ning can  produce  is  the  unusual  and  unique  manner  in  which  se- 
cretaries located  near  college  campuses  have  been  serving  students. 
Directors  of  Wesleyan  Foundations  and  Student  Work  have  been 
high  in  their  praises  of  these  women. 

Among  the  District  Secretaries  one  became  so  inspired  with 
the  possibilities  of  her  job  that  she  welded  her  local  secretaries  to- 
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gether  in  a joint  project — that  of  sharing  the  expenses  of  a student 
to  the  world  conference  at  Oslo. 

Many  local  secretaries  with  enthusiasm  have  put  over  the  five 
dollar  plan  in  their  churches;  sponsored  services  for  Student  Re- 
cognition Day;  sent  hundreds  of  Student  Information  cards  to  Student 
Directors;  and  kept  in  constant  touch  with  students  through  cards, 
letters,  and  devotional  material. 

It  was  the  Conference  Secretary’s  privilege  to  meet  during  the 
past  year  with  numerous  secretaries  in  college  communities,  and  to 
arrange  for  sessions  with  them  and  the  Director  of  the  Wesley 
Foundation  of  the  respective  colleges.  She  also  had  the  opportunity 
to  sit  in  on  a part  of  the  annual  State  Conference  of  the  Methodist 
Student  Movement  in  Lafayette. 

Wherever  women  are  concerned  about  tomorrow’s  leaders  in 
the  making  today  we  find  that  in  those  societies  that  active,  conse- 
crated efforts  are  being  made  on  behalf  of  our  students.  'The  lives 
of  these  young  people  have  been  committed  to  us  as  a trust.  What 
use  of  our  stewardship  will  be  able  to  show  to  the  Master?

RECOMMENDATIONS 

Because  of  the  desperate  need  for  divine  guidance  in  our  world 
today,  and  because  we  believe  that  “prayer  changes  things”;  and 
because  religious  history  shows  that  every  spiritual  awakening  in 
Europe  and  America  has  come  about  after  small  groups  of  Christ- 
ians have  prayed  definitely  and  specifically  for  an  outpouring  of

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MISSIONARY  PERSONNEL  RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  That  the  Conference  emphasize  securing  prospective  candi- 
dates who  can  meet  the  requirements  for  service  in  the  Woman’s 
Division  because  educational  grants  secured  by  the  Conference  can 
be  used  only  for  approved  candidates  for  specialized  training. 

2.  That  District  Secretaries  of  Missionary  Personnel  be  elected 
in  all  Districts  of  the  Conference,  whose  duties  shall  be  to  create 
an  awareness  of  personal  needs,  and  to  channel  names  to  the  Con- 
ference Secretary.  They  shall  especially  cultivate  the  young  people 
of  High  School  age,  and  set  up  a card  index  system  in  order  to  keep 
more  accurate  records. 

3.  That  District  Secretaries  of  Missionary  Personnel  work  through 
the  Missionary  Personnel  Committee  in  the  Local  Church  which 
shall  be  composed  of  Youth  Secretary  as  Chairman,  Student  Se- 
cretary, President  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  President  of  the 
Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  the  Pastor. 

4.  That  the  Conference  Secretary  keep  in  close  cooperation  with 
the  Conference  Board  of  Education  in  recruiting  for  missionary 
service  at  Youth  Camps  and  Institutes. 

5.  That  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel  build 
up  a library  of  catalogues  of  colleges  within  her  Conference  and 
find  out  what  Scholarships  are  available  in  these  colleges. 

6.  'That  the  Conference  have  a Youth  Night  at  their  annual 
meeting  where  the  need  for  Missionary  Personnel  shall  be  presented. 

7.  That  Conference  Secretary  send  two  to  four  letters  yearly  to 
District  Secretaries  of  Missionary  Personnel  who  will  channel  the 
information  to  tlie  Local  Committees  in  the  Local  Churches.

These  figures  show  us  the  large  opportunity  yet  untouched.  If 


each  society  would  elect  a Status  of  Women  Secretary  then  each 
secretary  could  attempt  to  enlist  every  woman  on  the  local  church 
roll  into  more  active  service.  Think  of  the  vast  woman  power  that 
could  be  used  for  our  great  church  if  an  active  committee  on  Status 
of  Women  was  in  each  society. 

An  added  opportunity  for  service  for  this  secretary  is  the  re- 
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quest  from  Guild  headquarters  asking  local  Secretaries  of  Status 
of  Women  to  aid  the  Guilds  in  finding  employed  girls  who  have 
moved  into  the  towns  and  cities.  See  Recommendations. 

As  a single  pebble  dropped  into  a pool  sends  out  ever  widening 
circles,  so  the  election  of  a Secretary  of  Status  of  Women  in  every 
society  in  each  District  would  continue  until  the  rolls  of  the  local 
churches  would  be  reached. 

If  women  have  a great  contribution  to  make  for  the  welfare  of 
the  world  and  we  have  heard  so  often  that  they  do  have,  then  let’s 
give  this  vast  woman  power  in  our  church  a chance  this  year  and 
put  your  Status  of  Women  Secretary  to  work  on  a great  visitation 
program.

7.  That  Alexandria  District  conduct  a Spirtual  Life  Retreat  on 
Sunday  morning. 

8.  That  Shreveport  District  be  responsible  for  a fellowship  Hour 
on  Saturday  night. 

9.  That  Mrs.  J.  J.  Davidson,  Jr.,  be  consulted  about  the  possibility 
of  securing  a consignment  of  literature  to  be  displayed  and  sold 
during  the  week-end. 

It  was  moved  that  the  Conference  Deaconess  be  requested  to 
inform  rural  churches  about  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  ask  them 
to  encourage  girls  who  are  going  to  larger  communities  to  work  to 
align  themeselves  with  the  Guild. 

Mrs.  Kilpatrick  reported  that  the  W.  S.  G.  Conference  Secretary 
would  be  one  of  the  persons  receiving  a Division  subsidy  to  attend 
Mt.  Sequoyah  School  of  Missions.  The  Committee  named  Mary 
Gladys  Page  first  alternate  and  Mrs.  Doris  McDonald,  second  alter- 
nate. 

Mary  Gladys  Page  presented  a mimeographed  booklet  containing 
an  outline  of  the  complete  organization.  The  preparation  of  this 
outline  is  a project  of  her  local  Guild  (Rayne  Memorial)  and  she 
asked  for  constructive  criticism.  Some  suggestions  for  improvements 
were  made,  and  it  is  hoped  that  copies  of  the  outline  m its  final 
form  will  be  available  for  use  by  local  units. 

Mrs.  Kilpatrick  suggested  that  District  Secretaries  planning 
meetings  to  be  held  in  their  district  during  the  Spring  contact  Mrs. 
D.  M.  Campbell  about  the  possibility  of  securing  Mrs.  W.  B.  Land- 
rum, Field  Worker,  as  speaker. 

Sunday  Morning  Session 

, < This  session  was  opened  with  a prayer  led  by  Mrs.  Kilpatrick. 

The  committee  spent  the  morning  hour  in  round  table  discus- 
sion on  ways  of  promoting  the  Guild  in  its  triple  phase  program. 
The  following  suggestions  were  made: 

1.  That  the  chairman  of  the  membership  committee  of  the  local 
unit  check  with  the  W.  S.  C.  S.  Status  of  Women  for  names  of 
Guild  prospects  or  with  the  church  secretary  for  names  of  employed 
women  in  the  church  membership  or  constituency. 

2.  Publicize  Guild  in  the  local  church  by: 

A.  Announcing  time  and  place  of  regular  and  special  meet- 
ings in  the  bulletin  and/or  on  posters. 

B.  Ask  your  Pastor  to  recommend  the  Guild  president  to  mem- 
bership in  the  Quarterly  Conference. 

C.  Assuming  responsibilities  in  the  church. 
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3,  Procure  promotional  literature  from  Literature  Headquarters

and  post  it  in  Y.  W.  C.  A.’s,  and  other  public  places  where  such 
material  may  be  appropriately  displayed.

Co-ordinator  be  invited  to  all  Guild  meetings  in 
order  that  she  could  keep  the  Guild  posted  on  the  W.  S.  C S work 
and  vice-versa.  ’ 


Mary  Gladys  Page  recommended  that  the  Conference  Guild 
being  greatly  in  favor  of  the  movement 
started  by  the  First  Church  Guild  in  New  Orleans  that  radio  pro- 
grams be  improved  and  that  the  Guild  be  commended  for  its  efforts 
along  this  line. 

The  possiblity  of  a Louisiana  Conference  Guild  News  Bulletin 
was  discussed  and  it  was  believed  that  such  a bulletin,  issued  quar- 
be  of  assistance  to  the  local  units  in  keeping  them 
national,  jurisdiction  and  conference  activities.

LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE  RURAL  WORK 

From  this  vantage  point  in  our  rural  journey  across  the  year 
it  is  possible  to  look  back  on  the  roads  traveled.  They  have  varied 
from  national  highways  to  winding  country  lanes.  Choosing  the 
roads  to  travel  and  the  stops”  to  make  has  been  a most  difficult  job. 

In  preparation  for  these  journeyings,  the  “guidebook”  giving 
of  the  church  was  studied.  Wherever  the 
abilities  and  time  of  the  worker  could  bring  together  these  current 
emphases  with  the  needs  and  resources  of  rural  people  a “stop” 
w-as  made.  Sometimes  these  were  in  urban  centers  for  the  purpose 
of  evaluating  ,pd  interpreting  current  trends  as  related  to  the  r^al 
church.  At  other  places  there  were  seminars  and  conferences  for  the 
enrichment  of  the  worker  as  Buck  HiU  FaUs  and  at  Lincoln,  Ne- 

“outpost”  communities 

off  the  beaten  path  on  seldom  used  roads.  But  wherever  a “stop” 
was  made,  every  experience  was  evaluated  in  the  light  of  the  rural 
community. 

In  the  space  alloted  it  would  be  impossible  to  mention  everv' 
activity  or  all  the  places  visited.  Only  a few  “signs”  have  been 
selected. 

On  many  kinds  of  roads  there  appeared  the  sign  marked 
“Missionary  Education”,  for  World  Evangelism  was  taught  at  the 
Conference  School  of  Missions,  presented  at  five  district  seminars 
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and  before  many  local  groups.  At  Sequoyah  the  worker  acted  as 
a resource  person  in  this  area. 

During  the  fall  when  a field  worker  was  in  the  conference, 
the  sign  most  often  appearing  was  that  of  “Young  Adult's”.  Twenty- 
two  meetings  in  addition  to  the  preliminary  meetings  were  held 
and  a continuing  group  was  left  in  each  district. 

At  unexpected  places  on  the  roadsides  appeared  signs — “Youth 
Activities”.  These  varied  from  distributing  copies  of  POWEE  to 
unorganized  youth  in  country  places  to  representing  the  Town  and 
Country  Bureau  at  the  N'ational  Youth  Conference  in  Cleveland. 
At  the  National  Methodist  Rural  Life  Conference  in  Lincoln,  this 
worker  spoke  on  “Rural  Youth  as  Leaders”.  There  have  been 
challenging  opportunities  to  present  rural  work  on  recruitment  pro- 
grams. 

Twin  signs,  “Methodist  Rural  Fellowship”  and  “Town,  and 
Country  Commission”,  have  occupied  an  important  place  in  the 
worker’s  interest  for  a comprehensive  conference-wide  rural  fellow- 
ship. Recognition  of  her  efforts  has  been  given  by  the  national 
groups. 

“Wesleyan  Service  Guild”  signs  appeared  at  intervals.  It  has 
been  a real  pleasure  to  make  a small  contribution  to  the  Guild  week- 
ends of  the  Louisiana  and  West  Oklahoma  Conferences,  and  the 
Jurisdiction  week-end  at  Sequoyah,  as  well  as  to  explore  with  Miss 
Norris  the  possibilities  of  Guild  members  rendering  volunteer  service 
in  the  summer  and  on  week-ends. 

Another  sign  went  up  when,  with  the  Conference  Secretary  of 
Supplies,  a visit  was  made  to  our  conference  supported  institutions. 
This  has  enabled  the  worker  to  more  intelligently  present  the  pro- 
grams and  needs  of  the  various  pieces  of  work  to  our  rural  societies. 

The  sign  of  “Other  Community  Agencies”  could  be  seen  on,  many 
roadsides,  especially  that  of  the  Farm  Bureau,  for  no  church  program 
can  be  completely  adequate  that  does  not  include  in  its  commun,ity 
planning  all  agencies  concerned  with  the  welfare  of  the  group. 

A backward  glance  reveals  many  “unscheduled  stops”— such  as 
the  Churchmen’s  Seminar  in  Washington,  D.  C.;  adapting  one  of 
the  programs  in  Series  B for  the  1948  program;  leading  the  panel 
discussion  at  the  Jurisdictional  Workers’  Conference  in  Houston; 
or  the  dozens  of  unexpected  visits  over  a cup  of  coffee;  o,r  attendance 
at  local  church  services;  overnight  visits  in  home  of  conference  and 
district  officers,  and  at  parsonages. 

Perhaps  some  of  the  most  valuable  leadership  training  was  not 
in  the  month’s  intensive  training  in  two  districts,  but  in  the  face  to 
face  conversation  with  individual  teachers  or  officers. 

Bad  weather  and  canceled  meetings  have  caused  “detours”.  An 
attempt  has  been  made,  however,  to  capture  these.  Only  recently 
a “detour”  made  it  possible 'to ■'pinch-hit  at  a class  meeting.  As  a 
result  of  the  interest  manifested  in  rural  work  that  day,  the  worker 
will  soon  possess  a new  tri-purpose  projector.  Such  a “detour”  on 
a rainy  day  will  bring  dividends  for  years  to  come  and  is  indicative 
■of  the  spirit  of  Noel’s  Smith- Wesley  Class. 

There  have  been  times  when  the  wrong  road  was  taken  and 
urgent  stops  were  passed  by.  To  offset  this,  the  worker  has  tried 
to  share  through  correspondence  or  by  sending  printed  material. 
One  letter  is  a typical  reply  to  such  help — “We  regret  you  could  not 
be  with  us.  But  with  the  help  you  sent,  I was  able  to  do  the  job 
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myself  . . . . ” And  that  is  of  more  value  than  a visit  from  the  worker. 

The  road  that  stretches  ahead  is  full  of  unprecedented  opportun- 
ities and  with  a new  car  and  a co-worker  for  the  summej:,  every 
effort  will  be  exerted  to  turn  the  omnibus  of  the  world  to  the  “King’s 
Highway”.

PECK  HALL  OF  GILBERT  ACADEMY 

Peck  Hall  is  an  institution  for  girls  only,  and  at  present  there 
are  twenty  girls  receiving  benefits  from  this  institution.  This  insti- 
tution has  as  its  purpose  the  following: 

1.  To  train  those  girls  from  rural  areas  especially  who  wish 
to  attend  Gilbert  Academy. 

2.  To  train  these  young  people  to  acknowledge  Him  in  all 
their  ways. 

3.  To  help  girls  to  get  along  with  other  young  people  of 
their  own  ages. 

4.  To  aid  girls  in  living  together  as  if  they  were  in  their 
own  homes. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  year,  two  house-warming  affairs  were 
given  in  order  that  persons  might  view  Peck  Hall  and  note  the 
changes  that  were  made.  For  those  changes  and  the  many  articles 
that  everyone  enjoyed,  we  are  grateful  and  are  indebted  to  Miss 
Muriel  Day’s  office  and  to  those  persons  who  made  those  contribu- 
tions through  the  supply  secretaries  in  Summerville,  La.,  Logans- 
port,  La.,  Grayson,  La.,  Shreveport,  La.,  Monroe,  La.,  West  Lake, 
La.,  St.  Francisville,  La.,  Haynesville,  La.,  and  Lafayette,  La. 

The  students  at  Peck  Hall  have  various  activities  that  keep 
them  interested.  In  the  first  place,  they  have  an  opportunity  to 
learn  facts  about  the  home  that  will  help  them  in  their  own  homes. 
Really,  I can  say  that  the  girls  enjoy  knitting,  sewing,  cooking,  teas, 
badminton,  parties,  tennis,  religious  forums,  archery,  and  panels. 
Too,  the  girls  have  formed  a council  whereby  they  govern  themselves. 

Much  has  been  done  too  along  religious  lines,  for  aside  from 
the  forums  each  girl  must  attend  church  every  Sunday  and  must 
attend  prayer  meeting  in  the  institution  every  Wednesday  night. 

We  have  tried  to  use  what  has  been  given  to  us  to  the  fullest 
extent;  however,  there  is  a great  need  for  bed  linen,  towels,  table 
cloths,  curtains,  water  glasses,  and  silverware. 

We  feel  confident  that  the  investment  made  in  Peck  Hall  is 
worthwhile  and  this  institution  is  rendering  a great  service  to  young 
people.

After  weeks  of  studying  the  needs  of  our  community,  evaluating 
the  program  of  the  past  year,  the  program  for  1947-48  was  set  up., 
With  many  goals  in  mind,  two  were  uppermost — larger  adult  parti- 
cipation, and  more  effective  work  with  individuals  in  our  groups. 

As  we  come  to  the  close  of  the  year  we  can  see  results.  The 
young  adults  have  gradually  set  up  a very  satisfying  schedule  of 
activities  for  themselves,  and  increasingly  discover  new  ways  to  help 
in  the  total  program — Without  their  assistance  as  volunteer  leaders 
it  would  be  necessary  to  reduce  our  program.  Quite  a few  older 
adults  have  been  reached  also — For  the  first  time  in  years  we  feel 
that  we  are  beginning  to  interest  the  parents  of  our  children  and 
youth.  Too,  we  have  been  amazed  at  the  growth  and  development 
of  so  many  of  our  young  people.  Some  that  we  thought  hopeless 
have  settled  down  and  reveal  stronger  character  traits  and  leader- 
ship possibilities.  Among  this  group  is  a 16  year  old  girl.  Two 
years  ago  she  was  extremely  loud,  restless,  untidy  in  dre.ss,  readily 
lying  and  stealing  and  seeking  favor  of  the  boys.  To-day  she  is. 
more  trustworthy  and  attractive,  less  noisy,  and  discusses  her  prob- 
lems freely,  seeking  help  and  guidance.  Recently  she  found  courage 
to  tell  her  mother  of  the  weekly  round  table  in  which  the  personal 
problems  of  the  girls  are  discussed;  how  a nurse  had  been  invited 
in  to  show  charts,  movies,  etc.,  giving  them  first  hand  knowledge,  and 
straightening  out  attitudes.  The  mother,  a Catholic,  had  not  been 
too  willing  for  her  daughter  to  come  to  St.  Mark’s.  Her  reply  to  her 
daughter  was,  “God  bless  them.  Go  to  St.  Mark’s  and  learn  all 
you  can  for  I don’t  know  how  to  teach  you  these  things.  I’ve  noticed 
such  a difference  in  you  lately.  You  seemingly  don’t  lie  to  me  any 
more.”  She  said,  “No,  mother,  somehow  I don’t  want  to.” 

The  Child  Care  Center  for  children  of  working  mothers  is  still 
thriving.  Forty  children  are  given  all  day  care.  Always  there  is, 
a waiting  list  of  those  desiring  entrance  in  case  someone  moves  away 
or  is  no  longer  enrolled. 

The  attendance  at  St.  Mark’s  has  grown  so  rapidly  that  we  are 
faced  with  a very  serious  problem.  We  must  turn  people  away,  and 
close  down  some  of  our  activities,  unless  the  staff  can  be  enlarged. 
Two  additional  well  trained  workers  namely;  a Program  Director, 
and  a Family  Worker,  would  truly  make  the  work  of  St.  Mark’s 
effective  in  the  community.  The  Community  Chest  and  the  Wo- 
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man’s  Division  have  not  been  able  to  increase  the  budget  enough 
to  cover  the  salary  for  an  additional  v/orker.  My  prayer  is  that 
someone  in  the  Louisiana  Conference,  or  some  Society,  will  be  in- 
spired to  pay  the  salary  of  another  worker  for  St.  Mark’s  just  as 
they  furnish  a scholarship,  or  as  they  finance  a Missionary  abroad. 
This  year  we  have  enrolled  326  individuals  that  have  never  been  to 
St.  Mark’s  before,  plus  168  old  and  new  renewals.  Not  half  of  the 
494  new  members  during  the  year  have  been  served  well,  for  a 
limited  staff  means  limited  service. 

Several  events  of  the  year  are  outstanding  in  our  memory.  The 
first  Family  Night  Program  in  which  recognition  was  given  to  the 
largest  family  present,  the  longest  married  couple,  the  most  recently 
married  couple — and  the  Carnival  party  with  all  of  its  color,  dignity 
and  beautiful  performance — then,  the  recent  panel  discussion  dur- 
ing the  annual  Open  House.  Our  hearts  were  warmed  and  our  faith 
increased  as  18  adults  and  young  people  answered  the  following 
questions: 

1.  How  long  have  you  been  coming  to  St.  Mark’s,  and  in 

what  ways  have  you  been  helped? 

2.  What  do  you  enjoy  most  in  the  present  program  of  St. 

Mark’s? 

3.  What  could  we  add  to  the  program  that  would  help  you, 

or  benefit  the  entire  community? 

We  are  convinced  that  much  good  will  come  from  this  dis- 
cussion. 

REPORT  OF  PEOPLES  METHODIST  COMMUNITY  CENTER 

March.  1948 

Peoples  Methodist  Community  Center  is  located  in  a heavily 
populated  area  of  New  Orleans,  Louisiana,  where  74.6%  of  the  people 
are  Negroes.  To  most  of  these  people  screens,  bathrooms  and  paint 
are  scarce;  housing  conditions  are  over  crowded;  playgrounds  and 
directors  are  few;  recreational  facilities  are  rare;  family  incomes  in 
general  are  low  and  juvenile  delinquency  was  high  until  the  Center 
was  established  in  1922. 

The  pxirpose  of  the  Institution  is  to  take  care  of  children  of  work- 
ing parents  and  of  children  who  come  from  broken  homes.  We  also 
exist  to  attempt  to  answer  satisfactorily  the  heartfelt  pleas  of  the 
community  parents:  “Where  may  I safely  leave  my  children  while 
I am  at  work?”  “Where  can  my  child  find  the  special  educational 
facilities  he  so  urgently  needs  to  get  him  through  special  stages  of 
development?”  “Where  can  my  children  find  wholesome  recreation 
and  wholesome  interests?” 

The  work  of  the  Center  is  carried  on  through  the  following  de- 
partments: Day  Nursery,  Nursery  School,  Kindergarten,  Clubs,  Em- 
ployment Service,  Educational  Club.s  for  Parents,  Daily  Vacation 
Bible  School,  Week-Day  Religious  Classes  and  Grades  for  Handicap- 
ped and  retarded  children. 

As  a result  of  many  of  the  limitations  endured  by  the  members 
of  my  group,  as  stated  above,  many  of  my  people  are  characterized 
by  poor  health,  especially  the  older  members  who  have  not  had  an 
opportunity  in  life. 

I am  very  happy  to  report  to  you  that  our  Institution  having  served 
the  community  for  over  a period  of  twenty-four  years  has  helped  to 
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develop  children  whose  physical  conditions  are  worthy  of  praise  and 
whose  mental  and  spiritu^  development  are  satisfactory*  to  Social 
Worker,  visiting  Teachers  and  Ministers  who  call  to  visit  us. 

Of  coiirse,  one  of  our  problems  is  to  help  the  children  wear 
proper  clothing  especially  during  the  winter  months.  The  parents 
are  not  able  to  buy  the  right  type  of  clothes. 

Therefore,  we  are  deeply  grateful  to  many  churches  of  this  con- 
ference for  having  made  possible  clothing  for  many  of  our  girls  and 
boys,  for  providing  kindergarten  and  nursery  supplies  for  our  school 
and  also  for  giving  the  salary  of  a trained  nursery  school  teacher  for 
our  Nursery  School  ($1,200). 

Everyone  who  visits  our  work  gives  praise  to  the  organization 
who  made  possible  this  department  at  the  Center  to  meet  such  a 
fine  need  among  Negro  children.  For  in  as  much  as  it  has  been 
done  unto  the  least  of  these,  it  has  been  done  unto  Him. 

If  it  were  not  for  the  wholesome  food,  recreation,  religious  teach- 
ing, day  care,  including  a bath  daily  at  the  Nursery  the  one  hundred 
and  fifty  children  per  day  cared  for  by  this  Institution  no  doubt 
would  go  wanting.  Many  would  be  called  “the  children  of  the  street”. 

For  this  150  children  the  Center  provided  33,600  day’s  care  in 
1947  and  placed  over  300  persons  in  homes  for  domestic  work. 

Needs:  A new  building  is  the  greatest  need  for  the  Center  be- 
cause the  present  structure  is  so  decrepit  as  to  be  dangerous;  cash 
supplies  for  the  building  fund  and  new  equipment;  clothes  for  child- 
ren; kindergarten  and  nursery  school  supplies;  crayolas;  paste; 
scissors;  drawing  paper;  picture  books;  baby  cribs  sheets;  towels; 
wash  cloths;  dish  towels;  cooking  utensils  and  curtains — three  yards 
length  and  one  and  a half  yards  lengths. 

All  Christian  women  of  the  world  today  have  grave  resjibnsi- 
bilities  as  the  nations  face  one  of  the  greatest  world  crises,  but  I 
think  that  upon  the  Christian  women  of  your  group  lies  the  Neatest 
responsibility  for  we  are  looking  to  you  for  the  opening  of  new  doora 
as  are  aU  other  minority  groups.  I am  also  sure  that  God  is  ex- 
pecting to  work  through  each  one  of  you  in  helping  to  make  HiiS 
way  known  upon  earth. 

Therefore,  as  long  as  you  continue  to  invest  your  interest,  your 
prayers  and  gifts  in  the  lives  of  a people  who  otherwise  might  never 
have  been  Imown,  my  hope  is  that  you  will  win  the  heart  of  the 
world  for  Christ. 

MACDONELL  FRENCH  MISSION  SCHOOL  AND  RURAL  WORK 

Houma.  Louisiana 
Thirty-Second  Annual  Report 

The  MacDonell  work,  established  by  the  Woman’s  Missionary 
Council  in  1917,  began  as  a ministry  to  isolated  rural  folk,  especially 
those  of  Acadian-French  descent.  In  those  days  roads  were  poor 
or  non-existent.  There  were  few  school  and  fewer  churches  of  any 
denomination.  House-to-house  visiting — traveling  “a  pied”,  or  by 
boat — and  cottage  prayer-meetings,  or  story-hours,  were  the  chief 
activities,  but  “aU  things  to  all  men”  was  the  rule  then  as  now.  A 
rented  house  in  Houma  soon  became  the  Wesley  House  for  rural  folk 
and  a home  for  a few  girls  otherwise  unable  to  attend  school.  When 
the  present  site  was  purchased  in  1919  the  Wesley  House  work  and 
our  ministry  to  rural  youth — both  boys  and  girls — were  increased. 
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Twelve  young  folk  made  their  home  with  us  and  attended  public 
school  until  1923  when  the  school  department  was  established  and 
all  phases  of  the  work  enlarged  and  strengthened. 

Enrolled  among  its  first  students  were  several  adults,  two  of 
whom  are  now  serving  as  ministers  in  the  Louisiana  Conference. 
It  is  fitting,  therefore,  that  at  this,  the  school’s  twenty-fifth  anni- 
versary, another  adult,  33-year-old  Joseph  LeBoeuf,  is  achieving 
his  life-long  ambition  to  get  a high  school  diploma.  The  one  other 
graduate,  Hazel  Mixmick,  17-year-old  girl  from  Gran  Isle,  is  also 
typical  for  she  would  have  gotten  little  or  no  education  without 
MacDonell  and  its  friends. 

Different  from  any  other  work  in  our  church  is  this  rural  tmit 
situated  among  the  bayous  of  south  Louisiana.  It  is  comparable 
only  to  rural  units  found  in  foreign  fields  where  school,  hospital, 
church,  and  rural  travel  and  ministry  are  all  bound  together  in 
an  effective  whole.  And  the  challenge  for  the  future  flows  full  and 
strong.  There  are  now  good  roads,  mainly  along  the  bayous,  and 
Houma  is  strategically  located  for  an  effective  transportation  effort, 
so  we  are  planning  to  use  the  school  bus — which  we  expect  to  get— 
to  bring  rural  people  in  to  a central  church  and  church-school  pro- 
gram,’ rather  than  taking  small  evangelistic  efforts  to  homes  and 
communities,  though  that  phase  will  not  be  discontinued  altogether. 
A morning  trip  can  be  made  down  one  bayou  for  a distance  of 
twenty  miles  or  more  to  pick  up  folk  wanting  to  come  in  to  church, 
then  across  a narrow  strip  to  another  bayou  road,  and  back,  thus 
reaching  a large  number  of  people  in  a round-trip.  For  the  evening 
services  a similar  round-trip  to  other  bayou  sections  can  be  made. 

This  larger  field  and  attendance  will  put  the  Pastor  and  his 
Church  School  helpers  on  their  toes,  which  they  will  like,  and  make 
a fuller  and  more  effective  use  of  MacDoneU’s  visual  educational 
program. 

With  gratitude  for  the  marvelous  interest  and  support  of  the 
Conference  women  in  years  past,  and  with  eager  expectancy  for  the 
future,  we  look  with  confidence  that  the  “hand  of  our  God  will  be 
upon  us  for  good”  in  this  new  year  in  MacDonell  work. 

DULAC  INDIAN  WORK  — DULAC.  LA. 

16th  Annual  Report  — 1947 

The  work  at  Dulac  continues  about  the  same  with  church  and 
school  activities  taking  the  forefront.  MacDonell  School  has  been 
able  to  share  some  of  its  visual  educational  program  with  the  Indian 
School  and  the  community.  These  features  are  always  well-  attended 
and  eargerly  received. 

The  building  program  is  still  on  the  waiting  list,  but  gifts  of 
“shares”  continue  to  come  in  and  will  be  of  great  help  whenever 
conditions  warrent  a start  on  construction. 

New  School  seats  have  been  installed  in  one  class  room  and 
created  quite  an  excitement.  The  enrollment  doubled  the  next  day 
and  soon  overflowed  the  room,  as  each  child  was  eager  to  get  to 
school  and  have  the  use  of  one  of  the  new  desks.  The  effective- 
ness of  this  one-teacher  school  is  surprising.  The  children  read 
well  and  eagerly  in  their  respective  grades  and  always  seem  busy 
and  happy  when  one  visits  the  class  room. 

The  commimity  and  church  work  continues  to  thrive  though 
the  work  has  recently  suffered  a serious  loss  in  the  death  of  Henry 
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Norman,  the  chief  steward  and  leader  among  his  people.  Younger 
leaders  will  now  have  to  assume  more  responsibility  and  carry  on. 

The  interest  and  cooperation"  of  the  Louisiana  women  in  this 
project  is  deeply  appreciated  and  the  investments  of  interest,  prayers, 
gifts,  are  bearing  a good  fruitage  of  spiritual  returns.

Another  year  has  been  spent  in  the  usual  duties  of  making  a 
home  for  the  twenty-four  girls  who  compose  our  household.  Many 
hours  are  required  in  providing  the  physical  comforts  that  are  ne- 
cessary for  a home.  Good  food,  pleasant  and  comfortable  surround- 
ings help  to  make  and  keep  girls  strong  in  body,  mind  and  spirit. 

The  program  of  the  home  provides  for  the  joy  that  abides.  No 
one  ever  forgets  the  Christmas  tree  gleaming  in  lights  from  floor 
to  ceiling.  The  girls  always  say,  “It  is  the  prettiest  tree  I ever  saw!” 
The  party  held  around  it  lingers  long  in  the  memory  of  its  parti- 
cipants. St.  Valentine’s  Day,  Hallowe’en,  Thanksgiving,  Easter  and 
other  days  are  days  that  bring  memories  of  good  times.  Who  could 
ever  recall  Easter  without  thinking  of  the  early  worship  service 
breakfast  on  Good  Friday?  A time  full  of  meaning  for  girls. 

For  three  years  we  have  been  dreaming  and  talking  about  a 
new  home  we  hope  to  have  some  day.  Today  the  dream  is  coming 
true.  In  February,  the  first  spade  of  earth  was  turned  for  the 
building.  Within  a few  months  we  hope  to  be  enjoying  the  com- 
fort and  beauty  of  the  new  home.  Much  effort,  planning  and  inter- 
est is  being  woven  into  the  structure,  which  will  be  a home  and  a* 
blessing  to  many  business  girls. 

The  capacity  of  the  new  home  will  be  double  that  of  the  present 
one.  Fifty-two  girls  can  be  housed  in  this  building.  Already  some 
girls  have  placed  their  names  on  the  list  to  be  among  the  first  re- 
sidents of  the  home.  How  much  of  goodness  and  beauty  can  be 
projected  into  the  future  of  our  city  through  those  who  come,  no  one 
can  know.  As  girls  have  found  it  a home  for  twenty  years,  so  foi^ 
years  to  come  many  more  will  find  it  a home  which  ministers' 
to  body,  mind  and  soul.

SAGER  BROWN  HOME 
Baldwin,  Louisiana

Sager  Brown  Home  and  Godman  School  are  situated  on  the 
shore  of  the  beautiful  Bayou  Teche  with  it  magnificent  oaks  and  lo- 
cated in  the  state  of  Louisiana,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Mary  and  in 
the  Town  of  Baldwin. 
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We  are  serving  thirty-seven  children  at  present,  eighteen  boys 
and  nineteen  girls.  They  are  between  the  ages  of  four  and  sixteen 
years.  Sager  Brown  Home  provides  them  with  home,  school  and 
religious  as  well  as  physical  environment.  Many  of  them  do  not 
receive  any  more  home  training  than  Sager  Brown  gives  them. 

We  have  a complete  grade  and  junior  high  school  with  six 
teachers.  Godman  School  is  in  very  close  harmony  with  the  public 
schools  in  the  parish  and  follows  the  curriculum  as  handed  down 
by  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Louisiana.  We  also  take 
Peirt  in  all  of  the  activities  of  the  parish  and  state.  One  of  our  tenth 
grade  students  recently  won  first  prize  for  serious  reading  at  the 
District  Rally  and  is  eligible  to  compete  in  the  State  Rally  at  Southern 
University,  Scotlandville,  La. 

We  have  two  standing  scholarships  to  Allen  High  School  for 
girls  in  Asheville,  North  Carolina.  The  first  two  girls  who  went  made 
such  splendid  records  that  the  scholarships  were  extended  indefinite- 
ly. Our  students  have  been  and  still  are  outstanding  in  their  conduct 
as  well  as  literary,  physical  and  religious  activities. 

Upon  completing  the  10th  grade  here  many  of  our  students  go 
to  the  public  school  in  the  parish,  also  to  Gilbert  Academy,  New  Or- 
leans, La. 

The  home  carries  on  an  intensive  religious  program.  Daily  De- 
votions are  led  by  a member  of  the  staff  or  an  older  boy  or  girl. 
The  children  are  taught  Bible  verses  under  the  supervision  of  the 
matrons.  Many  of  them  can  recite  whole  passages  of  scriptures. 
The  children  attend  the  Methodist  Church  in  the  town  and  share 
in  its  activities.  The  older  boys  and  girls  are  members  of  the 
Methodist  Youth  Fellowship.  The  home  is  always  represented  at 
the  district  and  conference  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  meetings. 

At  Christmas  time  the  boys  and  girls  carol  throughout  the  town 
at  the  homes  of  the  aged  and  shut-ins  and  bring  them  gifts. 

Sager  Brown  conducts  a Vacation  Church  School  annually.  It 
is  attended  by  the  children  of  the  community  as  well  as  the  children 
of  the  home. 

The  home  entertained  the  Annual  Institutes  of  the  Intermedi- 
ates, Youths,  and  Young  Adults  of  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship 
of  the  Louisiana  Conference  last  summer. 

We  are  looking  forward  to  the  erection  of  a boys’  dormitory  to 
replace  the  one  that  was  burned  in  the  summer  of  1946.  It  was 
decided  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian 
Service  at  Buck  Hill  Falls,  Pa.,  to  transfer  the  money  from  the 
Crusade  for  Christ,  that  had  been  appropriate  for  a new  school 
building,  to  a boys’  dormitory  so  that  the  boys  would  be  properly 
housed. 

The  girls  help  prepare  the  meals  and  keep  their  dormitory  clean. 
The  older  girls  launder  their  clothes  and  help  with  the  smaller 
children’s  clothes.  They  begin  sewing  in  the  second  grade. 

The  boys  keep  their  cottage  clean,  take  care  of  the  chickens, 
the  hogs,  cows  and  help  with  the  gardening. 

Some  of  our  children  are  from  broken  homes,  some  have  one 
parent  and  some  are  total  orphans.  We  are  able  to  develop  leader- 
ship in  children  who  would  otherwse  be  deprived  of  the  oppor- 
tunity of  becoming  useful  citizens. 

A physician,  whose  children  received  their  early  training  at 
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Sager  Brown  Plome  and  Godman  School,  moved  away  and  upon  his 
return  said,  “My  oldest  son  is  eleven  years  old  and  I feel  safe  to 
say  that  I need  not  worry  about,  his  future  because  of  the  fine  im- 
pression the  Christian  atmosphere  at  Sager  Brown  Home  and  Godman 
School  have  instilled  within  him.”. 

Among  our  major  needs  are  kitchen  utensils,  bedding  for  single 
beds,  playground  equipment  for  larger  children,  and  boys’  clothing. 

We  were  remembered  at  Christmas  time  by  children  as  v/ell 
as  adults  from  coast  to  coast.  Many  said  that  they  were  greatly  in- 
terested in  us  and  that  they  expect  the  change  for  better  race  rela- 
tions to  come  through  the  children.  So  let  us  accept  this  challenge 
and  prepare  our  young  people  for  that  day.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  VISITING  INSTITUTIONS 

Each  institution  of  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian  Service 
v/ithin  the  Louisiana  Cofiference  was  visited  by  one  or  more  mem- 
bers of  the  committee  during  the  past  year.  It  was  gratifying  to  see 
the  fine  spirit  which  was  manifested  in  all  institutions.  'The  quality 
of  the  work  done  was  found  to  be  splendid,  with  little  to  do  with 
in  many  instances.  Supply  needs  are  great.  High  building  costs 
have  halted  expansion  programs  in  several  cases.  But  in  spite  of 
many  material  needs,  the  minstry  to  all  who  enter  the  portals  of 
these  institutions  is  truly  .great,  and  the  work  of  the  Master  goes 
forward.

THE  WESLEY  FOUNDATION,  LOUISIANA  TECH 
Report  to  Annual  Meeting  of  W.  S.  C.  S. 

March,  1948 

The  Wesley  Foundation  at  Louisiana  Tech  is  at  work  seven 
days  a week  seeking  to  minister  to  the  750  Methodist  preference 
students  enrolled  in  the  school.  The  Sunday  activities  are  carried 
on  through  Trinity  Methodist  Church,  and  the  week-end  activities 
through  the  Methodist  Student  Center  at  the  campus.  Although 
the  program  is  reaching  only  about  a third  of  the  students,  the 
percentage  is  larger  when  one  realizes  that  a total  of  500  Methodist 
students  live  off  the  campus,  including  over  a hundred  couples  and 
a large  number  of  students  that  commute. 

The  program  during  the  week  has  been  varied.  Along  the 
recreational  line  there  have  been  co-op  meals  and  other  socials 
and  parties  from  time  to  time;  many  of  the  students,  especially  the 
Drive-In  students,  find  the  Center  to  be  quite  a haven.  On  the 
other  side  of  the  program  there  is  each  Tuesday  evening  the  regular 
Vesper  program,  and  there  are  other  opportunities  throughout  the 
week  for  meditation.  At  various  times  throughout  the  year  there 
have  been  forums  and  discussions  on  interesting  topics;  plans  are 
under  way  for  the  enlargement  of  this  phase  of  the  program. 

Two  special  projects  the  students  have  is  the  sending  of  CARE 
packages  and  the  supporting  of  one  of  the  orphans  at  the  Methodist 
Orphanage  in  Ruston. 

Early  this  month  thirty  students  attended  the  State  Conference 
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of  the  Louisiana  Methodist  Student  Movement  meeting  in  Lafay- 
ette, at  which  time  one  of  the  delegation  was  elected  to  the  office 
of  state  vice-president.  In  June  the  director  and  his  wife  were 
accompanied  by  five  students  in  attending  the  Regional  Student 
Leadership  Conference  at  Lake  Junaluska,  North  Carolina.  Three 
Tech  students  gave  their  summers  to  the  v/ork  of  the  Methodist 
Youth  Caravans — one  in  New  York,  one  in  North  Carolina,  and  one 
in  Kentucky;  two  additional  students  have  applied  for  Caravan 
I service  for  the  summer  of  1948.  Seven  Tech  students  attended  the 
Cleveland  Conference  for  Methodist  Youth  last  December. 

The  Wesley  Foundation  initiated  plans  for  an  enlargement  of 
the  college  Religious  Emphasis  Week  by  helping  to  formulate  plans 
for  a Week  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  University  Christian  Mis- 
sion of  the  Department  of  Evangelism,  of  the  Federal  Council  of 
Churches.  This  program  last  November  was  the  first  Mission  that 
they  have  sponsored  in  Louisiana,  and  Tech  was  very  fortunate  in 
having  so  many  outstanding  leaders  (a  total  of  ten,  including  the 
Dean  of  the  Vanderbilt  School  of  Religion)  come  to  the  campus  at 
that  time.  In  addition  to  the  usual  platform  addresses,  the  leaders 
spoke  in  a total  of  58  classes,  6 different  seminars,  and  many  in- 
formal meetings  with  dormitory,  fraternity,  and  sorority  groups. 

From  time  to  time  throughout  the  year,  several  students  have 
expressed  a desire  to  go  into  full-time  religious  work — as  church  di- 
rectors of  religious  education,  as  ministers,  as  directors  of  campus 
religious  activities,  or  in  the  field  of  church  music.  It  is  a real 
privilege  to  be  able  to  counsel  with  them  as  they  shape  and  plan 
their  futures. 

The  response  of  the  churches  to  the  Five-Dollar  Plan  has  been 
better  this  year  than  last,  but  the  state  as  a whole  is  still  far  short 
of  the  suggested  quota.  We  appreciate  the  work  of  the  Woman’s 
Society  in  helping  to  make  the  program  at  Tech  possible;  at  the 
same  time  we  feel  that  the  Woman’s  Societies  over  the  state  can 
do  a lot  more  in  helping  their  respective  churches  to  see  the  im- 
portance of  taking  their  proportionate  share  of  the  responsibility 
for  the  total  program.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  WESLEY  FOUNDATION  AT 
NORTHWESTERN  STATE  COLLEGE 

We  have  about  three  hundred  Methodist  students  at  Northwest- 
ern State  College  in  Natchitoches.  A large  percentage  of  these  take 
an  active  part  in  the  program  here. 

During  the  year  we  have  tried  to  broaden  our  horizorxS  through 
study  and  service.  Last  summer  we  had  six  students  to  serve  as 
caravaners.  Five  students  went  to  the  regional  conference  in  Okla- 
homa and  three  to  Cleveland.  We  had  our  full  quota  of  21  at  the 
state  conference  at  Lafayette.  Our  students  serve  the  church  by 
singing  in  the  choir,  by  teaching,  and  by  giving  as  well  as  by  attend- 
ing. 

We  have  mailed  two  large  boxes  of  clothing  for  overseas  relief, 
sent  two  CARE  packages,  given  two  electric  irons  and  five  magazine 
subscriptions  to  Memorial  Mercy  Home,  and  are  now  trying  to  raise 
our  contribution  to  the  METHODIST  STUDENT  FELLOWSHIP 
FUND  to  forty  dollars  which  is  more  than  we  sent  last  year.  Our 
fellow  school  is  the  Girls’  School  in  Lima,  Peru,  and  our  fellow 
American  project  is  the  Negro  School  in  Baldwin,  Louisiana — 
Sager-Brown.  We  are  now  collecting  clothes  and  old  eyeglasses  for 
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overseas  relief  before  Easter. 

We  have  studied  on  Sunday  nights  a unit  on  “MISSIONS  IN 
THE  NEW  AGE”,  “TOWARD  UNDERSTANDING  RUSSIA”,  “WE, 
THE  PEOPLES”.  We  have  observed  World  Brotherhood  Week. 
We  had  a study  course  on  worship  last  fall;  it  met  each  morning 
at  seven  fifteen  for  a week.  There  will  be  another  morning  class 
during  Holy  Week— RENDEZVOUS  WITH  ETERNITY.  Of  course 
we  have  had  our  socials,  etc.  Lack  of  space  prevents  my  discussing 
that.  I will  mention  a folk  party  we  are  planning  for  this  week 
to  which  we  are  going  to  invite  our  Latin  American  students.  Last 
year  we  had  them  as  guests  at  our  Christmas  dinner. 

The  year  has  been  good.  We  are  looking  forward  to  a good 
year  next  year.

REPORT  OF  STUDENT  WORK 
SOUTHWESTERN  LOUISIANA  INSTITUTE 

The  enrollment  of  Methodist  preference  students  numbered  372  for 
1947-48.  This  number  includes  commuters,  students  who  live  in 
town,  and  the  married  veterans  living  in  Vet  Village. 

Wesley  Foundation  at  S.  L.  I.  has  acquired  a splendid  sort  of 
unity  during  the  past  year.  Together  they  have  planned  and  executed 
a program  of  worship,  recreation,  and  service  which  must  neces- 
sarily send  them  back  to  their  own  church  better  prepared  to  serve. 

This  year,  as  last,  the  students  wrote  and  presented  their  annual 
Christmas  program  as  a love  gift  to  members  of  the  local  churches. 
This  year  they  presented  a candlelight  and  music  service,  and  they 
attempted  a real  pe-  of  drama  at  the  Center  in  the  presentation 
of  “Where  Love  is  God  Is”.  Students  and  adults  alike  were  inspired 
by  the  efforts  of  those  who  took  part. 

Three  of  our  students  attended  the  Cleveland  Conference,  which 
left  an  indelible  imprint  on  their  lives;  and  one  boy  who  attended 
surrendered  himself  for  full-time  Christian  service.  After  finishing 
his  training  at  S.  L.  I.,  he  plans  to  begin  Seminary  training. 

The  recreational  program  at  the  Center  draws  about  100  differ- 
ent students  each  day — predominently  boys.  Wesley’s  mid-week 
Worship  Service  has  been  going  strong — the  low  figure  for  the  year 
being  37  and  the  high  77.  The  Thiirsday  night  average  is  about  .50. 

The  State  Student  Conference  was  held  in  Lafayette  this  year. 
The  lovely  delegates  from  colleges  throughout  the  state,  plus  the  in- 
spiring messages  of  the  speakers,  and  the  wholehearted  cooperation 
of  the  Lafayette  church  has  left  us  grateful  and  enriched. 

At  S.  L.  I.  we  are  indebted  to  our  church  for  its  support.  About 
20  churches  have  responded  to  the  S5.00  plan.  New  Iberia,  Crov/- 
ley,  Abbeville,  Indian  Bayou,  and  Lafayette  have  given  super- 
generously  to  our  program.  Many  of  the  outlying  churches  have  sent 
supplies  and  eats.  We  appreciate  their  interest. 

We  wish  the  best  possible  for  you  and  us  in  the  area  of  growth 
in  likeness  of  our  Master.  Pray  that  we  fail  not  Him  nor  His.

BY-LAWS  OF  LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE  WOMAN'S 
SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

Constitution  and  By-Laws  for  all  Conference  Societies  will  be 
found  in  the  new  Hand  Book,  and  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Woman’s 
Division  of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE  I 
Elections 

Sec.  1.  Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  Confer- 
ence shall  be  elected  as  Conference  officers. 

Sec.  2.  Officers  shall  be  elected  biennially  for  a term  of  four 
years,  with  the  privilege  of  re-election  for  one  additional  term  in 
the  same  office. 

To  prevent  vacancies  in  all  offices  at  the  same  time,  beginning 
with  1942  the  following  officers  shall  be  elected  for  a term  of  two 
years  (with  the  privilege  of  re-election  for  a four  year  term):  a vice 
president,  a promotion  secretary,  a secretary  of  Missionary  Educa- 
tion and  Service,  a recording  secretary,  a secretary  of  Literature 
and  Publications,  a secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and 
Local  Church  Activities,  a secretary  of  Supplies,  a secretary  of 
Spiritual  Life  Cultivation.  The  following  officers  shall  be  elected 
for  a four  year  term:  a president,  a treasurer,  a secretary  of  Youth, 
a secretary  of  Student  Work,  a secretary  of  Childen’s  Work,  a secre- 
tary of  the  Status  of  Women,  and  a secretary  of  Missionary  Person- 
nel. Elections  shall  be  by  ballot,  a majority  vote  constituting  elec- 
tion. 

Sec.  3.  (a)  At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  quadrennium  the 
Conference  Society  shall  elect  six  delegates  to  the  Jurisdiction  So- 
ciety, all  of  whom  shall  be  Conference  officers.  Three  of  these, 
including  the  president,  shall  be  elected  by  office,  the  other  three 
shall  be  elected  by  name. 

(b)  If  and  when  vacancies  occur  in  the  offices  designated 
during  the  quadrennium,  the  successor  in  office  shall  be  considered 
the  Conference  representative.  Vacancies  occuring  among  those 
elected  by  name  shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

(c)  Elections  shall  be  by  ballot,  a majority  vote  constituting 
the  election. 

ARTICLE  II 
Vacancies 

Sec.  1.  V/hen  vacancies  among  Conference  officers,  or  standing 
committees  occur  during  the  year  they  shall  be  filled  by  the  Ad- 
ministrative Committee  with  ratification  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee until  the  next  regular  election. 

Sec.  2.  "When  more  than  one  half  of  an  unexpired  term  of  office 
in  the  Conference  or  District  is  filled,  it  shall  constitute  a full  term 
of  office. 

ARTICLE  III 
Executive  Committee 

Sec.  1.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Conference  shall  be 
composed  of  the  officers,  the  District  Presidents  and  District  secre- 
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taries  of  Promotion  and  such  persons  as  the  Conference  society  may 
determine.  A majority  shall  constitute  a quorum.  Any  member  of 
the  Woman’s  Division,  and  any  Jurisdiction  Officer  residing  in  the 
Conference  shall  be  members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  2,  There  shall  be  an  Administrative  Committee  composed 
of  the  president,  who  shall  be  chairman;  the  vice  president,  the  Pro- 
motion secretary,  the  treasurer  and  officers  residing  in  the  District 
involved  in  matters  of  administration.  This  committee  shall  have 
the  power  to  serve  as  an  ad  interim  committee. 

ARTICLE  IV 
Funds 

Sec.  1.  The  treasurer  may  disburse  without  order  from  the  pre- 
sident and  Promotion  secretary  the  quarterly  expense  money  for 
all  officers. 

Sec.  2.  The  treasurer  shall  advance  each  quarter  for  office  ex- 
pense the  following  amounts:  to  the  president  $25.00:  vice  president, 
secretaries  of  Promotion,  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  Student 
Work,  Youth  Work,  Children’s  Work,  Spiritual  Life,  Supplies,  Status 
of  Women,  and  Missionary  Personnel  $12.50;  the  treasurer  $10.00;  Li- 
terature and  Publications  $15.00.  The  secretary  of  Supplies  to  be 
allowed  an  additional  expense  account  up  to  $20.00  when  necessary. 
Postage  shall  be  allowed  all  chairmen  of  Conference  Committees. 

Sec.  3.  A sum  not  to  exceed  $300.00  per  year  shall  be  allowed 
the  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activi- 
ties for  the  Promotion  of  this  department  of  work  in  the  Conference. 

Sec.  4.  Fifty  cents  per  member  shall  be  set  aside  by  the  treasurer 
for  a cultivation  fund,  membership  to  be  based  on  enrollment  as  of 
December  31  of  the  preceding  year.  Expense  of  officers,  speakers  at 
Annual  Meetings,  expense  of  Executive  Meetings,  Expense  of  de- 
legates to  Jurisdiction  Conference  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service,  expense  for  promotional  and  educational  work  of  the 
Conference  shall  be  paid  from  this  cultivation  fund.  All  monies 
in  the  fund  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  over  the  amount  necessary 
to  adequately  carry  on  the  Conference  work  shall  revert  to  the 
general  fund. 

Sec.  5.  Each  local  society  shall  include  in  its  budget  for  Dis- 
trict Cultivation  Fund,  an  amount  equal  to  ten  cents  per  member, 
to  be  remitted  to  the  District  treasurer. 

Sec.  6.  District  treasurers  shall  set  aside  $25.00  each  year  be- 
ginning with  1947  for  the  expenses  of  a delegate  to  the  Assembly. 

ARTICLE  V 

Districts 

Sec.  1.  Districts  shall  be  divided  into  zones  according  to  their 
size.  Beginning  with  1946,  a leader  for  each  zone  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  District  president  for  a term  of  two  years  with  the  privilege 
of  re-appointment  for  one  additional  term.  The  Zone  leaders  shall 
hold  not  less  than  two  meetings  in  their  respective  zones  each  year. 
A collection  may  be  taken  at  each  meeting.  The  leader  may  deduct 
any  necessary  expense  of  the  meeting  before  remitting  to  the  Dis- 
trict treasurer. 

Sec.  2.  District  officers  shall  be  elected  biennially  for  a term 
not  to  exceed  four  years,  with  the  possible  exception  of  the  treasurer. 
For  the  first  term  only  the  following  officers  shall  be  elected  for  a 
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two  year  term,  with  the  privilege  of  re-election  for  a four  year 
term:  a vice  president,  a Promotion  secretary,  a recording  secretary, 
a secretary  of  Missionary  Education,  a secretary  of  Literature  and 
Publications,  a secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities,  a secretary  of  Supplies,  a secretary  of  Spiritual 
Life  Cultivation.  The  following  officers  shall  be  elected  for  a four 
year  term:  a president,  a treasurer,  a secretary  of  Student  Work,  a 
secretary  of  Youth  Work,  a secretary  of  Children’s  Work,  a secretary 
of  Status  of  Women,  a secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel. 

Sec.  3.  The  District  Executive  committee  shall  be  composed 
of  the  District  officers,  the  Conference  and  Jurisdiction  officers  and 
members  of  the  Woman’s  Division  residing  in  the  District. 

ARTICLE  VI 
Standing  Committees 

Sec.  1.  There  shall  be  a Standing  Committee  on  Spiritual  Life 
whose  endeavor  shall  be  to  quicken  the  spiritual  life  of  all  Metho- 
dist women  by  helping  them  to  deepen  their  prayer  life  and  to 
increase  their  sense  of  responsibility  for  personal  service  and  giving. 
The  committee  shall  keep  in  touch  with  the  spiritual  movement  of 
the  times  and  by  prayerful  research  develop  a clearer  appreciation 
of  the  meaning  of  Christian  living.  It  shall  promote  Christian  ste- 
wardship, informal  studies  an^^i  the  use  of  the  Bible  and  other  de- 
votional materials.  The  committee  shall  devise  definite  means  of 
permeating  the  local  church  with  a spiritual  power  that  should  lead 
to  deeper  consecreation  and  to  more  active  service. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  a Standing  Committee  on  Christian  Social 
Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  which  may  include  District  sec- 
retaries of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  or 
other  specially  trained  leaders  in  the  field  of  social  action,  including 
the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  members,  and  members  of  the  depart- 
ment of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  of 
the  Woman’s  Division  residing  within  the  Conference.  This  com- 
mittee shall  make  recommendations  to  the  Conference  Society  con- 
cerning the  work  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
Activities  in  accord  with  the  lines  of  work  outlined  by  the  Division 
and  Jurisdiction. 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  a Standing  Committee  on  Study  and 
Action  composed  of  the  secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  and 
Service,  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities, 
of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  of  Spiritual  Life  Cultivation. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  consider  all  plans  and 
recommendations  referred  to  the  Conference  by  the  Jurisdiction 
Committee  on  Summer  Schools  and  Conferences;  to  make  recom- 
mendations concerning  the  use  of  approved  study  courses,  joint 
study  courses  and  cooperative  courses.  It  may  recommend  also 
special  informal  studies  in  line  with  major  needs.  This  committee 
shall  develop  a correlated  program  of  education  and  action  for  the 
year  and  make  recommendations  concerning  the  same  to  the  Con- 
ference Society. 

Sec.  4.  There  shall  be  a Standing  Committee  on  Finance.  This 
committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Conference  as 
chairman,  and  the  treasurers  of  the  District  Societies,  the  Conference 
secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  or  her  representative,  and  a 
limited  number  of  other  women  appointed  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Conference  society.  This  committee  shall  meet  semi-annually, 
and  on  call  of  the  chairman.  It  shall  study  the  strength  of  the 
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society  in  the  local  churches  and  the  pledges  made;  become  informed 
of  Conference  income  and  assist  by  counsel  in  the  forming  of  the 
Conference  pledge  and  budget. 

Sec.  5.  There  shall  be  a Standing  Committee  on  Status  of 
Women.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  study  the  status 
of  women  in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state,  the  nation, 
and  in  other  lands.  This  study  shall  include  the  bases  of  Woman’s 
place  and  the  questions  that  ^fect  her  place  in  society  and  in  the 
church.  The  committee  shall  make  recommendations  to  the  Con- 
ference Society  for  the  promotion  of  such  lines  of  activities  as  will 
improve  her  status  and  enable  her  to  serve  effectively. 

Sec.  6.  There  shall  be  a Standing  Committee  on  Missionary 
Personnel,  composed  of  the  Conference  secretary  af  Missionary 
Personnel,  who  shall  be  chairman,  the  Conference  president,  the 
Promotion  secretary,  the  secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  the 
secretary  of  Student  Work,  the  Secretary  of  Youth  Work,  and  the 
women  members  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel 
of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  and  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Woman’s  Division  residing  with- 
in the  Conference.  Others  with  experience  in  personnel  work  may 
be  co-opted. 

This  committee  shall  work  in  cooperation  with  the  committtee 
on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Woman’s  Division.  It  shall  search 
for  consecreated  young  women  of  training  and  experience  who  may 
be  available  for  Christian  service;  it  shall  interpret  the  standards 
of  candidates  for  the  types  of  service  needed;  it  shall  explain  to 
prospective  candidates  the  procedure  in  making  applications  to 
the  Board;  it  shall  recommend  to  the  personnel  secretary  of  the 
Joint  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Board  the 
names  of  such  persons  who  in  the  judgement  of  the  committee  shall 
be  considered  as  prospective  candidates;  it  shall  cooperate  in  making 
plans  for  visitation  within  the  Conference  in  the  interest  of  person- 
nel work.  The  committee  shall  send  an  annual  report  of  its  acti- 
vities to  the  secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Jurisdiction. 

Sec.  7.  There  shall  be  a Standing  Committee  on  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  consisting  of  five  members.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
this  committee  to  watch  all  proposed  legislation  and  call  attention 
to  any  overlapping,  conflicting  or  unnecessary  items.  It  shall  pre- 
pare for  use  in  the  annual  report,  a copy  of  the  By-Laws  adopted 
by  the  Conference,  of  the  Standing  Rules  and  Rules  of  Order.  The 
chairman  shall  be  elected  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  8.  There  shall  be  a Deaconess  Advisory  Committee  in  each 
District  where  a deaconess  is  employed,  with  the  following  person- 
nel: the  District  president,  who  shall  be  the  chairman;  the  District 
superintendent,  Conference  officers  within  the  District,  the  pastor 
in  charge  of  the  local  church,  and  the  presidents  of  each  society  in 
the  charge  in  which  the  work  is  undertaken.  The  committee  shall 
meet  semi-annually,  at  which  time  the  worker  employed  by  the 
Conference  shall  make  a report.  Written  reports  shall  be  made 
monthly  to  the  District  Promotion  secretary.  Conference  president, 
and  the  Conference  Promotion  secretary,  (b)  The  District  Advisor3'' 
Committee  shall  recommend  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Conference  the  advisability  of  continuing  each  worker  in  the  Dis- 
trict. (c)  During  the  time  that  the  work  of  the  Rural  Deaconess  is 
coordinated  with  the  work  of  the  Annual  Conference  Board  of 
Christian  Education,  she  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Conference 
president,  the  Conference  treasurer  and  the  Executive  secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Education.  This  committee  shall  direct  her  work. 
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Sec.  9.  There  shall  be  a Research  Committee  consisting  of  the 
District  secretaries  of  Promotion,  with  a chairman  elected  by  the 
Executive  Committee.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to 
search  for  specially  qualified  women  in  the  Conference  who  may 
serve  as  officers  and  chairmen  of  standing  committees.  It  shall 
report  its  findings,  when  called  for,  to  the  Conference  Society. 

ARTICLE  VII 
Amendments 

Sec.  1.  All  proposed  changes  to  the  by-laws  shall  be  sent  to  the 
Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws  thirty  days  before  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Conference,  and  typed  copies  shall  be  made 
for  distribution  to  the  delegates. 

STANDING  RULES  OF  THE  CONFERENCE 

1.  All  communications  from  Conference  officers,  such  as  circulars, 
letters,  literature,  etc.,  must  go  to  the  corresponding  officers  of  the 
District  or  local  society;  the  Conference  officer  is  expected  to  pro- 
vide postage  for  same. 

2.  A Committee  on  Journal  shall  be  appointed  to  approve  the 
minutes  of  the  Conference  session.  All  minutes  of  the  Conference 
shall  be  signed  by  the  president  and  the  recording  secretary. 

3.  Standing  committees  shall  meet  for  organization  before  leav- 
ing the  seat  of  the  Conference.  Each  committee  shall  have  the 
right  to  make  its  own  quorum.  Expenses  for  an  annual  meeting  of 
each  standing  committee  shall  be  allowed. 

4.  There  shall  be  a District  committee  to  'visit  home  institutions 
within  the  bounds  of  the  District,  composed  of  the  District  president, 
the  District  Promotion  secretary,  the  District  treasurer,  and  the 
District  secretary  of  Supplies. 

5.  Typist  shall  be  supplied  at  the  annual  meeting  for  the  typing 
of  committee  reports,  expense  of  same  to  be  paid  by  the  Conference. 

6.  A half-hour  of  each  forenoon  during  the  annual  meeting  of 
Conference  shall  be  devoted  to  worship. 

RULES  OF  ORDER 

1.  Each  meeting  shall  open  and  close  with  a religious  service. 

2.  All  resolutions  shall  be  presented  in  writing  and  signed  by 
two  members. 

3.  Courtesies  shall  be  limited  to  ten  minutes  before  the  noon 
devotional  service. 

STANDING  RULES  FOR  LOCAL  SOCIETIES 

1.  No  new  society  can  be  reported  until  a quarterly  report  has 
been  sent  to  the  District  treasurer  and  Promotion  secretary. 

2.  In  order  that  the  society  entertaining  the  annual  conference 
may  not  be  deprived  of  the  benefits  of  the  meeting,  meals  shall  be 
served  by  an  outside  agency. 

3.  In  case  any  society  is  not  sending  a member  as  delegate  to 
the  annual  conference  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service, 
that  society  may  elect  its  Zone  leader  to  serve  in  that  capacity,  and 
may  also  assist  in  paying  her  expenses. 
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4.  One-fourth  of  the  membership  of  the  society  shall  constitute 
a quorum  for  the  election  of  officers. 

5.  The  president  of  the  society  shall  be  responsible  for  the  call- 
ing of  an  Executive  meeting  the  last  of  each  quarter,  at  which  time, 
the  reports  should  be  made  out  and  mailed  to  the  District  officers. 

8.  The  treasurer  of  each  local  society  shall  send  a copy  of  the 
total  budget  to  the  District  treasurer  not  later  than  February  15. 

7.  The  Promotion  secretary  in  each  local  society  shall  send  the 
Memorial  Roll  to  the  District  Promotion  secretary  not  later  than 
March  10. 

8.  Societies  having  circle  plan  of  organization  shall  shift  the 
membership  of  circles  at  least  every  two  years. 

t 

9.  Representation  at  annual  meetings  shall  be  one  delegate  for 
each  one  hundred  members  or  major  fraction  thereof.  Each  society 
however  small  will  have  one  delegate. 

10.  The  hostess  society  for  the  annual  meeting  shall  provide 
homes  for  the  Conference  Executive  Committee,  and  the  delegate 
from  societies  with  20  members  or  less.  Hotel  accomodations  shall 
be  arranged  for  delegates  from  societies  with  more  than  20  mem- 
bers, the  expense  to  be  paid  by  their  local  society. 

11.  Thirty  days  before  the  annual  meeting,  the  Conference  re- 
cording secretary  shall  send  to  the  president  of  each  society  in  the 
Conference  registration  cards,  which  she  shall  fill  in  with  names  of 
delegates,  and  with  check  covering  meals,  and  mail  immediately  to 
the  chairman  of  Registration  in  the  society  entertaining  the  Con- 
ference. 

12.  A report  presenting  all  resolutions  and  plans  adopted  should 
be  made  by  the  delegate  or  delegates  at  the  first  meeting  of  the 
society  after  the  Conference. 

13.  In  each  local  society  there  shall  be  a committee  on  Mission- 
ary Personnel  composed  of  the  secretary  of  Youth  Work,  who  shall 
be  the  chairman,  the  secretary  of  Student  Work,  the  pastor  of  the 
church  and  president  of  the  society,  whose  duties  shall  be  to  channel 
names  of  prospective  candidates  to  the  District  and  Conference  se- 
cretaries of  Missionary  Personnel. 

14.  All  monies  remaining  in  the  treasury  at  the  close  of  the 
fiscal  year,  except  those  designated  for  local  work,  shall  be  sent  to 
the  District  treasurer  to  be  channeled  by  her  to  the  Conference 
treasrurer  for  Missions. 
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
